CHAPTER  I— CIVIL  AERONAUTICS 
AUTHORITY 

[Amendment  2 1  of  §  228.3,  Economic 
Regulations] 

Access  to  Aircraft 

At  a  session  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Authority  held  at  its  office  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.,  on  the  10th  day  of  May  1940. 

Acting  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  it  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Act 
of  1938,  particularly  sections  205  (a)  and 
605  (b)  of  said  Act,  and  finding  that  its 
action  is  desirable  in  the  public  interest 
and  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provi¬ 
sions  of,  and  to  exercise  and  perform  its 
powers  and  duties  under  said  Act,  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  hereby 
amends  the  Economic  Regulations  as 
follows: 

Effective  May  10,  1940,  §  228.3  (a)  and 
(b)  of  the  Economic  Regulations  are 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

§  228.3  Access  to  aircraft,  (a)  Every 
air  carrier  shall  carry,  without  charge, 
on  any  aircraft  which  it  operates,  any 
officer  or  employee  of  the  Authority  who 
has  been  assigned  to  the  duty  of  inspec¬ 
tion  of  air  carrier  aircraft,  their  engines, 
propellers,  or  appliances,  upon  proper 
request  by  such  person. 

(b)  Upon  applying  for  such  transpor¬ 
tation,  there  shall  be  exhibited  to  the 
appropriate  agents  of  the  air  carrier 
credentials  from  the  Director  of  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Safety  Regulation  identifying 
such  person  as  a  person  to  whom  such 
duties  have  been  assigned.  Such  person 
shall  also  sign  and  deliver  to  the  carrier 
in  duplicate  a  “Request  for  Access  to 
Aircraft”,  on  a  form,  supplied  by  the

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Civil  Aeronautics  Authority,  stating  that 
he  desires  access  to  a  certain  aircraft 
of  the  air  carrier  from  a  named  point  of 
departure  on  a  designated  date  and  hour 
to  a  named  destination  for  the  purpose 
of  performing  his  official  duties  during 
flight  of  such  aircraft.  The  air  carrier 
shall  retain  one  copy  of  each  such  re¬ 
quest.  On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of 
each  month,  each  air  carrier  shall  for¬ 
ward  one  copy  of  all  such  requests  re¬ 
ceived  by  it  during  the  second  preceding 
calendar  month  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Authority,  Washington, 
D.  C.

Acting  pursuant  to  the  authority  vested 
in  it  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Act  of  1938, 
particularly  sections  205  (a) ,  501,  601  (a) 
and  603  of  said  Act,  and  finding  that  its 
action  is  desirable  in  the  public  inter¬ 
est  and  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
provisions  of,  and  to  exercise  and  per¬ 
form  its  powers  and  duties  under  said 
Act,  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority 
hereby  amends  the  Civil  Air  Regulations 
as  follows: 

Effective  July  15,  1940,  the  Civil  Air 
Regulations,  as  amended,  are  amended 
as  follows:

.§01.1  Registration  certificates. 

§  01.10  Application.  Application  for 
the  registration  of  an  aircraft  shall  be 
made  upon  the  applicable  form  pre¬ 
scribed  and  furnished  by  the  Authority, 
and  shall  be  accompanied  by  proper  doc¬ 
umentary  evidence  of  the  applicant’s 
ownership  of  the  aircraft  sought  to  be 
registered. 

§01.11  Duration.  The  registration 
and  certificate  issued  pursuant  thereto 
shall  be  of  sixty  days’  duration  and,  un¬ 
less  the  holder  thereof  is  otherwise  noti¬ 
fied  by  the  Authority  within  such  period, 
shall  continue  in  effect  indefinitely  there¬ 
after  except  that  it  shall  immediately 
expire  upon  the  date  (1)  the  ownership 
of  the  aircraft  is  transferred,  (2)  the  air¬ 
craft  is  registered  under  the  laws  of  any 
foreign  country,  (3)  the  registration  of 
the  aircraft  is  cancelled  at  the  written 
request  of  the  owner,  or  (4)  the  aircraft 
is  totally  destroyed  or  scrapped. 

§  01.12  Transferability  and  interim 
operation.  A  registration  certificate  is 
not  transferable.  Upon  the  transfer  of 
ownership  of  an  aircraft  registered  as  an 
aircraft  of  the  United  States,  the  aircraft 
may  be  operated  without  registration  for 
a  period  of  60  days  from  the  date  of  such 
transfer,1  if  the  following  conditions  are 
complied  with: 

(a)  On  the  date  the  registered  owner 
transfers  ownership  of  such  aircraft,  he 
shall  endorse  the  registration  certificate 
in  the  manner  provided  thereon  and  de¬ 
liver  such  certificate  to  the  purchaser. 
The  purchaser  shall,  on  the  date  of  the 
purchase,  either  file  application  for  regis¬ 
tration  or  advise  the  Authority  in  writing 
of  the  date  of  the  purchase  and  his  name 
and  address. 

(b)  If,  prior  to  the  re-registration  of 
the  aircraft,  a  further  transfer  or  trans¬ 
fers  of  ownership  of  the  aircraft  shall  be 
made,  each  person  making  such  transfer 
shall  give  the  registration  certificate  to 
the  purchaser.  The  purchaser  shall,  on 
the  date  of  the  purchase,  either  file  an 
application  for  registration  or  advise  the 
Authority  in  writing  of  the  date  of  the 
purchase  and  his  name  and  address. 

§  01.13  Invalidation.  Any  registra¬ 
tion  of  an  aircraft  by  the  Authority  shall 
be  null  and  void  if  at  the  time  of  regis¬ 
tration  (a)  the  aircraft  was  registered 
under  the  laws  of  any  foreign  country; 
or  (b)  the  person  registered  as  owner  was 
not  the  true  and  lawful  owner  of  the  air- 


1  Any  operation  of  the  aircraft  without  reg¬ 
istration  after  this  60  day  period  is  a  violation 
of  the  Act.  Therefore,  if  the  purchaser  is  not 
going  to  make  further  transfer  of  the  aircraft 
it  is  to  his  advantage  to  make  application  for 
a  registration  certificate  as  soon  as  possible 
in  order  to  have  the  aircraft  registered  within 
the  60  day  period. 
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craft;  or  (c)  the  person  registered  as 
owner  was  not  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  as  defined  in  section  1  (13)  of  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Act  of  1938,  or  the 
interest  of  such  person  in  the  aircraft 
was  created  by  any  transaction  not  en¬ 
tered  into  in  good  faith  but  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  avoiding,  with  or  without  the 
knowledge  of  the  registered  owner,  the 
provision  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Act  of 
1938,  prohibiting  the  registration  of  an 
aircraft  in  the  name  of  a  person  not  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States. 

§  01.2  Airworthiness  certificates. 

§  01.20  Application.  Application  for 
an  airworthiness  certificate  may  be  made 
by  the  registered  owq^r  of  any  aircraft 
registered  as  an  aircraft  of  the  United 
States  upon  the  applicable  form  pre¬ 
scribed  and  furnished  by  the  Authority. 

§  01.21  Requirements  for  issuance. 
Prior  to  the  issuance  of  an  airworthiness 
certificate,  the  subject  aircraft  shall  be 
inspected  by  a  duly  authorized  repre¬ 
sentative  for  the  Authority  to  determine 
whether  it  is  in  condition  for  safe  op¬ 
eration  and  complies  with  the  airworthi¬ 
ness  requirements  specified  in  the  Civil 
Air  Regulations:  Provided,  That  an  air¬ 
worthiness  certificate  may  be  issued  for 
an  aircraft  for  which  no  such  certificate 
has  previously  been  issued  and  which 
has  been  manufactured  under  a  type 
certificate  or  under  a  type  and  a  pro¬ 
duction  certificate  if  the  applicant  for 
such  certificate,  upon  request,  presents 
to  a  duly  authorized  representative  for 
the  Authority  a  Statement  of  Conform¬ 
ity  properly  executed  by  the  manufac¬ 
turer  of  the  aircraft  on  a  form  pre¬ 
scribed  and  furnished  by  the  Authority, 
and  if  the  aircraft  satisfactorily  passes 
an  inspection  made  to  determine 
whether  such  aircraft  is  in  condition  for 
safe  operation:  Provided  further.  That 
an  aircraft  manufactured  under  a  type 
certificate  only  shall  undergo,  and  an 
aircraft  manufactured  under  a  type  and 
a  production  certificate  may  be  required 
to  undergo,  an  inspection  to  determine 
whether  such  aircraft  conforms  to  the 
type  certificate  under  which  it  is  manu¬ 
factured. 

§  01.22  Aircraft  Operation  'Record  re¬ 
quirements.  An  aircraft  for  which  an 
airworthiness  certificate  is  currently  in 
effect,  hereinafter  referred  to  in  these 
regulations  as  a  certificated  aircraft, 
shall  not  be  operated  unless  there  is  at¬ 
tached  to  such  airworthiness  certificate 
the  appropriate  Aircraft  Operation  Rec¬ 
ord  prescribed  and  issued  by  the  Author¬ 
ity,  nor  shall  such  aircraft  be  operated 
other  than  in  accordance  with  the  lim¬ 
itations  for  safe  operations  prescribed 
and  set  forth  by  the  Authority  in  such 
record.  An  aircraft  for  which  an  air¬ 
worthiness  or  experimental  certificate  is 
in  effect  on  the  effective  date  of  this 
section  may  be  operated  without  an  Air¬ 
craft  Operation  Record  until  expiration, 
cancellation,  or  revocation  of  any  such 
certificate. 

§  01.23  Duration.  An  airworthiness 
certificate  shall  be  of  60  days’  duration 


and,  unless  the  holder  thereof  is  other¬ 
wise  notified  by  the  Authority  within 
such  period,  shall  continue  in  effect  in¬ 
definitely  thereafter,  unless  suspended, 
revoked,  or  cancelled  by  the  Authority, 
except  that  it  shall  immediately  expire 
(1)  at  the  end  of  a  specifically  designated 
period  *  after  the  date  of  issuance  of  the 
certificate  or  after  the  date  of  the  last 
endorsement  thereof,  whichever  is  later, 
if  the  holder  of  such  certificate  fails  to 
secure  within  such  period  an  examina¬ 
tion  or  inspection  by  an  authorized  in¬ 
spector  for  the  Authority,  or  (2)  at  any 
time  an  authorized  inspector  of  the 
Authority  shall  refuse  to  endorse  such 
certificate  after  examination  or  inspec¬ 
tion. 

§  01.24  Transferability.  An  air¬ 
worthiness  certificate  and  the  attached 
currently  effective  Aircraft  Operation 
Record,  upon  transfer  of  ownership,  shall 
remain  with  the  aircraft  for  which  they 
were  issued. 

§  01.3  Registration  and  airworthiness 
certificate  rides. 

§  01.30  Display,  cancellation  and  sur¬ 
render. 

§  01.300  Display.  A  registration  and 
an  airworthiness  certificate  shall  be  car¬ 
ried  at  all  times  in  the  aircraft  for  which 
such  certificates  have  been  issued,  and 
shall  be  presented  upon  the  request  of 
any  duly  authorized  representative  for 
the  Authority,  or  any  State  or  municipal 
official  charged  with  enforcing  local  laws 
or  regulations  involving  Federal  com¬ 
pliance. 

§  01.301  Cancellation.  An  airworthi¬ 
ness  certificate  may  be  cancelled  upon 
the  written  request  of  the  registered 
owner  of  the  aircraft. 

§  01.302  Surrender.  Upon  the  can¬ 
cellation,  suspension,  revocation,  expira¬ 
tion,  or  invalidation  of  a  registration 
certificate  or  an  aircraft  airworthiness 
certificate,  the  owner  of  the  aircraft 
shall,  upon  request,  surrender  such  cer¬ 
tificates  to  any  officer  or  employee  of  the 
Authority. 

§  01.31  Inspection.  An  inspector  of 
the  Authority  shall  be  permitted  at  any 
time  and  place  to  make  such  inspections 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  determine 
compliance  with  the  requirements  of  this 
Part  of  the  Civil  Air  Regulations. 

§  01.32  Operation  of  damaged  or  al¬ 
tered  certificated  aircraft.  If  any  cer¬ 
tificated  aircraft  shall  be  damaged  so  as 
to  require  a  major  repair,  or  shall  under¬ 
go  a  major  alteration  (see  Part  18  of  the 
Civil  Air  Regulations),  such  aircraft 
shall  not  be  operated  until  examined,  in¬ 
spected  and  approved  by  a  duly  author¬ 
ized  representative  for  the  Authority. 
When  a  certificated  aircraft,  or  any  air¬ 
craft  engine  or  propeller  thereof,  has 
undergone  a  major  repair  or  major  al-

teration,  such  aircraft  shall,  prior  to 
carrying  passengers,  be  test  flown  by  a 
pilot  having  not  less  than  200  solo  hours 
and  holding  an  appropriate  rating  for 
the  aircraft  to  be  test  flown. 

§  01.33  Maintenance  of  certificated 
aircraft.  A  certificated  aircraft  shall  not 
be  operated  unless  maintained  in  condi¬ 
tion  for  safe  operations. 

§  01.34  Periodic  and  other  inspections 
of  certificated  aircraft. 

§  01.340  Periodic  inspection.  A  cer¬ 
tificated  aircraft  shall  not  be  operated 
unless,  within  the  100  hours  of  flight 
time  last  preceding  such  operation,  such 
aircraft  shall  have  been  given  a  periodic 
inspection.  Such  inspection  shall  be 
made  by  a  person  to  whom  there  has 
been  issued  a  currently  effective  and 
appropriate  mechanic  certificate,  and 
shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
Periodic  Aircraft  Inspection  Report  form 
prr-cribed  and  furnished  by  the  Author¬ 
ity:  Provided,  That  in  the  case  of  air¬ 
craft  operated  in  scheduled  air  transpor¬ 
tation  service,  such  inspection  shall  be 
made  in  accordance  with  a  form  accept¬ 
able  to  the  Authority.  The  results  of 
such  inspection  shall  be  entered  in  the 
aircraft  log-book  and  on  the  Periodic 
Aircraft  Inspection  Report  form  over 
the  signature  and  certificate  number  of 
the  person  making  the  same. 

§  01.341  Other  inspections.  In  all 
cases,  except  inspections  following  re¬ 
pairs  or  alterations  to  certificated  air¬ 
craft,  the  registered  owner  shall  be  re¬ 
sponsible  for  having  such  aircraft  given 
a  periodic  inspection,  by  a  person  to 
whom  there  has  been  issued  a  currently 
effective  and  appropriate  mechanic  cer¬ 
tificate,  within  a  reasonable  time  prior 
to  presentation  for  inspection  by  a  duly 
authorized  representative  of  the  Au¬ 
thority.  In  cases  of  inspections  follow¬ 
ing  repairs  or  alterations  of  aircraft, 
such  representative  may  require  such 
inspection  of  the  aircraft  as  hS  deems 
necessary,  by  a  person  to  whom  there 
has  been  issued  a  currently  effective  and 
appropriate  mechanic  certificate.  The 
results  of  such  inspections  shall  be  en¬ 
tered  in  the  aircraft  log-book  over  the 
signature  and  certificate  number  of  the 
person  making  the  same. 

§  01.35  Log-books.  The  registered 
owner  of  a  certificated  aircraft  shall  be 
responsible  for  the  maintenance  and, 
upon  request,  the  presentation  to  a  duly 
authorized  representative  for  the  Au¬ 
thority,  of  a  log-book  for  the  aircraft 
and  a  log-book  for  each  engine  installed 
therein.  Such  log-books  shall  be  cur¬ 
rent,  accurate,  legible,  and  permanent 
records.  The  aircraft  log-book  shall 
contain  a  complete  operating  history  of 
the  aircraft  which  shall  include,  but 
shall  not  be  limited  to,  flight  time  of  the 
aircraft,  reports  of  periodic  or  other  in¬ 
spections,  repairs,  and  alterations  of  the 
aircraft  structure  and  propellers.  Each 
engine  log-book  shall  contain  a  complete 
operating  history  of  the  aircraft  engine 
to  which  it  pertains,  which  shall  include, 
but  shall  not  be  limited  to,  the  running 
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time  of  the  engine,  both  on  the  ground  I 
and  in  the  air,  reports  of  periodic  or  | 
other  inspections,  repairs,  and  altera¬ 
tions  of  the  aircraft  engine. 

§  01.36  Notification  and  report  of  acci¬ 
dents.  Notification  and  report  of  acci¬ 
dents  involving  aircraft  shall  be  made  in

•The  Air  Safety  Board  regulations  on  this 
subject  are  as  follows: 

(1)  Notification.  When  death  or  serious 
injury  to  person  or  substantial  damage  to 
property  results  from  an  accident  involving 
aircraft,  the  airman  concerned  and  the  reg¬ 
istered  owner  or  operator  of  the  aircraft,  if 
physically  able,  shall  notify  the  Air  Safety 
Board  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  im¬ 
mediately,  either  in  person  or  by  telegraph 
or  telephone,  stating  the  registered  number 
of  the  aircraft  and  the  time,  place  and  nature 
of  the  accident:  Provided,  That  notification, 
for  the  attention  of  the  Air  Safety  Board,  to 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  or  any  of  its 
inspectors,  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  noti¬ 
fication  to  the  Air  Safety  Board  in  accordance 
with  this  paragraph.  If  notification  is  to  be 
given  direct  to  the  Air  Safety  Board,  such 
notification  may  be  made  to  either  the  prin¬ 
cipal  office  of  the  Air  Safety  Board  in  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  or  to  its  nearest  known  branch 
office  or  field  representative. 

(2)  Report.  All  accidents  involving  air¬ 
craft  which  cause  death  or  injury  to  person, 
or  damage  to  the  aircraft  or  other  property, 
shall  be  reported  without  delay  by,  or  on 
behalf  of.  the  airman  and  by,  or  on  behalr 
of,  the  registered  owner  or  operator  of  the 
aircraft  to  the  Air  Safety  Board  of  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Authority  at  its  nearest  office. 
Such  reports  shall  be  submitted  on  accident 
report  forms  provided  for  this  purpose  by  the 
Air  Safety  Board  and  shall  include  all  facts, 
conditions,  and  circumstances  relating  to  the 
accident  and  all  pertinent  information  for 
which  space  is  provided  on  the  report  form. 

Note:  See  §  60.32  for  identification  mark 
requirements  for  aircraft.

§  02.12  Duration.  A  type  certificate 
shall  be  of  indefinite  duration,  unless 
cancelled,  suspended,  or  revoked  by  the 
Authority.

A  type  certificate  is  transferable,  and 
the  benefits  of  such  certificate  may  be 
extended  by  licensing  arrangements. 

In  the  event  of  any  transfer  or  licensing 
arrangement,  the  person  making  the 
transfer  or  granting  the  license  shall 
immediately  notify  the  Authority  in 
writing.  Upon  the  termination  of  any 
licensing  arrangement,  the  person  hold¬ 
ing  the  license  shall  immediately  notify 
the  Authority  in  writing. 

§  02.2  Production  certificates. 

§  02.20  Application.  Application  for 
a  production  certificate  for  an  aircraft, 
aircraft  engine,  propeller,  or  for  any  ap¬ 
pliance  specified  in  the  Civil  Air  Regu¬ 
lations  as  eligible  for  such  certificate, 
shall  be  made  upon  the  applicable  form 
prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  Au¬ 
thority.

§  02.22  Production  Limitation  Record. 
The  benefits  of  a  production  certificate  j 
shall  be  available  only  with  respect  to 
the  type  certificate  or  certificates  set 
forth  in  the  currently  effective  Produc¬ 
tion  Limitation  Record,4  prescribed  and 
issued  by  the  Authority,  which  shall  be 
attached  to  the  production  certificate. 

§  02.23  Duration.  A  production  cer¬ 
tificate  shall  be  of  60  days’  duration  and, 
unless  the  holder  thereof  is  otherwise 
notified  by  *  the  Authority  within  such 
period,  shall  continue  in  effect  indefi¬ 
nitely  thereafter,  unless  cancelled,  sus¬ 
pended,  or  revoked  by  the  Authority.

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(b)  A  certificated  aircraft  which  has 
not  demonstrated  compliance  with  the 
airworthiness  requirements  specified  in 
the  Civil  Air  Regulations  but  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Authority,  is  in  condi¬ 
tion  for  safe  operation  for  particular  ac¬ 
tivities,  shall  display  the  Roman  capital 
letters  NR  followed  by  the  registration 
number. 

(c)  A  certificated  aircraft  which  has 
not  demonstrated  compliance  with  the 
airworthiness  requirements  specified  in 
the  Civil  Air  Regulations  but  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Authority,  is  in  condi¬ 
tion  for  safe  operation  for  experimental 
purposes  shall  display  the  Roman  capital 
letters  NX  followed  by  the  registration 
number. 

<d)  An  uncertificated  aircraft  shall 
display  the  registration  number  only. 

(e)  A  certificated  aircraft  manufac¬ 
tured  in  the  United  States  for  delivery  to 
a  foreign  purchaser  may  display  such 
marks  or  insignia  as  the  appropriate  for¬ 
eign  government  shall  designate.  Such 
aircraft  may  only  be  operated  for  the 
purpose  of  test  flights  and  demonstration 
for  a  limited  time  in  the  immediate  vi¬ 
cinity  of  the  manufacturer’s  airport  or 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  delivery  to  the 
foreign  purchaser. 

§  60.320  Location  for  display.  The 
identification  mark  on  conventional  air¬ 
craft  shall  be  displayed,  in  the  case  of  a 
biplane,  on  the  lower  surface  of  the  low¬ 
er  left  wing  and  on  the  upper  surface  of 
the  upper  right  wing  and,  in  the  case  of 
a  monoplane,  on  the  lower  surface  of  the 
left  wing  and  the  upper  surface  of  the 
right  wing:  Provided,  That  if  the  length 
of  the  lower  left  wing  of  a  biplane  is 
less  than  one-half  the  length  of  the  up¬ 
per  left  wing,  the  identification  mark 
shall  be  displayed  on  the  lower  surface 
of  the  upper  left  wing  as  far  to  the  left 
as  possible.  The  top  of  the  letters  and 
figures  shall  be  toward  the  leading  edge. 
The  height  shall  be  at  least  four-fifths 
of  the  mean  chord  but  need  not  exceed 
30  inches.  The  mark  shall  also  be  located 
on  both  sides  of  the  vertical  tail  surface 
of  all  conventional  airplanes,  of  a  size  as 
large  as  a  two -inch  margin  will  permit. 
On  gliders  the  letters  and  figures  shall  be 
displayed  in  the  same  manner  and  place 
prescribed  for  conventional  airplanes  ex¬ 
cept  the  minimum  height  shall  be  15 
inches.  On  aircraft  other  than  conven¬ 
tional  airplanes  or  gliders  the  identifica¬ 
tion  mark  shall  be  displayed  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Au¬ 
thority  upon  examination  of  a  three-view 
drawing  to  scale  of  the  aircraft. 

§  60.321  Lettering.  The  width  of  the 
letters  and  figures  (except  the  figure  1) 
shall  be  at  least  two -thirds  of  their 
height.  The  width  of  each  stroke  shall 
be  at  least  one-sixth  of  the  height  of  the 
letters  and  figures,  which  shall  be  of 
uniform  size.  The  space  between  such 
letters  and  figures  shall  be  not  less  than 
one-sixth  of  the  height.  Such  letters 
and  figures  shall  be  painted  on  the  air¬ 
craft  in  a  solid  color  and  on  a  clearly 
contrasting  background.  Such  identifi¬ 


cation  mark  shall  be  kept  clean  and 
clearly  visible.  No  other  design,  mark,  or 
symbol  which  might  modify  or  confuse 
the  assigned  mark  shall  be  placed  on  the 
aircraft  except  with  the  approval  of  a 
duly  authorized  inspector  of  the 
Authority.

Creating  a  New  Method  for  Certifica¬ 
tion  of  Air.  Carrier  Dispatchers 


At  a  session  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Authority  held  at  its  office  in  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.f  on  the  22nd  day  of  December, 
1939. 

Acting  pursuant  to  the  authority 
vested  in  it  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Act 
of  1938,  particularly  sections  205  (a) ,  601 
(a)  and  602  of  said  Act,  and  finding  that 
its  action  is  desirable  in  the  public  inter¬ 
est  and  is  necessary  to  carry  out  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  and  to  exercise  and  perform 
its  powers  and  duties  under  said  Act,  the 
Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  hereby 
amends  the  Civil  Air  Regulations  as 
follows: 

Effective  July  15,  1940,  Part  27,  as 
amended,  of  the  Civil  Air  Regulations  is 
stricken  and  the  following  new  Part  27 
is  inserted  in  lieu  thereof: 


§  27.1  Aircraft  dispatcher  certificate 
requirements.  To  be  eligible  for  an  air¬ 
craft  dispatcher  certificate,  an  applicant 
shall  comply  with  the  following  require¬ 
ments: 

§  27.10  Age.  Applicant  shall  be  at 
least  23  years  of  age. 

§  27.11  Character.  Applicant  shall  be 
of  good  moral  character. 

§  27.12  Citizenship.  Applicant  shall 
be — 

(a)  A  citizen  of  the  United  States,  or 

(b)  A  citizen  of  a  foreign  country 
which  grants  reciprocal  commercial  air¬ 
man  privileges  to  citizens  of  the  United 
States  on  equal  terms  and  conditions  with 
citizens  of  such  foreign  country,  or 

(c)  An  alien  who  has  filed  his  declara¬ 
tion  of  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States  and  notifies  the  Au¬ 
thority  of  the  serial  number  of  such  dec¬ 
laration  and  of  the  date  thereof  and  of 
the  court  in  which  it  is  filed:  Provided, 
That  the  certificate  is,  in  such  case,  sub¬ 
ject  to  revocation  by  the  Authority  if  the 
holder  does  not  from  time  to  time  keep 
the  Authority  advised  of  the  status  of 
the  proceedings  in  court  and  does  not 
diligently  and  successfully  prosecute  them 
and  become  admitted  as  a  citizen. 

§  27.13  Education.  Applicant  shall  be 
able  to  read,  write  and  understand  the 
English  language,  and  speak  the  same 
without  any  accent  or  impediment  of 
speech  that  would  interfere  with  two-way 
radio  conversation. 

§  27.14  Aeronautical  knowledge.  Ap¬ 
plicant  shall  be  familiar  with  and  shall 
accomplish  a  satisfactory  written  exam¬

(f)  Weather  conditions  adversely  af¬ 
fecting  aeronautical  activities,  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  under  which  they  occur,  how 
such  are  ascertained  and  located,  and 
principles  of  forecasting  such  conditions. 

(g)  The  influence  of  terrain  upon 
meteorological  conditions  and  develop¬ 
ments,  and  the  relation  thereof  to  air 
carrier  flight  operations. 

<h)  Elementary  principles  of  radio 
range  operation  and  radio  communica¬ 
tion,  including  weather  conditions  ad¬ 
versely  affecting  them  and  the  com¬ 
munication  procedures  and  practices 
used  between  airplanes  and  ground  sta¬ 
tions. 

(i)  Department  of  Agriculture  Weather 
Bureau  Circular  “N”,  Instructions  for 
Airway  Meteorological  Service,  and  all 
amendments  thereto. 

(j)  Air  navigation  facilities  in  use  on 
the  civil  airways,  including  rotating  bea¬ 
cons,  course  lights,  radio  ranges,  radio 
marker  beacons  and  intermediate  fields. 

(k)  Principles  of  aircraft  navigation, 
with  particular  respect  to  instrument 
operation  and  use  of  radio  range  and  di¬ 
rection-finding  equipment,  including  let¬ 
down  procedures. 

(l)  Use  and  limitations  of  sensitive 
type  altimeters,  particularly  with  respect 
to  barometric  settings. 

(m)  Airway  and  airport  traffic  con¬ 
trol  procedures. 

§  27.15  Aeronautical  experience.  Ap¬ 
plicant  shall — 

(a)  Have  served  for  two  years  of  the 
four  years  immediately  preceding  appli¬ 
cation  as  a  first  or  second  pilot  of  a 
certificated  air  carrier  and  have  served 
in  connection  with  the  dispatching  of 
air  carrier  aircraft  under  the  supervi¬ 
sion  of  a  certificated  aircraft  dispatcher 
in  regular  service  for  at  least  30  days 
within  the  six  months  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding  application,  or 

(b)  Have  served  in  connection  with 
the  dispatching  of  air  carrier  aircraft 
under  the  supervision  of  a  certificated 
aircraft  dispatcher  in  regular  service  for 
at  least  one  year  within  the  two  years

(d)  Prepare  and  use  charts  to  deter¬ 
mine  the  most  economical  fuel  consump¬ 
tion  settings  of  an  aircraft  at  given 
altitudes,  and

§  27.20  Application.  Application  for 
an  aircraft  dispatcher  certificate  shall  be 
made  upon  the  applicable  form  prescribed 
and  furnished  by  the  Authority. 

§  27.21  Display.  An  aircraft  dis¬ 
patcher  certificate  shall  be  kept  readily 
available  to  the  holder  thereof  at  all 
times  when  he  is  on  duty  in  connection 
with  the  dispatching  of  air  carrier  air¬

Civil  Air  Regulations  as  follows: 

Effective  July  15,  1940,  Part  60  of  the 
Civil  Air  Regulations  is  amended  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

1.  By  striking  §§  60.81,  60.82,  60.83, 
60.84,  60.85,  60.86,  60.87  and  60.88  and 
inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  following 
section: 

§  60.81  Certificate  of  waiver  required. 

No  air  meet  shall  be  held  or  conducted,  or 
authorized  to  be  held  or  conducted,  on  a 
civil  airway  or  elsewhere  within  the 
United  States  where  the  operation  ot 
navigation  of  aircraft  engaged  in  such  air 
meet  directly  affects,  or  may  endanger 
safety  in  interstate,  overseas  or  foreign 
air  commerce,  unless  a  certificate  of 
waiver  covering  the  activities  of  such 
meet  is  issued  by  the  Authority.1 

2.  By  striking  §§  60.901  (b),  60.91  and 
60.910  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the 
following  sections: 

§60.91  Certificate  of  waiver.  When, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Authority,  the  pub¬

§  6.5101  Instruction  and  training  pol¬ 
icy.  It  is  the  policy  to  provide  for  the

§  6.5102  Bureau  of  Navigation  charged 
with  the  instruction  and  training  of  the 
Naval  Reserve.  (1)  The  Bureau  of  Nav¬ 
igation  is  charged  with  the  instruction 
and  training  of  the  Naval  Reserve  and 
prescribes  the  details  of  instruction  and 
training  of  various  individuals  and  organ¬ 
izations  of  the  Naval  Reserve,  both  ashore 
and  afloat. 

(2)  The  cooperation  and  assistance  of 
the  various  bureaus  and  offices  of  the 
Navy  Department  will  be  sought  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  instruction  and  training 
of  those  individuals  and  organizations  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  in  which  such  bureaus 
and  offices  are  concerned. 

(3)  The  Commandants  of  the  several 
naval  districts,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation  and  other  co¬ 
operating  and  assisting  bureaus  and 
offices,  are  charged  with  the  instruction 
and  training  of  the  Naval  Reserve  under 
their  jurisdiction. 

(4)  Special  classes  of  instruction  com¬ 
posed  of  officers  and  men  may  be  organ¬ 
ized  by  the  Commandants  of  naval  dis¬ 
tricts  without  reference  to  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation. 

§  6.5103  Officers  of  the  Regular  Navy 
as  directors  and  instructors  of  the  Naval 
Reserve.  (1)  When  practicable  and  de¬ 
sirable,  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  will 
detail  officers  of  the  regular  Navy  as  di¬ 
rectors  of  the  Naval  Reserve  and  as 
Naval  Reserve  instructors.  These  of¬ 
ficers  will  be  responsible  directly  to  the 
District  Commandants  under  whom  they 
serve.

(a)  Correspondence  courses. 

(b)  Naval  War  College  correspondence 
courses. 

(c)  Reading  courses. 

(d)  Enlisted  training  courses. 

(e)  Naval  Reserve  lectures. 

(f)  Class  instruction  at  armories  and 
aviation  bases. 

(g)  Instruction  through  radio  com¬ 
munication. 

§  6.5202  Correspondence  courses.  (1) 
Correspondence  courses  in  various  pro¬ 
fessional  subjects  will  be  provided  for 
Naval  Reserve  officers  and  the  means  of 
conducting  such  courses  established  by 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  with  the  coop¬ 
eration  and  assistance  of  other  bureaus 
and  offices,  when  required. 

(2)  The  list  of  professional  subjects 
covered  in  these  correspondence  courses, 
together  with  the  agency  conducting 
each  course,  will  be  published  from  time 
to  time. 

(3)  Application  for  enrollment  in  any 
of  these  courses  should  be  made  to  the 
District  Commandant.  Enrollments  in 
courses  conducted  by  Naval  Reserve  edu¬ 
cational  centers  will  be  made  by  the  Dis¬ 
trict  Commandants.  Enrollments  in 
courses  conducted  by  other  agencies  will 
be  made  by  the  agency  conducting  the 
course. 

§  6.5203  Naval  War  College  corre¬ 
spondence  courses.  The  Naval  War  Col¬ 
lege  prepares  and  conducts  a  special 
course  in  strategy  and  tactics  for  officers 
of  the  Naval  Reserve.  Officers  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  are  authorized  to  enroll 
in  the  correspondence  course  in  inter 
national  law  conducted  by  the  Naval  War 
College. 


§  6.5204  Reading  courses.  (1)  Read¬ 
ing  courses  in  various  professional  sub¬ 
jects  will  be  provided  for  Naval  Reserve 
officers  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  with 
the  cooperation  and  assistance  of  other 
bureaus  and  offices,  where  required. 

(2)  The  list  of  professional  subjects 
covered  in  these  reading  courses  will  be 
published  from  time  to  time. 

(3)  Application  for  issuance  of  any 
of  these  courses  should  be  made  to  the 
District  Commandant,  who  will  forward 
the  application  together  with  recommen¬ 
dation  to  the  agency  issuing  such  course. 

§  6.5205  Training  courses  for  enlisted 
men  of  the  Naval  Reserve.  Bureau  of 
Navigation  training  courses  for  enlisted 
men  will  be  issued  for  the  use  of  the 
enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  as 
they  become  available.  These  training 
courses  are  distributed  to  the  various 
naval  districts  in  accordance  with  stand¬ 
ard  allowance  tables  established  from 
time  to  time. 

§  6.5206  Naval  Reserve  lectures. 
Lectures  are  prepared  by,  or  under  the 
supervision  of,  the  Bureau  of  Naviga¬ 
tion  for  delivery  to  officers  of  the  Naval 
Reserve.  These  lectures  should  be  de¬ 
livered  by  officers  of  the  Regular  Navy 
who  are  familiar  with  the  particular 
subject  of  the  lectures.  The  Bureau  of 
Navigation  issues  these  lectures  in  or¬ 
der  to  relieve  individual  officers  of  the 
work  entailed  in  preparing  a  lecture  on 
a  particular  subject.  It  must  be  recog¬ 
nized,  however,  that  the  formal  delivery 
of  such  a  lecture  alone,  especially  on  a 
technical  subject,  will  not  create  and 
hold  interest.  The  value  of  the  Bureau’s 
lecture  courses  will  depend  largely  on 
their  presentation  and  the  ability  of  the 
speaker  to  include  interesting  material 
from  his  own  experience. 

§  6.5207  Armory  classes.  Classes  of 
men  attached  to  divisions  and  squad¬ 
rons  should  be  formed  for  instruction 
in  their  ratings,  using  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  training  courses  as  the  basis 
for  this  instruction. 

§  6.5208  Instruction  through  radio 
communication.  For  purposes  of  in¬ 
struction  in  radio  and  general  communi¬ 
cation  duties  of  officers  and  men  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  who  will  be  assigned  these 
duties  on  mobilization,  radio  circuits 
may  be  set  up,  using  frequencies  desig¬ 
nated  for  the  Naval  Reserve  by  the 
Chief  of  Naval  Operations. 


Training  of  Naval  Reserve 

§  6.5301  Means  of  training  provided 
for  Naval  Reserve.  The  following  means 
of  training  are  provided  for  the  training 
of  the  Naval  Reserve: 

(a)  Regular  drills. 

.(b)  Annual  training  duty. 

(c)  Appropriate  duty. 

(d)  Equivalent  instruction  or  duty. 

(e)  Training  duty  with  pay. 

(f)  Training  duty  without  pay. 

(g)  Group  training  duty. 

§  6.5302  Regular  drills.  (1)  Reg^ar 
drills  will  consist  of  training  in  duties 
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pertaining  to  the  Navy,  as  designated 
from  time  to  time  by  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  in  separate  training  instruc¬ 
tions. 

(2)  Regular  drills  must  be — 

(a)  Prescribed  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  for  the  designated 
division,  squadron,  or  other  authorized 
organization. 

(b)  Performed  under  orders  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation. 

(c)  Designated  in  advance  for  each 
organization  as  a  whole  by  its  com¬ 
manding  officer. 

(d)  Of  not  less  than  ll/2  hours’  dura¬ 
tion. 

(e)  Attended  by  officers  and  men  in 
uniform. 

(f)  Conducted  on  days  other  than 
Sundays  or  legal  holidays. 

(3)  Divisions  and  other  authorized 
organizations,  except  aviation  organiza¬ 
tions,  will  not  conduct  more  than  one 
regular  drill  in  any  1  calendar  week. 

(4)  Aviation  squadrons  and  other 
aviation  organizations  will  conduct  not 
more  than  three  regular  drills  in  any  1 
day,  not  more  than  three  in  any  1  calen¬ 
dar  week,  nor  more  than  four  in  any  1 
month. 

§  6.5303  Annual  training  duty.  (1) 
Annual  training  duty  is  prescribed  for 
divisions,  squadrons,  and  other  author¬ 
ized  organizations  of  the  Naval  Reserve, 
during  which  time  additional  concen¬ 
trated  training  will  be  conducted  in 
duties  particularly  required  of  these  or¬ 
ganizations  on  mobilization.  The  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation  will  issue  instructions 
for  training  while  on  annual  training 
duty. 

(2)  Schedules  for  annual  training  duty 
will  be  as  described  in  §  6.5605. 

(3)  Divisions  and  other  authorized  or¬ 
ganizations  will  conduct  this  annual 
training  duty  in  vessels  or  shore  stations 
designated  for  this  purpose. 

§  6.5304  Appropriate  duty.  (1)  Ap¬ 
propriate  duties  shall  be  performed  in 
accordance  with  paragraph  (3)  hereof, 
and  may  consist  of  any  duties  other  than 
active  or  training  duty  with  or  without 
pay,  prescribed  by  the  Reservist’s  imme¬ 
diate  commanding  officer  as  appropriate 
to  the  rank  or  rating  of  the  Reservist 
concerned. 

(2)  Orders  assigning  d  Reservist  to 
appropriate  duty  shall  state  the  nature  of 
the  duty  to  be  performed.  Copies  will  be 
furnished  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  and 
the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts 
(Retainer  Pay  Section) . 

(3)  A  period  of  appropriate  duty  shall 
consist  of  aggregate  duty  of  not  less  than 
IV2  hours  per  calendar  week.  Such  duty 
may  be  performed  in  broken  increments. 
Duty  performed  in  1  calendar  week  may 
not  be  credited  in  a  subsequent  calendar 
week.. 

§  6.5305  Equivalent  instruction  or 
duty.  (i)  Equivalent  instruction  or 
duty  for  officers  and  men  attached  to 


divisions  and  other  surface  organizations 
will  be  interpreted  as  any  practical  or 
theoretical  instruction,  other  than  group 
training  duty,  designated  in  advance,  of 
not  less  than  iy2  hours’  duration,  con¬ 
ducted  on  a  day  other  than  one  on 
which  a  drill  has  been  prescribed,  and 
deemed  by  the  commanding  officer  to  be 
essential  for  their  training.  Not  more 
than  1  period  of  such  instruction  or  duty 
shall  be  performed,  under  the  provisions 
of  this  paragraph,  in  any  1  calendar 
week,  not  more  than  3  in  any  1  calendar 
month,  nor  more  than  16  in  any  1  fiscal 
year. 

(2)  A  period  of  equivalent  instruction 
or  duty  may  be  allowed  officers  and  men 
attached  to  squadrons  for  an  unbroken 
period  of  not  less  than  1 V2  hours’  prac¬ 
tical  or  theoretical  ground  instruction  or 
for  actual  flying  in  Navy  aircraft.  Such 
equivalent  instruction  or  duty  can  be 
performed  only  at  such  times  as  may  be 
acceptable  to  the  commanding  officer  of 
the  aviation  base  or  station;  it  cannot 
be  performed  on  a  date  on  which  a  drill 
is  held  for  the  organization  to  which  the 
individual  is  assigned;  it  need  not  be 
designated  in  advance;  and  it  may  be 
instruction  or  duty  for  either  a  squadron, 
a  group  of  individuals,  or  an  individual.  ] 
Officers  and  men  performing  equivalent 
instruction  or  duty  under  authority  of 
this  paragraph  will  obtain  certificates 
from  the  commanding  officer  of  the  sta¬ 
tion  for  presentation  to  their  organiza¬ 
tion  commanders  as  evidence  of  the  in¬ 
struction  received  or  duty  performed. 
Not  more  than  1  period  of  equivalent  in¬ 
struction  or  duty  shall  be  performed  un¬ 
der  the  provisions  of  this  paragraph  in 
any  1  calendar  week;  not  more  than  3  in 
any  1  month;  nor  more  than  16  in  any 
1  fiscal  year. 

(3)  Equivalent  instruction  or  duty 
performed  under  the  provisions  of  para¬ 
graphs  (1)  and  (2)  hereof,  will  not  be 
credited  to  the  organization  for  purposes 
of  competitive  standing. 

§  6.5306  Training  duty  with,  pay. 
(1)  Officers  and  men  of  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  may  be  permitted,  on  their  own 
application,  to  perform  training  duty 
with  pay  and  allowances  in  accordance 
with  the  succeeding  paragraphs  hereof 
i  and  §§  6.1701  and  6.1702. 

(2)  Quotas  for  training  duty  with  pay 
for  the  various  classes  of  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  shall  be  as  prescribed  by  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation,  in  accordance  with 
§  6.1406.  Under  these  quotas  no  indi¬ 
vidual  or  organization  shall  be  given  in 
excess  of  14  days’  training  duty  with  pay, 
exclusive  of  travel  time,  annually,  with¬ 
out  authority  of  the  Bureau  of  Naviga- 1 
tion. 

(3)  Officers  and  men  assigned^  to 
training  duty  with  pay,  of  any  charac¬ 
ter,  including  duty  on  District  or  De¬ 
partmental  Naval  Reserve  Policy  Boards, 
and  duty  in  connection  with  selective 
service  conferences,  unless  otherwise 
specified,  shall  be  charged  against  these 
quotas.  Special  duty  of  this  character 


assigned  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
shall  be  in  lieu  of  the  annual  training 
duty  prescribed  for  the  organizations  to 
which  they  are  attached. 

(4)  In  event  less  than  the  quota  of 
any  class  apply  for  training  duty,  the 
quotas  for  other  clasSfes  may  be  exceeded 
by  an  equal  number,  provided  the  total 
number  of  officers  or  men  of  all  classes 
given  training  duty  with  pay  does  not 
exceed  85  percent  of  the  total  quotas 
of  all  classes  combined.  Officers  and 
men  are  interchangeable  in  the  ratio  of 
three  men  for  one  officer.  Quotas  are 
not  interchangeable  between  the  surface 
and  aviation  branches. 

(5)  In  the  discretion  of  the  district 
commandants,  a  part  of  the  officer  train¬ 
ing  quota  may  be  utilized  by  placing 
Naval  Reserve  medical  officers  on  2  weeks 
or  less  of  training  duty  with  pay  at  sev¬ 
eral  conveniently  located  centers  in  each 
naval  district,  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
ducting  the  necessary  physical  exami¬ 
nations  of  reservists  residing  in  the  vi¬ 
cinity.  The  medical  officers  so  detailed 
may  be  permitted  to  remain  in  their 
own  home  communities  and  permitted  to 
carry  on  their  private  practice  during 

|  this  period  of  training  duty,  so  long  as 
it  does  not  interfere  with  the  conduct  of 
these  physical  examinations.  This  should 
assure  sufficient  remuneration  for  them 
to  conduct  additional  physical  examina¬ 
tions  gratuitously  throughout  the  year. 
Also,  at  less  convenient  and  far-removed 
locations,  Naval  Reserve  medical  officers 
may  be  placed  on  short  periods  of  train¬ 
ing  duty  for  a  few  days  only,  under  these 
same  conditions. 

(6)  Where  no  flight  pay  is  involved, 
orders  to  officers  for  training  duty  with 
pay  and  allowances,  including  mileage, 
may  be  issued  by  Commandants  of  naval 

I  districts  within  the  quotas  prescribed  by 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation.  Orders  to 
training  duty  involving  the  flight  pay  will 
be  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation. 

(7)  Upon  completion  of  training  duty 
with  pay,  a  copy  of  the  orders,  with  all 
endorsements,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation,  and  to  the  Bureau 
of  Supplies  and  Accounts  (Retainer  Pay 
Section),  under  provisions  of  §§  6.1701 

(4)  and  6.1702  (4). 

(8)  Orders  to  enlisted  men  for  train¬ 
ing  duty  with  pay.  within,  prescribed 
quotas,  may  be  issued  by  Commandants 
of  naval  districts.  Flight  orders  and  rev¬ 
ocations  thereof,  however,  will  be  issued 
by  the  commanding  officer  under  whom 
serving  and  a  copy  forwarded  to  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation. 

(9)  Officers  and  men  performing 
training  duty  with  pay  shall  be  examined 
physically  and  found  qualified  therefor 
prior  to  commencement,  and  shall  again 
be  examined  physically  upon  completion 
thereof,  and  entries  made  in  health  rec¬ 
ords,  in  accordance  with  §§  6.1601  (2)  (b) 
and  6.1604.  In  addition,  officers  and  men 
shall  have  been  vaccinated  and  given 
antityphoid  prophylaxis  and  entries  to 
that  effect  made  in  their  health  records 
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prior  to  commencement  of  such  duty,  in 
accordance  with  provisions  of  §  6.2509. 

(10)  Fitness  reports  shall  be  submitted 
upon  all  officers  performing  training  duty 
with  pay,  afloat  or  ashore,  on  Forms  N. 
Nav.  260  or  261.  Marks  should  be  as¬ 
signed  only  for  proficiency  in  grade  and 
class.  An  officer  of  class  I-V  (S),  C-V 
(S)  or  E-O,  for  example,  should  not  be 
marked  on  his  ability  to  stand  a  deck- 
watch,  but  if  able  to  do  so  satisfactorily 
notation  should  be  made.  If  the  duties 
assigned  include  a  deck-watch  or  an 
engine-watch,  this  fact,  together  with 
marks  thereon,  should  be  noted  in  the 
appropriate  places.  Comments  regarding 
physical  condition  or  age  or  recommen¬ 
dations  as  to  retention  in  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  or  as  to  promotion  are  not  required, 
except  as  they  may  be  incident  to  re¬ 
marks  on  performance  of  duty.  If  dis¬ 
charge  for  inefficiency  or  other  good  and 
sufficient  reason  should  be  considered 
desirable,  this  should  be  made  the  subject 
of  a  separate  letter. 

(11)  Funds  provided  for  pay  of  Re¬ 
serve  personnel  called  to  training  duty 
are  intended  for  training  such  personnel 
in  their  mobilization  duties.  In  general 
if  requests  for  training  duty  with  pay  are 
not  in  accordance  with  the  type  of  ex¬ 
perience  associated  with  the  mobilization 
duty,  they  should  not  be  approved.  For 
example,  personnel  who  will  be  limited 
to  duty  on  shore  during  war  ordinarily 
should  not  be  paid  for  duty  afloat. 


(2)  In  cases  where  time  does  not  per¬ 
mit  securing  the  approval  of  the  Com¬ 
mandant  concerned,  requests  may  be 
made  to  the  senior  officer  present  of  any 
naval  force  who  is  authorized  to  approve 
such  requests  if  available  accommoda¬ 
tions  and  other  circumstances  warrant 
such  action,  informing  the  Commandant 
concerned. 

(3)  Commandants  of  naval  districts 
and  the  Commandant,  Navy  Yard,  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  are  authorized  to  issue  au¬ 
thority  to  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  to  perform  repeated 
periods  of  training  or  other  duty,  without 
pay,  any  one  period  not  to  exceed  1  week 
in  duration,  at  the  activities  or  on  board 
vessels  within  their  jurisdiction.  Such 
authority  may  cover  a  period  not  in  ex¬ 
cess  of  1  year,  but  may  be  renewed  from 
year  to  year  by  the.  Commandant.  Offi¬ 
cers  of  classes  A-O  and  A-V  (G)  or  of 
other  classes  who  hold  effective  letters  of 
authority  to  solo  naval  aircraft,  may  be 
authorized  to  make  flights  under  au¬ 
thority  for  repeated  periods  of  duty,  in 
the  same  manner  as  they  are  authorized 
to  perform  flights  while  in  an  inactive 
duty  status.  Such  flights  shall  constitute 
authorized  training  duty.  Physical  ex¬ 
aminations  will  not  be  required  prior 
to  each  period  of  authorized  training 
duty  without  pay,  performed  under 
authority  prescribed  herein,  nor  upon 
the  completion  thereof,  except  in  case 
of  injury,  sickness,  or  disease,  provided 


in  their  health  records  prior  to  com¬ 
mencement  of  such  duty,  in  accordance 
with  provisions  of  the  Manual  of  the 
Medical  Department,  United  States 
Navy. 

(5)  Fitness  reports  shall  be  submitted 
upon  all  officers  performing  training  duty 
without  pay,  afloat  or  ashore,  as  required 
by  §§  6.1810  and  6.5306  (10). 

(6)  An  entry  shall  be  made  in  fitness 
reports  and  enlisted  records  to  indicate 
that  duty  performed  was  without  pay. 
If  records  of  enlisted  men  are  not  avail¬ 
able  on  board  ships  in  which  training 
duty  without  pay  is  performed,  the  Com¬ 
mandant  concerned  will  be  furnished  the 
necessary  information  for  entry  in  such 
records,  as  required  herein. 

§  6.5308  Group  training  duty.  (1)  in 
accordance  with  §  6.1703,  Group  Training 
Duty  may  be  authorized  for  officers  and 
men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  who  perform 
short  periods  of  training  duty  in  vessels  or 
at  shore  stations,  when  training  duty  of 
this  nature  is  conducted  by  groups  of 
officers  and  men. 

(2)  Written  orders  thereto  as  training 
duty  without  pay  will  be  issued  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  §  6.1703. 

(3)  Records  will  be  maintained  by  the 
Commandants  and  appropriate  entries 
will  be  made  on  the  fitness  reports  and 
in  the  service  records. 

(4)  Physical  examinations  will  not  be 
required  for  reservists  participating  in 
group  training  duty. 


While  there  are  some  classes  for  duty  the  officers  authorized  to  perform  flights 


on  shore  whose  mobilization  efficiency 
may  be  increased  by  association  with 
forces  afloat,  the  limited  funds  for  peace¬ 
time  training  do  not  warrant  their  use 
for  this  purpose.  Encouragement  of 
these  classes  to  associate  with  forces 
afloat  while  in  port  or  at  sea  is  desirable 
but  only  on  a  voluntary  basis. 

(12)  Requests  for  training  duty  with 
pay,  to  be  performed  outside  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  District  Commandant  to 
whom  the  request  is  made,  before  favor¬ 
able  action  thereon,  shall  be  referred  to 
the  commanding  officer  under  whom  the 
duty  is  requested  . 

§  6.5307  Training  duty  without  pay. 


shall  have  passed  a  satisfactory  flight 
physical  examination  within  6  months 
immediately  preceding  any  period  of 
duty.  In  case  injury,  sickness,  or  dis¬ 
ease  is  incurred  by  any  member  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  performing  such  duty, 
appropriate  entries  shall  be  made  and 
required  reports  submitted.  A  sepa¬ 
rate  fitness  report  need  not  be  submitted 
for  officers  for  each  repeated  period  of 
training  or  other  duty,’  but  a  fitness  re¬ 
port  submitted  at  the  end  of  the  period 
covered  by  the  authorization  will  be  con 
sidered  as  part  of  the  officer's  official 
record.  The  authorization  to  perform 
the  duty  shall  be  retained  at  the  activity 


serve  who  desire  to  perform  training 
duty  without  pay  or  allowances  and 
without  expense  to  the  Government  for 
travel  to  and  from  such  duty,  may  apply 
to  the  Commandant  of  their  naval  dis¬ 
trict.  In  accordance  with  §§  6.1701  and 
§§  6.1702,  Commandants  are  authorized 
to  approve  such  request  when  the  duty  is 
to  be  performed  at  activities  or  on  board 
vessels  within  their  jurisdiction.

return.  The  necessary  orders  will  be  is¬ 
sued  by  the  Commandant  of  the  district 
to  which  the  reservist  making  the  re¬ 
quest  is  attached. 


(1)  Officers  and  men  of  the  Naval  Re-  |  or  on  board  the  vessel  where  the  duty  is 

performed,  until  it  expires  or  is  canceled. 
At  the  expiration  of  each  period,  it  shall 
be  signed  by  the  commanding  officer,  as 
to  date  and  time  of  reporting  and  de 
tachment,  and  by  the  reservist  perform¬ 
ing  the  duty,  as  to  disease  or  injury  while 
in  a  duty  status.

Naval  Reserve  Educational  Centers — En¬ 
rollment  in  Correspondence  Courses — 
Instructional  Courses 

§  6.5401  Naval  Reserve  educational 
centers.  (1)  Naval  Reserve  educational 
centers  are  established  as  required,  in 
various  naval  districts,  to  assist  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation  in  the  preparation  of 
correspondence  courses  and  to  assist  in 
the  conduct  of  these  courses. 

(2)  These  educational  centers  are 
established  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
and  are  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
the  Commandant  of  the  naval  district  in 
which  they  are  located. 

(3)  Officers  of  the  Regular  Navy  are 
detailed  to  duty  as  officers  in  charge  of 
these  educational  centers  by  the  Bureau 
of  Navigation,  but  additional  officers  may 
be  detailed  by  the  Commandant  to  this 
additional  duty  as  may  be  required. 

§  6.5402  Locations  of  Naval  Reserve 
educational  centers  and  enrollment  of 
Naval  Reserve  officers  in  correspondence 
courses.  Naval  Reserve  educational  cen¬ 
ters  are  established  in  the  following  dis¬ 
tricts.  Each  center  is  responsible  for 
the  enrollments  as  indicated: 

(a)  Third  Naval  District . — For  enroll¬ 
ments  from  the  First,  Third,  Fourth,  and 
Fifth  Naval  Districts,  and  the  District  of 
Columbia. 

(b)  Eighth  Naval  District. — For  en¬ 
rollments  from  the  Sixth,  Seventh, 
Eighth,  and  Fifteenth  Naval  Districts. 

(c)  Ninth  Naval  District. — For  enroll¬ 
ments  from  the  Ninth  Naval  District. 
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(d)  Twelfth  Naval  District. — For  en¬ 
rollments  from  the  Eleventh,  Twelfth, 
Thirteenth,  Fourteenth,  and  Sixteenth 
Naval  Districts. 

§  6.5403  Applicants  eligible  for  enroll¬ 
ment  and  method  of  enrollment. 

(1)  All  Naval  Reserve  officers  except 
class  A-V  (N) ,  and  all  cadets  except  avia¬ 
tion  cadets  may  be  enrolled.  Enlisted 
men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  who  have  been 
recommended  by  their  commanding  offi¬ 
cers  as  prospective  officer  material  may 
also  be  enrolled  under  the  same  condi¬ 
tions  as  officers. 

(2)  Applicants  shall  normally  not  be 
enrolled  in  more  than  one  course  con¬ 
currently. 

(3)  Applicants  who  reside  in  foreign 
countries,  except  at  embassies  or  lega¬ 
tions,  shall  not  be  enrolled  or  permitted 
to  carry  on  courses  while  so  residing. 

(4)  All  other  applicants  shall  make 
requests  for  courses  to  their  district 
commandants. 

(5)  Commandants  will  enroll  appli¬ 
cants  without  reference  to  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation. 

(6)  For  purposes  of  record,  one  copy 
of  each  enrollment  letter  shall  be  fur¬ 
nished  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation. 

(7)  One  copy  of  each  enrollment  let¬ 
ter  shall  be  sent  to  the  educational  cen¬ 
ter  concerned,  upon  receipt  of  which  the 
officer  in  charge  shall  furnish  the  en- 
rollee  with  a  list  of  books  required,  the 
instruction  sheets  and  question  sets, 
and  proceed  with  the  conduct  of  the 
course. 

(8)  When  a  student  completes  a 
course,  his  record  card  shall  be  sent  to 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  with  a  letter 
of  transmittal  in  which  is  shown  the 
student’s  rank,  class,  address,  the  naval 
district  in  which  his  records  are  kept, 
and  a  statement  as  to  whether  the 
course  was  satisfactorily  completed, 
with  the  average  mark  received  to  two 
decimal  places. 

§  6.5404  Enrollment  in  Naval  War 
College  correspondence  courses.  (1) 
Applicants  for  enrollment  in  Na¬ 
val  War  College  correspondence  courses 
will  make  application  to  their  district 
commandant,  who  shall  forward  the  ap¬ 
plication  to  the  Naval  War  College  for 
enrollment.  r 

(2)  At  the  end  of  each  month,  the 
Naval  War  College  shall  inform  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation  of  the  names  of  all 
Reserve  officers  who  have  been  enrolled, 
who  have  been  disenr oiled,  and  who 
have  completed  a  correspondence  course 
during  the  month. 

§  6.5405  Instructional  courses  con¬ 
ducted  by  bureaus  and  offices.  (1)  Offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  are  expected 
to  complete  the  instructional  course  of 
the  bureau  or  office  prepared  for  their 
Particular  qualifications  as  indicated  in 
§  6.5202. 

<2)  Application  for  these  instructional 
courses  will  be  made  to  the  Comman¬ 
dants  of  the  naval  districts.  Comman¬ 
dants  shall  issue  these  courses  except 


where  the  course  requested  is  conducted 
by  the  bureau  or  office  concerned,  in 
which  case  they  shall  forward  applica¬ 
tions  to  the  appropriate  bureau  or  office. 

(3)  Officers  on  duty  in  the  naval  dis¬ 
tricts  may  be  assigned  additional  duty 
by  the  Commandants  to  assist  Naval 
Reserve  officers  in  these  instructional 
courses. 

(4)  Commandants  shall  require  of¬ 
ficers  to  report  completion  of  instruc¬ 
tional  courses  issued  by  them,  and  shall 
maintain  a  record  of  such  completions, 
reporting  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
I  monthly  the  names  of  officers  having 

completed  such  courses  during  the 
month. 

(5)  Bureaus  and  offices  conducting  in¬ 
structional  courses  shall  report  to  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  monthly  the 
names  of  officers  enrolled  or  disenrolled 
and  of  those  having  completed  courses 
during  the  month. 

Commanding  Officers  of  Stations  and 
Vessels  to  Which  Naval  Reservists  Re¬ 
port  for  Training  Duty — Naval  Reserve 
Instructors 

§  6.5501  Commanding  officers  of  sta¬ 
tions  and  vessels  to  which  Naval  Re¬ 
servists  report  for  training  duty.  (1) 
Commandants  will,  when  ordering  indi¬ 
vidual  naval  reservists  to  training  duty, 
with  or  without  pay,  to  stations  or  ves¬ 
sels,  indicate  the  type  of  training  it  is 
desired  the  reservist  will  be  given  during 
the  training  period. 

(2)  The  type  of  training  to  be  con¬ 
ducted  will  be  such  as  to  qualify  the 
officer  or  man  for  his  particular  mobili¬ 
zation  assignment. 

(3)  Commanding  officers  of  stations 
and  vessels  will  provide  for  the  particu¬ 
lar  training  indicated  by  assigning  of¬ 
ficers  attached  to  the  station  or  vessel 
additional  duty  to  assist  in  the  required 
training. 

§  6.5502  Naval  Reserve  instructors. 
(1)  Depending  upon  current  availability, 
a  limited  number  of  officers  of  the  Reg¬ 
ular  Navy  will  be  issued  orders  by  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  to  report  to  Com¬ 
mandants  for  duty  as  instructors  of 
naval  reservists  in  localities  where  their 
services  are  most  needed  or  can  best 
be  utilized  in  the  training  and  instruc¬ 
tion  of  divisions,  squadrons,  or  other 
authorized  units  of  the  Naval  Reserve. 
To  further  provide  instructors  of  the 
Regular  Navy,  Commandants  shall  rec¬ 
ommend  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
the  issue  of  additional  duty  orders  as 
instructors  of  naval  reservists  for  officers 
most  available  and  best  suited  for  such 
duty.  In  making  these  recommenda¬ 
tions,  Commandants  shall  endeavor  to 
limit  travel  required  of  instructors  as 
much  as  practicable,  and  shall  give  due 
consideration  to  the  effect  upon  para¬ 
mount  duties  of  officers  concerned. 

(2)  It  is  desirable,  where  travel  is  not 
involved,  to  use  the  regular  petty  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  recruiting  services  and 
shipkeepers  who  are  sufficiently  trained 


to  assist  in  the  Instruction,  and  Com¬ 
mandants  shall  make  such  arrange¬ 
ments  as  may  be  possible  to  that  end. 

(3)  At  localities  distant  from  district 
headquarters,  it  is  particularly  desirable 
to  take  advantage  of  regular  officers  per¬ 
forming  duty  thereat  for  liaison  and 
training  aids,  where  travel  is  not  in-  . 
volved.  Commandants  should  initiate 
action  leading  to  the  use  of  such  of¬ 
ficers  whenever  they-  services  from  their 
regular  duties  permit. 

§  6.5503  Naval  Reserve  instructors' 
attendance  at  regular  drills.  (1)  Of¬ 
ficers  or  petty  officers  who  are  iissigned 
to  instruct  Naval  Reserve  divisions, 
squadrons,  and  other  authorized  or¬ 
ganizations,  in  their  immediate  vicinity, 
shall  attend  each  regular  drill  insofar  as 
practicable.  Officers  assigned  to  in¬ 
struct  organizations  not  in  their  im¬ 
mediate  vicinity  will  be  issued  travel 
orders  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  for 
the  purpose  of  attending  regular  drills 
of  such  organizations  in  accordance 
with  instructions  issued  annually.  The 
number  of  drills  attended  in  the  case 
of  these  latter  officers  is  dependent  upon 
funds  available  for  travel.  Such  funds 
will  generally,  however,  provide  for  at¬ 
tendance  of  at  least  two  drills  per 
month  from  September  through  May. 

12)  In  attending  regular  drills,  in¬ 
structors  shall  wear  appropriate  uni¬ 
forms. 

§  6.5504  Duties  of  Naml  Reserve  in¬ 
structors.  (1)  The  duties  of  instructors 
of  naval  reservists  are  essentially  ad¬ 
visory.  Reserve  officers  in  command  of 
units  are  responsible  for  the  efficiency 
of  their  commands,  and  instructors  shall 
in  no  way  usurp  the  functions  of  these 
officers.  Reserve  commanding  officers 
shall,  however,  lose  no  opportunity  to 
utilize  to  the  fullest  extent  the  experi¬ 
ence  and  practical  and  theoretical 
knowledge  of  the  instructors. 

(2)  Advice  of  the  instructor  on  all 
matters  pertaining  to  training  and  in¬ 
struction  should  be  freely  sought  and 
freely  given.  Instructors  shall  prepare 
and  deliver  such  lectures,  conduct  such 
classes,  and  assist  in  the  planning  and 
execution  of  instructions  for  the  benefit 
of  both  officers  and  men,  as  command¬ 
ing  officers  may  require  in  carrying  out 
the  training  instructions.  Instructors 
shall  further  assist  commanding  officers 
in  obtaining  necessary  instructional 
books  and  material. 

§  6.5505  Travel  orders  for  instructors 
of  the  Naval  Reserve.  (1)  Instructors 
will  submit  requests  to  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  for  orders  to  visit  and  in¬ 
struct  assigned  organizations,  as  many 
trips  as  practicable  being  made  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  one  request.  Requests  need  not 
specify  exact  dates  on  which  travel  is 
to  be  performed.  Request  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  sufficiently  in  advance  of  the  pro¬ 
posed  travel  to  allow  orders  to  be  issued. 

(2)  In  the  event  that  any  travel  for 
which  orders  have  been  issued  is  not 
performed,  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
should  be  advised  accordingly  forthwith, 
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to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  for  action. 
All  excuses  for  the  members  of  any  or¬ 
ganization  shall  be  forwarded  at  the  same 
time  by  the  organization  commander, 
with  recommendations. 

(3)  Officers  and  men  of  the  Organized 
Reserve  are  required  to  perform  annual 
training  duty.  In  order  to  receive  pay 
for  this  duty,  except  in  the  cases  of  offl- 
|  cers  of  command  rank,  staff  officers,  offi¬ 
cers  and  men  attached  to  battalion  head¬ 
quarters  and  those  ordered  to  perform 
duty  otherwise,  it  must  be  performed  with 
the  organization  to  which  attached. 

(4)  Aviation  squadrons  shall  perform 
their  annual  training  duty  as  a  unit  or 
as  nearly  a  complete  unit  as  possible. 
Training  duty  for  those  officers  who,  for 
good  reason,  are  unable  to  perform  their 
training  with  their  squadrons,  may  be 
arranged  for  groups  of  not  less  than 
three  officers  whose  qualifications  and 
experience  are  such  that  they  may  jointly 
carry  out  the  parts  of  the  annual  sylla¬ 
bus  for  Naval  Reserve  aviation  training 
prescribed  by  the  Bureau.  Naval  aviators 
on  extended  active  duty  at  the  various 
Naval  Reserve  aviation  activities  may  be 
utilized,  when  necessary,  to  complete 
such  groups.  In  such  cases,  the  Com¬ 
mandants,  in  forwarding  endorsements, 
will  state  that  one  or  two  regularly 
assigned  officers,  as  the  case  may  be,  will 

i  be  available  to  carry  out  these  require¬ 
ments. 

|  §  6.5607  Record  of  regular  drills.  The

§  6.5605  Schedules  of  regular  drills 
and  annual  training  to  be  published  in 
advance.  (1)  Division  and  squadron 
commanders  will  publish  in  advance  the 
days  and  hours  for  regular  drills,  fur¬ 
nishing  copies  of  these  schedules  to  the 
Commandant  of  the  district,  and  to  the 
Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts  (Re¬ 
tainer  Pay  Section) ,  at  the  time  of  sub¬ 
mission  of  drill  pay  voucher. 

(2)  The  Bureau  of  Navigation  will  is¬ 
sue  schedules  in  advance  for  the  dates 
and  itineraries  for  annual  training 
cruises  for  divisions  of  the  Organized 
Reserve.

(1)  Officers  and  men  of 
the  Merchant  Marine  Reserve  are  in¬ 
structed  and  trained  as  individuals  in  the 
specific  duties  of  their  particular  rank, 
rating,  and  classification. 

(2)  The  Bureau  of  Navigation  corre¬ 
spondence  courses  and  the  Naval  War 
College  correspondence  courses  are  avail¬ 
able  to  the  officers  for  the  required  in¬ 
struction. 

§  6.5702  Officers  and  men  of  the 
Merchant  Marine  Reserve  may  be  au¬ 
thorized  to  perform  training  duty.  (D 
Officers  and  men  of  the  Merchant  Marine 
Reserve  may  be  authorized,  on  their  own 
Reserve — Annual  |  dant,  with  appropriate  recommendation,  request,  to  perform  training  duty  with  or 
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without  pay  In  accordance  with  §§  6.5306 
and  6.5307. 

(2)  The  number  of  officers  and  men 
who  may  be  ordered  to  training  duty 
with  pay  will  be  in  accordance  with 
training  quotas  prescribed  by  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation,  which  quotas  will 
depend  on  the  availability  of  funds  for 
this  specific  purpose. 

§  6.5703  Units  of  Merchant  Marine 
officers  and  men  authorized  to  perform 
regular  drills  and  annual  training  duty. 

(1)  The  Bureau  of  Navigation  may  au¬ 
thorize  the  formation  of  units  of  officers 
and  men  of  the  Merchant  Marine  Re¬ 
serve  to  perform  regular  drills  and  an¬ 
nual  training  duty. 

(2)  The  number  of  units  and  their 
composition  will  be  specified  by  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation  and  will  depend  on 
the  availability  of  funds  for  this  specific 
purpose. 

§  6.5704  Training  of  Merchant  Ma¬ 
rine  Reserve  units.  Authorized  units  of 
the  Merchant  Marine  Reserve  will  be 
trained  in  accordance  with  instructions 
issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation. 

Instruction  and  Training  of  the  Volun¬ 
teer  Reserve 

§  6.5801  Officers  and  men  of  the  Vol¬ 
unteer  Reserve  instructed  and  trained  as 
individuals.  (1)  Officers  and  men  of 
the  Volunteer  Reserve  are  instructed  and 
trained  as  individuals  in  the  specific 
duties  of  their  particular  rank,  rating, 
and  classification,  and  in  accordance 
with  their  mobilization  assignment. 

(2)  The  Bureau  of  Navigation  corre¬ 
spondence  courses,  Naval  War  College 
correspondence  courses,  and  instruc¬ 
tional  course  for  their  particular  classi¬ 
fication  are  available  to  the  officers  for 
the  required  instruction.  Bureau  of 
Navigation  training  courses  are  available 
to  the  enlisted  men  in  accordance  with ' 
allowance  lists  issued  by  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation. 

(3)  Members  of  the  Volunteer  Reserve 
are  encouraged  to  perform  training 
duties  as  prescribed  by  the  Commandants 
or  by  Bureaus  and  offices  to  familiarize 
themselves  with  their  mobilization  duties. 

§  6.5802  Officers  and  men  of  the  Vol¬ 
unteer  Reserve  may  be  authorized  to 
perform  training  duty.  (1)  Officers  and 
men  of  the  Volunteer  Reserve  may  be 
authorized,  on  their  own  request,  to  per¬ 
form  training  duty  with  or  without  pay 
in  accordance  with  §§  6.5306  and  6.5307, 
but  this  training  duty  must  be  such  as 
to  provide  additional  training  necessary 
to  qualify  the  individual  in  his  specific 
mobilization  assignment. 

12)  The  number  of  officers  and  men  I 
who  may  be  ordered  to  perform  training 
duty  with  pay  will  be  in  accordance  with 
training  quotas  prescribed  by  the  Bureau 
of  Navigation,  which  quotas  will  depend 
on  the  availability  of  funds  for  this  spe¬ 
cific  purpose. 

§  6.5803  Organizations  of  Volunteer 
Reserve  officers  and  men  authorized  to 
Perform  regular  drills  and  annual  train- 
inQ  duty,  (l)  The  Bureau  of  Navigation 


may  authorize  the  formation  of  organi¬ 
zations  of  officers  and  men  of  the  Volun¬ 
teer  Reserve  to  perform  regular  drills  and 
annual  training  duty. 

(2)  The  number  of  organizations  and 
their  composition  will  be  specified  by 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation  and  will  depend 
on  the  availability  of  funds  for  this 
specific  purpose. 

§  6.5804  Training  of  Volunteer  Re¬ 
serve  organizations.  (1)  Authorized  or¬ 
ganizations  of  the  Volunteer  Reserve  will 
be  trained  in  accordance  with  instruc¬ 
tions  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Naviga¬ 
tion. 

(2)  The  needs  of  a  district  for  officers 
to  carry  on  the  peacetime  administration 
and  training  of  Special  Service  classes 
will  be  given  due  consideration  by  the  I 
Bureau  of  Navigation.  Should  such  needs 
exceed  the  district’s  own  mobilization 
needs,  this  fact  will  be  duly  considered 
by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  in  deter¬ 
mining  the  district’s  procurement  quota. 

§  6.5805  Officers  and  men  and  organi¬ 
zations  of  the  Volunteer  Reserve  author¬ 
ized  to  train  with  divisions  and  squadrons 
of  the  Organized  Reserve.  (1)  The 
Commandants  of  the  naval  districts  are 
authorized  to  permit  officers  and  men 
and  organizations  of  the  Volunteer  Re¬ 
serve  to  train  with  divisions  and  squad¬ 
rons  of  the  Organized  Reserve. 

(2)  Unless  permission  to  attend  drills 
in  accordance  with  paragraph  (1)  hereof 
is  in  the  form  of  a  written  authorization, 
such  performance  of  drills  will  not  en¬ 
title  officers  to  reimbursement  for  uni¬ 
forms  or  to  other  compensation.  Writ¬ 
ten  authorization  shall  not  be  issued  to 
officers  to  perform  such  drills,  without 
the  prior  submission  of  each  such  au¬ 
thorization  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
for  approval. 

(3)  The  numbers  of  officers  and  men, 
and  organizations  of  the  Volunteer  Re¬ 
serve  permitted  to  train  with  divisions 
or  squadrons  of  the  Organized  Reserve 
will  be  in  accordance  with  instructions 
issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation. 

§  6.5806  Groups  of  officers  and/or 
men  of  the  Volunteer  Reserve  may  be 
organized  to  conduct  instruction  and 
training.  (1)  The  commandants  of  na¬ 
val  districts  may  organize  groups  of  of¬ 
ficers  and/or  men  of  the  Volunteer  Re¬ 
serve  for  instructional  purposes. 

(2)  The  instruction  and  training  of 
these  groups  will  be  based  on  the  instruc¬ 
tional  courses  provided  in  accordance 
with  §  6.5204  for  the  various  classifica¬ 
tions  of  officers,  and  §  6.5205  for  men. 

(3)  Commandants  of  naval  districts 
are  authorized  to  appoint  Reserve  officers 
as  instructors  of  such  classes,  and  when 
so  appointed  they  may  be  given  appro¬ 
priate  duty  pay  by  authority  of  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation. 

§  6.5807  Officers  of  class  A-V  (G) 
required  to  maintain  proficiency  as  naval 
aviators.  Officers  of  class  A-V  (G)  who 
by  their  records  indicate  that  they  are 
failing  to  maintain  their  flight  qualifica¬ 
tions  shall  be  required  to  pass  such  flight 
I  test  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Bureau 


of  Navigation  once  every  4  years,  or 
oftener,  as  may  be  desirable,  in  order  to 
demonstrate  their  fitness  for  further  re¬ 
tention  in  class  A-V  (G).  Failure  to 
take  or  pass  such  flight  test  will  be  suffi¬ 
cient  cause  for  transfer  to  such  other 
class  for  which  qualified,  or  discharge. 

Naval  Reserve  Inspection  Board 

§  6.5901  The  purpose  of  the  Naval 
Reserve  Inspection  Board.  (1)  The  pur¬ 
pose  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Inspection 
Board  is  to  determine  the  degree  of  pre¬ 
paredness  of  the  Naval  Reserve  to  meet 
requirements  in  the  event  of  a  war  or  a 
national  emergency.  It  shall  make  such 
inspections  of  the  administration,  organ¬ 
ization  and  training  of  the  Naval  Reserve, 
and  of  the  various  organizations  thereof, 
in  the  various  naval  districts,  as  may  be 
directed  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation,  and  shall  make  an  annual 
report  thereon. 

(2)  The  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Navi¬ 
gation  will  transmit  the  annual  report 
of  the  inspection  board  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Navy  via  the  Chief  of  Naval  Oper¬ 
ations,  with  appropriate  recommenda¬ 
tions  as  to  matters  under  the  cognizance 
of  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations  and 
other  Bureaus  and  offices  of  the  Navy 
Department. 

§  6.5902  Composition  of  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  Inspection  Board.  (1)  The  Naval 
Reserve  Inspection  Board  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  one  captain  (designated  as  the 
president  of  the  board)  and  at  least  two 
other  officers  of  the  line  of  the  Navy. 

(2)  Subboards  may  be  appointed  to  in¬ 
spect  the  Naval  Reserve  aviation  bases 
and  squadrons  basing  thereon,  other  spe¬ 
cialized  organizations  of  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  and  Naval  Reserve  organizations 
beyond  the  continental  limits  of  the 
United  States.  When  required,  subboards 
for  the  inspection  of  Naval  Reserve  avia¬ 
tion  bases  and  squadrons  basing  thereon 
will  be  appointed  by  the  Chief  of  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation.  They  shall  report 
the  results  of  their  inspections  to  the 
Naval  Reserve  inspection  board. 

(3)  Subboards  for  the  inspection  of 
Naval  Reserve  organizations  beyond  the 
continental  limits  of  the  United  States 
will  be  appointed  by  the  Commandants 
of  the  naval  districts  in  which  the  organ¬ 
izations  are  maintained.  They  shall  re¬ 
port  the  results  of  their  inspections  to  the 
Naval  Reserve  inspection  board. 

§  6.5903  Duties  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Inspection  Board.  (1)  In  addition  to  the 
annual  reports  prescribed  in  §  6.5901,  as 
soon  as  practicable  after  each  inspection, 
the  Naval  Reserve  Inspection  Board  shall 
submit  to  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  a  special  report  on  each  or¬ 
ganization  inspected,  with  a  copy  to  the 
District  Commandant  and  a  copy  to  the 
commander  of  the  organization. 

(2)  In  making  its  reports,  the  board 
shall  take  into  consideration  analyses 
of  the  reports  of  cruises,  target  practices 
and  active  training  duty  of  the  various 
organizations  as  such  and  the  degree  to 
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which  they  have  conformed  with  the 
prescribed  training  syllabi. 

(3)  The  board  and  subboards  shall, 
sufficiently  in  advance,  publish  schedules 
of  inspections,  procedures  and  instruc¬ 
tions  for  the  conduct  of  inspections  of 
the  various  organizations. 

§  6.5904  Inspection  of  units  of  Volun¬ 
teer  Reserve.  Commandants  of  naval 
districts  will  arrange  for  such  additional 
inspections  of  Naval  Reserve  activities  in 
their  districts  as  may  be  practicable  and 
desirable.  Normally  the  district  intelli¬ 
gence  officer,  the  district  communication 
officer,  the  district  medical  officer,  etc., 
should  be  required  to  inspect  the  Naval 
Intelligence  Reserve,  the  Naval  Com¬ 
munication  Reserve,  and  the  Medical 
Specialists  Units,  respectively.  When 
this  is  not  practicable,  any  qualified 
officer  suitably  located  should  be  desig¬ 
nated  to  make  the  inspections. 

SUBPART  F — DISCIPLINE,  DISCHARGES,  RESIG¬ 
NATIONS  AND  RETIREMENTS 

Discipline 

§  6.6101  Naval  Reservists  subject  to 
naval  regulations.  All  members  of  the 
Naval  Reserve,  when  employed  on  ac¬ 
tive  duty,  authorized  training  duty,  with 
or  without  pay,  drill,  or  other  equivalent 
instruction  or  duty,  or  when  employed 
in  authorized  travel  to  or  from  such 
duty,  or  appropriate  duty,  drill,  or  in¬ 
struction,  or  during  such  time  as  they 
may  by  law  be  required  to  perform  ac¬ 
tive  duty,  or  while  wearing  a  uniform 
prescribed  for  the  Naval  Reserve,  shall 
be  subject  to  the  laws,  regulations,  and 
orders  for  the  government  of  the  Navy. 

§  6.6102  Disciplinary  action  not  barred 
by  release  from  duty  status.  Discipli¬ 
nary  action  for  an  offense  committed 
while  subject  to  the  laws,  regulations, 
and  orders  for  the  government  of  the 
Navy  shall  not  be  barred  by  reason  of 
release  from  duty  status  of  any  person 
charged  with  the  commission  thereof. 

§  6.6103  Retention  on  or  return  to 
duty  status  for  disciplinary  action.  For 
the  purpose  of  carrying  the  provisions 
of  this  Section  into  effect,  members  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  may  be  retained  on 
or  returned  to  a  duty  status  without 
their  cohsent,  but  not  for  a  longer  pe¬ 
riod  of  time  than  may  be  required  for 
disciplinary  action. 

Discharges 

§  6.6201  Discharges  of  officers  and 
men.  (1)  In  time  of  peace  no  officer 
or  man  of  the  Naval  Reserve  shall  be 
discharged  except  upon  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  service  of  upon  his  own 
request  or  for  full  and  sufficient  cause  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  or  in  the  cases  of  enlisted  men  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation. 

(2)  Officers  and  men  of  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  on  active  duty  shall  be  subject  to 
separation  from  the  Naval  Reserve  in 
the  same  manner  as  may  be  provided  by 
or  in  pursuance  of  law  for  the  separa¬ 


tion  of  officers  and  men  of  the  Regular 
Navy. 

(3)  Officers  and  enlisted  men  whose 
services  are  determined  to  be  of  greater 
value  to  the  Government  in  the  event  of 
war,  in  present  civilian  occupation  than 
they  would  be.  if  mobilized  as  naval  re¬ 
servists,  will  be  discharged  upon  recom¬ 
mendation  by  the  district  commandants, 
but  without  prejudice  to  their  later  re¬ 
appointment  or  reenlistment  in  the  grade 
or  rate  held  at  the  time  of  discharge. 

§  6.6202  Discharge  of  officers  for 
cause.  (1)  Within  a  reasonable  time 
prior  to  discharge  for  cause,  officers  shall 
be  given  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  or  such  ad¬ 
ministrative  authority  or  other  agency 
as  he  may  designate,  which  opportunity 
will  be  considered  as  having  been  given 
through  the  mailing  of  notice  to  their  ad- 
j  dress  on  file  in  the  Navy  Department. 

(2)  Pursuant  to  the  discretion  vested 
in  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  by  the  fore¬ 
going  provisions,  officers  under  consid¬ 
eration  for  discharge  for  cause  may  sub¬ 
mit  such  statement  as  they  desire  to  the 
Chief  of  Bureau  of  Navigation  via  official 
channels.  In  cases  of  officers  about  to 
be  recommended  for  discharge  for  cause 
by  the  Commandant,  the  officer  con¬ 
cerned  shall  first  be  notified  by  the  Com¬ 
mandant  that  such  action  is  contem¬ 
plated  and  that  he  is  thereby  offered  an 
opportunity  to  make  such  statement  as 
he  may  desire.  Officers  receiving  noti¬ 
fication  of  their  pending  discharge  are 
also  privileged  to  state  their  case  in  per¬ 
son  to  the  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Navigation, 
or  to  the  Commandant  of  the  naval  dis¬ 
trict,  or  to  such  officer  of  the  Comman¬ 
dant’s  staff  as  may  be  designated  for  this 
purpose.  The  written  statement  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  officer  will  be  transmitted 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  his  con¬ 
sideration,  with  the  letter  of  the  Chief 
of  Bureau  of  Navigation  recommending 
discharge. 

(3)  Officers  receiving  notification  of 
their  pending  discharge  shall  promptly 
acknowledge  same  and  will  be  given  ap¬ 
proximately  30  days,  exclusive  of  the 
usual  length  of  time  required  for  trans¬ 
mittal  of  a  letter  through  the  mails,  in 
which  to  prepare  a  statement  or  other¬ 
wise  to  be  heard.  Extensions  of  time  in 
which  to  prepare  a  statement  may  be 
granted  in  the  discretion  of  the  Bureau 
of  Navigation. 

§  6.6203  Reasons  for  discharge  of 
officers.  In  time  of  peace  officers  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  may  be  discharged  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  the  following 
reasons: 

(a)  Age  in  grade. 

(b)  Failure  to  keep  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  and  the  Commandant  of 
Naval  district  informed  of  permanent 
official  residence. 

(c)  Failure  to  reply  to  official  com¬ 
munications. 

(d)  Failure  to  submit  such  reports  as 
may  be  required  by  the  Secretary  of 
Navy. 


(e)  Failure  to  appear  for  or  failure  to 
pass  prescribed  physical  or  professional 
examinations. 

(f)  Obvious  lack  of  interest. 

(g)  Civilian  occupation  incompatible 
with  Naval  Reserve  status. 

(h)  Failure  to  carry  out  agreement 
entered  into  prior  to  appointment  as  to 
completion  of  correspondence  courses  or 
to  undergo  other  forms  of  instruction. 

(i)  Other  full  and  sufficient  cause. 

§  6.6204  Discharge  of  retired  officers 
and  men.  Officers  and  enlisted  men 
who  have  heretofore  been  transferred  to 
the  retired  list  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force  or  the  Naval  Reserve  or  to  the 
honorary  retired  list  with  pay  or  who 
may  hereafter  be  so  transferred,  shall 
at  all  times  be  subject  to  the  laws,  reg¬ 
ulations,  and  orders  for  the  government 
j  of  the  Navy,  and  shall  not  be  discharged 
therefrom  without  their  consent,  except 
by  sentence  of  a  court  martial,  or,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy,  when  sentenced  by  civil  authori¬ 
ties  to  confinement  in  a  State  or  Federal 
penitentiary  as  a  result  of  a  conviction 
for  a  felony. 

§  6.6205  Resignations  of  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  officers.  The  resignations  of  Naval 
Reserve  officers  may  be  accepted  in  time 
of  peace  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons 
by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Naviga¬ 
tion. 

§  6.6206  Discharge  of  enlisted  men  in 
time  of  peace.  (1)  In  time  of  peace  an 
enlisted  man  shall  be  discharged  by  the 
commanding  officer  of  his  organization 
or,  if  not  attached  to  an  organization,  by 
the  Commandant  of  his  naval  district 
for  the  following  reasons: 

(a)  Expiration  of  enlistment  (honor¬ 
able,  good,  or  indifferent). 

(b)  At  his  own  request  or  to  enlist  in 
some  other  military  or  naval  service 
other  than  the  Naval  Militia  (special 
order  of  commanding  officer) . 

(c)  Civilian  occupation  incompatible 
with  Naval  Reserve  status,  after  approval 
by  the  District  Commandant  (character 
of  discharge  warranted  by  service 
record) . 

(d)  For  cause  after  notification  of  ap¬ 
proval  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau  of  Naviga¬ 
tion  (undesirable,  or  special  order  of  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation). 

(e)  For  inaptitude,  after  approval  by 
the  District  Commandant,  under  the 
conditions  set  forth  in  subparagraph  (8) 
hereof. 

(f)  By  approved  sentence  of  court 
martial  (dishonorable  or  bad  conduct). 

(2)  Promptly  upon  expiration  of  his 
enlistment  or  extension  thereof,  a  re¬ 
servist  shall  be  issued  a  discharge,  the 
character  of  which  is  determined  from 
his  service  records,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  part  D,  Bureau  of 
Navigation  Manual.  In  case  the  entries 
in  the  service  record  are  incomplete,  the 
character  of  the  discharge  will  in  general 
be  “good,”  unless  further  information 
regarding  the  man  is  known,  entitling 
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him  to  an  honorable  or  indifferent  dis¬ 
charge.  In  order  to  merit  an  honorable 
discharge,  he  must  have  served  his  full 
term  of  enlistment  or  extension  thereof 
and  received  the  marks  and  other  credits 
prescribed  in  part  D,  Bureau  of  Navigation 
Manual,  (available  in  the  Bureau  of  Navi¬ 
gation,  Navy  Department) ,  and  in  addi¬ 
tion  have  displayed  zealous  interest  in 
those  Naval  Reserve  activities  open  to 
him.  Nonattendance  at  drills  or  nonper¬ 
formance  of  training  duty  should  in  no 
case  be  made  the  basis  for  an  indifferent 
discharge.  However,  an  indifferent  dis¬ 
charge  may  be  based  on  unsatisfactory 
or  slovenly  performance  of  drills,  even 
though  the  marks  for  proficiency  in  rat¬ 
ing  and  conduct,  during  a  few  short 
periods  of  active  or  training  duty,  may 
be  in  excess  of  2.5  for  proficiency  and 
2.75  for  conduct.  Conversely,  a  good 
discharge  may  be  issued  even  though  the 
marks  are  below  2.5  and  2.75,  respec¬ 
tively,  provided  the  man’s  exemplary 
performance  of  drills,  etc.,  is  such  as 
to  outweigh  the  low  marks  received  dur¬ 
ing  a  few  short  periods  of  training  duty 
In  all  cases  where  the  character  of  dis¬ 
charge  is  not  in  agreement  with  the 
marks,  etc.,  assigned  (or  absence  there¬ 
of),  explanatory  entry  should  be  made 
in  the  man’s  record. 

(3)  Men  discharged  from  class  V-5 
by  reason  of  failure  to  qualify  as  avia¬ 
tion  cadets  shall  be  given  good  dis¬ 
charges  unless  reasons  appear  to  the 
contrary.  Any  other  form  of  discharge 
shall  be  issued  to  such  men  only  upon 
approval  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation. 

(4)  Men  discharged  prior  to  expira¬ 
tion  of  enlistment  to  accept  appoint¬ 
ments  as  officers  or  aviation  cadets  shall 
be  issued  good  discharges. 

(5)  In  special  order  discharges  where 
the  character  of  the  discharge  is  “in¬ 
different,”  or  “under  age,”  unless  special 
instructions  are  issued  by  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  to  the  contrary,  the  following 
notation  shall  be  made  on  the  discharge 
certificate:  “Awarded  under  honorable 
conditions.” 

(6)  Men  discharged  as  undesirable  or 
for  inaptitude,  by  sentence  of  a  court 
martial,  or  for  physical  or  mental  disa¬ 
bility  shall  in  no  case  be  recommended 
for  reenlistment.  A  statement  from  the 
man  concerned,  if  obtainable,  shall  be 
included  with  recommendation  for  dis¬ 
charge  as  undesirable. 

(7)  Sentences  of  courts  martial  in¬ 
volving  dishonorable  or  bad  conduct  dis¬ 
charge  of  Naval  Reservists  shall  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  for 
approval,  before  being  carried  into  exe¬ 
cution. 

(8)  Inaptitude  discharges  shall  be 
given  to  those  men  in  their  first  enlist 
ment  whose  general  qualifications  are 
such  as  not  to  warrant  further  reten¬ 
tion  in  the  Naval  Reserve  and  only  when 
they  have  already  demonstrated  inapti¬ 
tude  therefor.  In  this  classification  are 
those  who  give  insufficient  evidence  of 
being  able  to  adapt  themselves  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Naval  Reserve.  In 


aptitude  discharges  shall  normally  bear 
the  notation  “Awarded  under  honorable 
conditions.” 

§  6.6207  Honorable  discharge.  In 
time  of  peace  an  honorable  discharge 
shall  be  issued  only  on  the  expiration 
of  enlistment.  In  general,  an  honorable 
discharge  will  carry  with  it  recommenda¬ 
tion  for  reenlistment. 

§  6.6208  Character  of  discharge  to  be 
entered  on  discharged  certificate.  The 
character  of  discharge  shall  be  entered 
on  the  discharge  certificate,  in  the 
service  record,  and  in  the  continuous- 
service  certificate. 
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Honorary  Retired  List 
§  6.6301  Honorary  retired  list  defined. 


The  honorary  retired  list  of  the  Naval 
Reserve  shall  be  composed  of  officers  of 
the  honorary  retired  list  existing  on  June 
30,  1938,  transferred  to  the  honorary  re¬ 
tired  list,  and  of  officers  and  men  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  thereafter  transferred 
thereto  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  §  6.6305  on  account  of  age,  age-in¬ 
grade,  physical  disability,  or  completion 
of  30  years’  service  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 

§  6.6302  Discretionary  transfer  of  offi¬ 
cers  to  the  honorary  retired  list.  Officers 
of  the  Naval  Reserve  found  not  physically 
qualified  for  active  service  as  the  result 
of  any  physical  examination  conducted 
or  reviewed  by  a  board  of  medical  officers, 
shall,  within  the  discretion  of  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Navy,  be  honorably  discharged 
or  placed  on  the  honorary  retired  list. 

§  6.6303  Service  eligibility  considera¬ 
tion  for  transfer  to  honorary  retired  list. 
In  determining  whether  an  officer  shall 
be  discharged  or  transferred  to  the  hon¬ 
orary  retired  list  on  account  of  physical 
disabilities,  or  on  account  of  age-in-grade 
for  ages  below  64  years,  the  following  will 
be  eligible  for  consideration  for  transfer 
to  the  honorary  retired  list: 

(a)  Those  who  have  had  active  hon¬ 
orable  war  service,  commissioned  or 
otherwise,  between  April  6,  1917  and  No¬ 
vember  11,  1918,  inclusive,  in  any  of  the 
services  enumerated  in  §  6.6305  hereof. 

(b)  Those  whose  physical  disqualifica¬ 
tions  are  due  to  injuries  received  in  line 
of  duty  while  performing  active  military 
or  naval  service,  as  defined  in  §  6.7301  (1) 
hereof. 

(c)  Those  who  have  had  a  total  of  15 
years’  meritorious  service,  commissioned 
or  otherwise,  in  any  of  the  services 
enumerated  in  §  6.6305  hereof. 

§  6.6304  Retirement  for  age-in-grade. 
Officers  of  the  Organized  Reserve  (who 
have  not  been  transferred  to  the  Volun 
teer  Reserve  in  accordance  with  §  6.4103 
(1)),  Volunteer  Reserve  and  Merchant 
Marine  Reserve  shall  be  transferred  to 
the  honorary  retired  list  or  discharged 
when  they  arrive  at  the  years  of  age  in 
grade  indicated  in  the  following  table, 
unless  the  retention  of  the  officer  in  ques¬ 
tion  is  deemed  essential  through  inability 
to  find  a  suitable  replacement,  or  there 
are  other  compelling  reasons  to  the 
contrary: 


§  6.6305  Compulsory  transfer  of  offi¬ 
cers  and  enlisted  men  to  honorary  retired 
list.  Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Or¬ 
ganized  Reserve,  Volunteer  Reserve,  and 
Merchant  Marine  Reserve,  shall  be  placed 
on  the  honorary  retired  list  without  pay 
or  allowances,  except  as  provided  in 
§  6.7401  hereof,  for  the  following  reasons: 


(a)  Upon  reaching  the  age  of  64  years. 

(b)  Upon  their  own  request,  after  30 
years’  service  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 
Service  in  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps, 
Coast  Guard,  Naval  Auxiliary  Service, 
Naval  Reserve  Force,  Naval  Militia,  Na¬ 
tional  Naval  Volunteers,  Naval  Reserve, 
Marine  Corps  Reserve  Force,  and  Marine 
Corps  Reserve  shall  be  counted  as  service 
in  the  Naval  Reserve  under  the  provisions 
of  this  section. 

6.6306  Advancement  on  retired  list 
of  Naval  Reservists  who  have  been  spe¬ 
cially  commended.  Naval  Reservists  who 
have  been  specially  commended  for  their 
performance  of  duty  in  actual  combat 
with  the  enemy  by  the  head  of  the  execu¬ 
tive  department  under  whose  jurisdiction 
such  duty  was  performed,  shall,  when 
placed  on  the  honorary  retired  list,  be  ad¬ 
vanced  to  the  next  higher  grade. 

§  6.6307  Members  of  the  honorary  re¬ 
tired  list — Pay  of.  Except  as  provided  in 
§  6.7401  hereof,  members  of  the  honorary 
retired  list  will  not  be  entitled  to  any  pay 
or  allowances  while  in  an  inactive-duty 
status. 

§  6.6308  Transfers  to  honorary  retired 
list — By  whom  effected.  (1)  Transfers 
of  officers  to  the  honorary  retired  list  will 
be  effected  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
or  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  with  the 
prior  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy. 

(2)  Transfers  of  enlisted  men  to  the 
honorary  retired  list  will  be  effected  by 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation. 

SUBPART  G - PAY,  ALLOWANCES,  AND  COMPEN¬ 
SATION - ORGANIZED  RESERVE,  VOLUNTEER 

RESERVE,  AND  MERCHANT  MARINE  RESERVE 

Active  Duty  Pay  and  Allowances 

§  6.7101  Active  and  training  duty  pay 
commissioned  officers.  Commissioned 
officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve,  including 
those  on  the  honorary  retired  list  or  whoi 
may  have  been  retired,  when  employed 
on  active  duty  or  on  training  duty  with 
pay  or  when  employed  in  authorized 
travel  to  and  from  such  duty,  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  confirmed  in  grade 
and  qualified  for  all  general  service. 
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They  shall  receive  the  pay  and  allow¬ 
ances,  including  longevity  pay,  as  pro¬ 
vided  by  law  for  the  reserve  forces  of 
the  United  States.  For  the  purpose  of 
computing  increases  in  pay  of  commis¬ 
sioned  officers  on  account  of  length  of 
service,  active  service  in  the  grade  of 
aviation  cadet  shall  be  considered  as 
commissioned  service. 

§  6.7102  Active  and  training  duty  pay 
and  allowances — Midshipmen,  warrant 
officers,  nurses,  and  enlisted  men.  Mid¬ 
shipmen,  warrant  offcers,  nurses,  and  en¬ 
listed  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve,  includ¬ 
ing  those  on  the  honorary  retired  list, 
or  who  may  have  been  retired,  when  em¬ 
ployed  on  active  duty  or  on  training  duty 
with  pay,  or  when  employed  in  author¬ 
ized  travel  to  and  from  such  duty,  shall 
receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances  as 
received  by  midshipmen,  warrant  offi¬ 
cers,  nurses,  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
Regular  Navy  of  the  same  rank,  grade, 
or  rating,  and  of  the  same  length  of 
service,  which  shall  include  service  in 
the  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Coast  Guard, 
Naval  Reserve  Force,  Naval  Militia,  Na¬ 
tional  Naval  Volunteers,  Naval  Reserve, 
Marine  Corps  Reserve  Force,  or  Marine 
Corps  Reserve. 

§  6.7103  Pay  for  31st  day  of  month. 
When  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve 
perform  active  duty,  or  training  duty 
with  pay,  for  a  period  of  30  days  or  less, 
such  duty  performed  on  the  31st  day  of 
any  month  shall  be  paid  for  at  the  same 
rate  as  for  other  days. 

§  6.7104  Reservists  in  travel  status 
entitled  to  pay.  Members  of  the  Naval 
Reserve,  when  traveling  under  orders  or 
competent  authority,  to  and  from  active 
duty  or  training  duty  with  pay,  are  con¬ 
sidered  as  on  active  duty  and  are  entitled 
to  pay  for  necessary  travel  time  by  short¬ 
est  usually  traveled  route. 

§  6.7105  Flight  pay.  Commissioned 
officers,  warrant  officers,  and  enlisted 
men  of  the  Naval  Reserve,  while  employed 
on  active  duty  or  on  training  duty  with 
pay  which  involves  actual  flying  in  air¬ 
craft,  in  accordance  with  regulations  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
shall  receive  the  same  increase  of  pay 
of  their  grades,  ranks,  or  ratings  as  may 
be  received  by  commissioned  officers, 
warrant  officers,  and  enlisted  men  in 
similar  grades,  ranks,  or  ratings  in  the 
Regular  Navy  for  the  performance  of 
similar  duty. 

§  6.7106  Mileage,  officers.  When  trav¬ 
eling  under  orders  or  under  competent 
authority,  commissioned  and  warrant  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  are  entitled 
to  receive  transportation  in  kind,  mile¬ 
age,  or  actual  expenses,  as  provided  by 
law  for  travel  performed  by  officers  of 
the  Regular  Navy. 

§  6.7107  Transportation,  men.  When 
traveling  under  orders  or  under  compe¬ 
tent  authority,  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval 
Reserve  are  entitled  to  receive  transpor¬ 
tation  with  subsistence  and  transfers  en 
route,  or  cash  in  lieu  thereof,  as  provided 
for  men  of  the  Regular  Navy  under  pro¬ 
visions  of  the  Navy  Travel  Instructions. 


§  6.7108  Transportation  of  depend¬ 
ents.  (1)  Orders  to  training  duty  or  to 
temporary  active  duty  to  not  entitle 
members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  to  trans¬ 
portation  of  dependents. 

(2)  Orders  to  active  duty  do  not  en¬ 
title  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  to 
transportation  of  dependents  from  their 
homes  to  first  permanent  duty  stations 
or  from  last  permanent  stations  to  their 
homes  upon  release  from  active  duty. 
When  such  reservists  are  serving  under 
orders  to  extended  or  indefinite  periods 
of  active  duty  in  excess  of  6  months, 
they  are  entitled  to  transportation  of 
dependents  upon  permanent  change  of 
station. 

§  6.7109  Transportation  of  household 
effects.  (1)  Enlisted  men  of  the  Naval 
Reserve  are  not  entitled  to  the  trans¬ 
portation  of  household  effects  when  or¬ 
dered  to  training  duty.  Officers  of  the 
Naval  Reserve,  ordered  to  training  duty, 
are  entitled  to  the  transportation  of 
household  effects  up  to  the  weight  al¬ 
lowance  prescribed  for  officers  of  the 
Regular  Navy  upon  temporary  change 
of  station. 

(2)  Naval  Reserve  personnel,  when 
ordered  to  active  duty  or  temporary  ac¬ 
tive  duty  for  purposes  other  than  train¬ 
ing,  are  entitled  to  the  transportation  of 
their  household  effects  as  for  a  perma¬ 
nent  or  temporary  change  of  station,  as 
the  case  may  be,  under  the  same  gen¬ 
eral  conditions  as  personnel  of  the  Reg¬ 
ular  Navy,  from  their  homes  to  place 
of  duty.  Upon  termination  of  active 
duty  or  temporary  active  duty,  the  per¬ 
manent  or  temporary  change  of  station 
allowances,  as  the  case  may  be,  are  au¬ 
thorized  between  any  points  in  the 
United  States  but  limited  in  cost  to 
shipment  of  the  same  weight  within  al¬ 
lowance  from  place  of  duty  to  place  to 
which  mileage  has  been  or  will  be  ob¬ 
tained;  or,  if  no  mileage  is  involved, 
then  to  place  selected  as  home  or  place 
of  abode  upon  release.  Shipment  must 
be  made  within  one  year  from  termina¬ 
tion  of  duty. 

§  6.7110  Subsistence,  men.  (1)  While 
performing  active  duty  or  training  duty 
with  pay,  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  are  entitled  to  subsistence  in  kind 
or  cash  in  lieu  thereof,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  part  D,  chapter  10, 
Bureau  of  Navigation  Manual  (available 
in  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  Navy  De¬ 
partment)  .  When  a  general  mess  is  1 
available  they  shall  be  subsisted  in  such 
general  mess  or  commuted  rations  may 
be  authorized  for  them.  When  a  general 
mess  is  not  available,  their  subsistence 
allowances  shall  be  the  same  as  for  en¬ 
listed  men  of  the  Regular  Navy. 

(2)  Within  the  numbers  authorized  to 
perform  training  duty  with  pay  and 
within  their  allotments  for  subsistence 
of  shipkeepers  and  stationkeepers,  the 
commandants  of  the  naval  districts  may 
authorize  commuted  rations,  subsistence 
allowances  and/or  quarters  allowances 
for  enlisted  Reservists  performing  duty 
with  pay  and  for  shipkeepers  or  station- 


keepers,  exclusive  however  of  enlisted 
men  of  the  Fleet  Reserve.  The  prior  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  is 
required  for  these  latter.  The  Bureau  of 
Navigation  shall  be  furnished  with  cop¬ 
ies  of  letters  authorizing  the  payment  of 
commuted  rations,  subsistence  allow¬ 
ances  and/or  quarters  allowances.  New 
authorization  is  required  in  each  case 
upon  reenlistment,  extension  of  enlist¬ 
ment,  or  change  of  duty. 

(3)  When  authorized  by  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation,  subsistence  in  kind  will  be 
allowed  enlisted  men  of  all  classes  while 
performing  authorized  training  duty 
without  pay  and  subsisted  in  general 
mess.  The  commanding  officers  of  ves¬ 
sels  and  shore  station  at  which  such  duty 
is  performed  will  inform  the  District 
Commandant  of  the  estimated  total  cost 
of  subsistence  for  each  man  performing 
training  duty  without  pay.  The  costs  for 
subsistence  furnished  in  this  manner 
will  not  be  charged  to  the  Commandant’s 
allotment  under  the  Naval  Reserve  ap¬ 
propriation.  The  Commandant’s 
monthly  reports  of  training  duty,  how¬ 
ever,  will  include  an  estimate  as  to  the 
total  cost  of  such  subsistence. 

§  6.7111  Subsistence  allowances  whil 
performing  short  periods  of  tra*.. 
duty  without  pay.  (1)  Subject  to  allot¬ 
ments  made  to  the  various  naval  dis¬ 
tricts  for  this  specific  purpose,  officers 
and  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  will  be 
allowed  cash  in  lieu  of  subsistence  dur¬ 
ing  short  periods  of  training  duty  on 
board  motorboats  or  vessels  assigned  to 
training  the  Naval  Reserve  in  which  a 
general  mess  is  not  maintained,  at  the 
rate  of  30  cents  per  meal  during  the 
time  they  are  actually  on  board  and 
away  from  their  home  port  for  periods 
of  not  less  than  24  hours. 

(2)  Before  making  such  a  cruise  for 
which  cash  subsistence  allowance  is  de¬ 
sired,  authority  must  be  obtained  from 
the  Commandant.  Requests  for  such 
allowances  should  state  the  number  of 
individuals  to  be  paid  and  the  number 
of  meals  per  individual. 

(3)  After  the  termination  of  the 
cruise,  the  commanding  officer  will  sub¬ 
mit  a  letter  to  the  Commandant  for¬ 
warding  the  names  and  grades  of  the 
individuals  making  the  cruise,  the  num¬ 
ber  of  meals  for  which  each  is  entitled 
to  commutation,  the  number  of  the  mo¬ 
torboat  or  name  of  vessel  on  which  the 
cruise  was  made,  and  date  and  time  of 
leaving  and  returning  to  home  port. 

(4)  The  Commandant  will  endorse 
this  letter  to  the  district  supply  officer 
with  the  authority  to  pay  to  the  com¬ 
manding  officer  the  amount  allowed  in 
accordance  with  this  article,  and  will 
refer  in  the  endorsement  to  the  annual 
requisition  under  which  the  payment  is 
to  be  made. 

(5)  The  district  supply  officer  will 
prepare  a  public  voucher  in  payment  to 
the  commanding  officer.  The  public 
voucher  will  show,  in  addition,  to  other 
information,  the  designation  of  the  or¬ 
ganization  which  made  the  cruise,  the 
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number  of  the  motorboat  or  name  of 
vessel  in  which  the  cruise  was  made, 
and  the  date  and  time  of  commence¬ 
ment  and  expiration  of  cruise.  A  copy 
of  each  public  voucher  on  which  sub¬ 
sistence  has  been  paid  in  accordance 
ivith  this  article  must  be  furnished  to 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation. 

(6)  When  funds  are  available  for  this 
purpose,  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  will 
give  the  Commandants  of  naval  districts 
money  allotments  therefor,  which  allot¬ 
ments  will  be  charged  with  the  cash  paid 
in  lieu  of  subsistence  during  such  cruises 
and  with  the  estimated  costs  of  subsis¬ 
tence  furnished  in  kind  to  enlisted  men 
performing  training  duty  without  pay  on 
board  Naval  Reserve  vessels  in  which  a 
general  mess  is  maintained. 

(7)  Within  the  allotment  granted  him 
for  this  specific  purpose,  the  Comman¬ 
dant  of  each  naval  district  will  submit  an 
annual  requisition  under  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  appropriation,  which  will  cover  the 
estimated  total  amount  of  cash  which  will 
be  paid  in  lieu  of  subsistence  during  these 
cruises.  The  allotment  granted  by  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  shall  not  be  ex¬ 
ceeded  at  any  time. 

Inactive  Duty  Pay  and  Allowances 

§6.7201  Drill  pay.  (1)  Officers  and 
enlisted  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  shall 
receive  compensation  at  the  rate  of  one- 
thirtieth  of  the  monthly  base  pay  of  their 
grades,  ranks,  or  ratings,  not  to  exceed 
$10,  for  attending  under  competent  or¬ 
ders,  each  regular  drill  duly  prescribed 
under  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy  for  the  organization  to  which 
attached,  or  for  the  performance  of  an 
equal  amount  of  such  other  equivalent 
instruction  or  duty,  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

(2)  Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  shall  receive  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  one-thirtieth  of  the 
monthly  base  pay  of  their  grades,  ranks, 
or  ratings,  not  to  exceed  $10  for  the  per¬ 
formance  of  each  period  of  appropriate 
duty,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  j 
Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

(3)  At  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal 
year,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Navy,  the  Bureau  of  Navi¬ 
gation  will  issue  instructions  designating 
locations  at  which  organizations  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  will  be  maintained,  the 
forms  of  organizations  prescribed,  the 
ones  for  which  drill  in  a  pay  status  are 
prescribed,  and  indicating  the  officers 
and  men  ordered  to  attend  such  drills. 

§  6.7202  Compensation  limited  to  60 
bills.  No  officer  or  enlisted  man  shall 
receive  pay  for  more  than  60  drills  or 
Periods  of  other  equivalent  instruction 
or  duty  or  appropriate  duties  in  any  one 
fiscal  year. 

1 6.7203  Flight  pay — Pilots.  For  of¬ 
ficers  and  enlisted  men  performing  aerial 
fights  in  the  capacity  of  pilots  duly 
Prescribed  as  a  part  of  their  training, 
other  than  flying  performed  while  in  the 
aktus  of  performing  active  or  training 
No.  96 - 3 


duty  with  pay,  the  pay  and  pay  limits 
prescribed  in  §  6.7201  shall  be  increased 
by  50  percent  for  any  quarter  during 
which  not  less  than  4  hours  of  such 
flying  has  been  performed. 

§  6.7204  Compensation  for  command. 
(1)  In  addition  to  the  pay  to  which  they 
may  otherwise  become  entitled,  such  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  as  may  be 
designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
regularly  assigned  to  and  commanding 
organizations  prescribed  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Navy,  shall  receive  compen¬ 
sation  at  the  rate  of  $240  per  year  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  adminis¬ 
trative  duties  connected  therewith. 
Such  pay  is  not  dependent  on  drills,  nor 
j  may  it  be  increased  50  percent  for  flying. 

(2)  At  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal 
year,  subject  to  approval  by  the  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Navy,  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Navigation  will  issue  instructions  des¬ 
ignating  the  organizations  the  com¬ 
manding  officers  of  which  will  be  en¬ 
titled  to  compensation  for  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  duties  as  such. 

§  6.7205  Not  entitled  to  drill  pay  or 
command  pay  while  on  active  or  training 
duty.  Pay  under  the  provisions  of 
§§  6.7201  and  6.7204  shall  not  accrue  to 
any  officer  or  enlisted  man  during  a 
period  when  he  shall  be  lawfully  entitled 
to  pay  for  active  duty  or  training  duty. 

§  6.7206  Compensation  paid  by  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Supplies  cind  Accounts.  (1)  The 
compensation  and  pay  allowed  by 
§§  6.7201,  6.7203,  and  6.7204  will  be  paid 
by  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts 
in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by 
that  Bureau. 

(2)  Checks  for  compensation  will  be 
delivered  through  the  respective  com¬ 
manding  officers  of  reserve  organizations 
in  the  naval  districts. 

(3)  Checks  received  by  commanding 
officers  of  reserve  organizations  and  not 
delivered  to  the  payee  named  therein 
within  30  days  from  the  date  of  receipt 
will  be  returned  to  the  Bureau  of  Sup¬ 
plies  and  Accounts  (Retainer  Pay  Sec¬ 
tion),  with  a  statement  of  the  reason 
for  nondelivery  in  each  case. 

Compensation  for  Injuries 

§  6.7301  Compensation  for  injury,  un¬ 
der  United  States  Employees’  Compen¬ 
sation  Commission.  (1)  If  in  time  of 
peace  any  member  of  the  Organized  Re¬ 
serve,  the  Volunteer  Reserve,  or  the  Mer¬ 
chant  Marine  Reserve  is  physically  in¬ 
jured  in  the  line  of  duty  while  perform¬ 
ing  active  military  or  naval  service,  or 
dies  as  the  result  of  such  physical  in- 
I  jury,  he  or  his  beneficiaries  shall  be 
entitled  to  all  the  benefits  prescribed  by 
law  for  civil  employees  of  the  United 
States  who  are  physically  injured  in  the 
line  of  duty  or  who  die  as  a  result 
thereof,  and  the  United  States  Em¬ 
ployees’  Compensation  Commission  shall 
have  jurisdiction  in  such  cases  and  shall 
perform  the  same  duties  with  reference 
thereto  as  in  the  cases  of  civil  employees 
of  the  United  States  so  disabled.  Where 


a  person  who  is  eligible  for  the  benefits 
prescribed  herein  under  the  United  States 
Employees’  Compensation  Commission  is 
also  eligible  for  pension  under  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  §  6.7302,  he  shall  elect  which 
benefit  he  shall  receive,  and  for  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  such  benefits  all  members  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  considered  as 
performing  active  military  or  naval  serv¬ 
ice  while  performing  active  duty  with  or 
without  pay,  training  duty  with  or  with¬ 
out  pay,  drills,  equivalent  instruction  or 
duty,  appropriate  duty,  or  other  pre¬ 
scribed  duty,  or  while  performing  au¬ 
thorized  travel  to  or  from  such  duties. 
For  the  purposes  of  determining  the 
benefits  to  which  entitled,  naval  reserv¬ 
ists  so  physically  injured  while  perform¬ 
ing  the  foregoing  duties  in  a  nonpay 
status  will  be  held  and  considered  as  re¬ 
ceiving  the  pay  and  allowances  they 
would  have  received  if  in  a  pay  status. 
In  no  case  shall  sickness  or  disease  be 
regarded  as  an  injury  in  connection  with 
the  provisions  of  this  article. 

(2)  A  naval  reservist  physically  in¬ 
jured  in  the  line  of  duty  while  perform¬ 
ing  active  duty  or  training  duty  (with 
or  without  pay)  will,  during  the  contin¬ 
uance  of  such  duty,  be  given  the  same 
medical  care  and  treatment  as  is  pre¬ 
scribed  in  chapter  21  of  the  Manual  of 
the  Medical  Department  for  a  member 
of  the  regular  Navy. 

(3)  A  naval  reservist,  physically  in¬ 
jured  not  due  to  his  own  misconduct 
and  in  the  line  of  duty  while  perform¬ 
ing  active  duty  or  training  duty,  re¬ 
quiring  treatment  or  hospitalization  be¬ 
yond  the  period  covered  in  his  orders 
for  active  or  training  duty,  is  entitled, 
under  the  United  States  Employees’ 
Compensation  Commission,  to  such 
treatment  and  hospitalization  upon  the 
expiration  of  active  or  training  duty  in 
the  following  order  of  precedence: 

(a)  In  the  facilities  of  a  naval  hos¬ 
pital. 

(b)  In  the  facilities  of  a  United  States 
Marine  Hospital  or  United  States  Public 
Health  Service  relief  station. 

(c)  In  the  facilities  of  any  other  Gov¬ 
ernment  hospital  or  relief  station. 

(d)  In  the  facilities  of  civilian  insti¬ 
tutions  under  the  care  of  physicians 
designated  by  the  Commission. 

(e)  In  the  facilities  of  civilian  insti¬ 
tutions  or  by  nondesignated  physicians 
in  localities  where  there  are  no  desig¬ 
nated  physicians. 

(4)  Reasonable  charges  for  hospitali¬ 
zation  and  treatment  to  which  the  re¬ 
servist  is  entitled  by  law  after  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  his  active  duty  or  training 
duty  are  payable  by  the  United  States 
Employees’  Compensation  Commission 
only  when  the  forms  required  by  the 
Commission  have  been  submitted  and 
treatment  rendered  in  accordance  with 
the  Compensation  Act  and  the  Regula¬ 
tions  of  the  Commission. 

(5)  The  Compensation  Act  requires, 
where  practicable,  that  Government 
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(2)  Members  of  the  Naval  Reserve  are 
considered  to  be  in  active  naval  service 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  foregoing 
benefits  while  performing  active  duty  or 
training  duty  with  or  without  pay,  under 
orders  issued  in  accordance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  §§  6.1701-6.1711. 

(3)  Claims  for  pension  must  be  filed  by 
the  claimant  on  the  prescribed  Veterans’ 
Administration  form. 

§  6.7303  Medical  treatment  and  hos¬ 
pitalization  for  sickness  and  disease. 
Any  member  of  the  Organized  Reserve, 
Volunteer  Reserve,  or  Merchant  Marine 
Reserve  who  becomes  ill  or  contracts  a 
disease  in  line  of  duty  during  the  per¬ 
formance  of  active  duty  or  training  duty 
with  or  without  pay  shall  be  entitled,  at 
Government  expense,  to  such  medical, 
hospital,  or  other  treatment  as  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  appropriate  treatment  of 
such  illness  or  disease  until  the  disability 
resulting  from  such  illness  or  disease 
cannot  be  materially  improved  by  further 
hospitalization  or  treatment,  and  to  the 
necessary  transportation  and  subsistence 
incident  to  such  medical  and  hospital 
treatment  and  return  to  their  homes 
when  discharged  therefrom.  Treatment 
or  hospitalization  for  such  illness  or  dis¬ 
ease  shall  not  be  continued  for  more  than 
10  weeks  following  discharge  from  active 
or  training  duty  except  on  the  approved 
recommendation  of  a  Board  of  Medical 
Survey,  consisting  of  one  or  more  medi¬ 
cal  officers  of  the  Navy  or  on  authoriza¬ 
tion  of  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Navy 
based  on  the  certificate  of  a  reputable 
physician  that  the  illness  or  disease  is  a 
continuation  of  the  illness  or  disease 
which  was  sustained  or  contracted  dur¬ 
ing  the  period  of  active  or  training  duty 
and  that  further  benefit  will  result  from 
l  continued  treatment. 

§  6.7304  Naval  Reservists  in  receipt 
'  of  pensions,  disability  allowances,  etc., 

■  not  permitted  to  participate  in  naval  re- 
>  serve  activities  in  pay  status.  (1)  No 
l  officer  or  enlisted  man  of  the  Naval  Re- 
l  serve  who  may  be  drawing  a  pension, 
r  disability  allowance,  disability  compensa- 

-  tion,  or  retired  pay  from  the  Government 
t  of  the  United  States  (and  “retired  pay” 

7  as  here  used  shall  not  include  pay  of

§  6.7305  Certificate  for  disability  al¬ 
lowance.  (1)  No  officer  or  enlisted  man 
of  the  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  certified 
for  payment  of  any  compensation  or  al¬ 
lowance  for  active  or  training  duty,  drills, 
equivalent  instruction  or  duty,  appropri¬ 
ate  duties,  administrative  functions,  or 
uniform  allowances,  unless  and  until  he 
has  submitted  to  the  Commandant  of  his 
naval  district  an  affidavit  in  the  form  in¬ 
dicated  in  paragraph  (3)  hereof. 

(2)  The  above  affidavits  may  be  sworn 
to  before  any  notary  public,  any  naval 
officer  authorized  to  administer  oaths  for 
purposes  of  naval  administration,  or 
commanding  officers  of  squadrons,  bat¬ 
talions  or  divisions,  such  commanding 
officers  being  hereby  authorized  to  ad¬ 
minister  oaths  for  this  purpose. 

(3)  A  certificate  shall  be  typed  or 
stamped  on  orders  or  authorizations  for 
active  or  training  duty  involving  pay,  al¬ 
lowances  or  traveling  or  other  expenses 
to  officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the  Naval 
Reserve,  to  read  as  follows: 

“The  above-named  (officer  or  enlisted 
man)  is  not  drawing  a  pension,  disability 
allowance,  disability  compensation,  or  re¬ 
tired  pay  from  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  nor  has  he  a  claim  pend¬ 
ing  therefor  covering  the  period  of  these 
orders.” 

Pay  for  Members  of  Honorary  Retired 

List 

§  6.7401  Retired  pay,  Honorary  Re¬ 
tired  List.  (1)  Officers  and  men  of  the 
Honorary  Retired  List  who  have  per¬ 
formed  a  total  of  not  less  than  30  years’ 
active  service  in  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine 
Corps,  Coast  Guard,  Naval  Auxiliary 
Service,  Naval  Reserve  Force,  Naval  Mi¬ 
litia  in  Federal  status.  National  Naval 
Volunteers,  Naval  Reserve,  Marine  Corps 
Reserve  Force,  and  Marine  Corps  Reserve, 
or  who  have  had  not  less  than  20  years’ 
such  active  service,  the  last  10  years  of 
which  shall  have  been  performed  during 
the  11  years  immediately  preceding  their 
transfer  to  the  Honorary  Retired  List 
shall,  except  while  on  active  duty,  be  en¬ 
titled  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  50  per  centum 
of  their  active  duty  rate  of  pay. 

(2)  Members  of  the  Honorary  Retired 
List  who  are  entitled  to  remuneration  in 
accordance  with  the  foregoing  provisions 
of  law  will  be  so  certified  by  the  Bureau 
of  Navigation  to  the  Bureau  of  Supplies 
and  Accounts.  Individual  claims  for  such 
remuneration  are  not  necessary. 

SUBPART  H — MAINTENANCE — ORGANIZED  RE¬ 
SERVE,  VOLUNTEER  RESERVE,  AND  MER¬ 
CHANT  MARINE  RESERVE 

Policy 

§  6.8101  Policy  relative  to  furnishing 
equipment.  It  is  the  policy  to  provide 
organizations  of  the  Naval  Reserve  with 
the  equipment,  literature,  and  other  nec¬ 
essary  facilities  required  in  connection 
with  their  instruction  and  training,  in¬ 


cluding  armories  and  floating  equipment 
for  battalions  and  divisions  of  the  Organ¬ 
ized  Reserve,  aviation  bases  and  flight 
equipment  for  squadrons  of  the  Organ¬ 
ized  Reserve,  and  suitable  quarters  and 
equipment  for  the  organizations  of  the 
Volunteer  Reserve. 

Armories 

§  6.8201  Procurement  of  armories. 

(1)  The  Commandants  of  naval  districts 
will  arrange  for  the  procurement  of  suit¬ 
able  armories  at  locations  where  bat¬ 
talions  and  divisions  of  the  Organized 
Reserve  have  been  authorized.  Where 
rental  is  involved,  current  instructions 
relative  to  leases  of  real  estate  will  be 
followed. 

(2)  So  far  as  practicable,  all  Naval 
Reserve  activities  at  localities  where 
armories  have  been  provided  will  be  cen¬ 
tered  therein,  including  the  activities  of 
the  Naval  Communication  Reserve. 

§  6.8202  Armory  expenses.  All  ar¬ 
mory  expenses,  including  rent,  heat, 
light,  water,  telephone,  janitor  service, 
and  wharfage  for  Naval  Reserve  floating 
equipment,  will  be  met  from  annual  allot¬ 
ments  made  to  the  Commandants  of  the 
various  naval  districts  for  this  purpose. 

§  6.8203  Joint  occupancy  of  armories. 
In  those  cases  where  an  armory  is  oc¬ 
cupied  jointly  by  a  battalion  or  division 
with  another  organization  of  the  Naval 
Reserve,  the  battalion  or  division  com¬ 
mander  will  be  in  direct  charge  of  the 
armory  and  will  act  as  senior  officer 
present  insofar  as  the  use  of  space  and 
armory  equipment  is  concerned,  but 
such  officer  will  not  be  directly  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  procurement  and  train¬ 
ing  of  such  other  organization  quartered 
in  the  armory. 

Naval  Reserve  Aviation  Bases 

§  6.8301  Procurement  of  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  aviation  bases.  (1)  Arrangements 
for  the  establishment  of  new  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  aviation  bases  will  be  made  by  the 
Navy  Department,  when  required. 

(2)  Arrangements  for  the  continu¬ 
ance  of  occupancy,  from  year  to  year, 
of  existing  bases  will  be  made  by  the 
Commandants  of  the  naval  districts. 

(3)  Where  rental  is  involved,  current 
instructions  relative  to  leases  of  real 
estate  will  be  followed. 

§  6.8302  Procurement  of  aviation 
equipment.  The  aircraft  and  other 
equipment  required  at  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  aviation  bases  will  be  furnished  by 
the  Bureau  of  Aeronautics. 

§  6.8303  Allotments  to  the  Bureau  of 
Aeronautics.  The  Bureau  of  Navigation 
will  allot  to  the  Bureau  of  Aeronautics 
for  administration  by  that  Bureau,  the 
funds  appropriated  for  aviation  mate¬ 
rials,  equipment,  fuel,  maintenance  and 
rental  of  hangars  and  Naval  Reserve 
aviation  bases,  and  other  similar 
charges  in  connection  with  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  and  Marine  Corps  Reserve  avia¬ 
tion  activities. 


Vessels  and  Boats  for  Training 
Purposes 

§  6.8401  Assignment  of  floating  equip¬ 
ment.  Subject  to  their  availability  and 
the  approval  of  the  Chief  of  Naval  Op¬ 
erations,  vessels  and  other  floating 
equipment  will  be  assigned  to  the  vari¬ 
ous  naval  districts  for  the  use  of  the 
Naval  Reserve.  Such  vessels  and  equip¬ 
ment  shall  not  be  diverted  to  other  uses 
nor  decommissioned  without  the  au¬ 
thority  of  the  Chief  of  Naval  Operations. 

§  6.8402  Maintenance,  operation,  and 
repairs — Floating  equipment.  Subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  material  bureaus 
having  cognizance,  the  Bureau  of  Navi¬ 
gation  will  make  annual  allotments  to 
the  various  naval  districts  for  the  main¬ 
tenance,  operation,  and  repairs  of  ves¬ 
sels  and  boats  assigned  as  district  craft 
for  the  use  of  the  Naval  Reserve,  and, 
depending  upon  the  availability  of  funds, 
special  allotments  for  emergencies  or 
major  projects  of  overhaul.  These  al¬ 
lotments  will  be  administered  by  the 
Commandants  of  the  naval  districts  to 
which  made,  and  monthly  reports  of 
expenditures  thereunder  submitted  to 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation.  Technical 
features  of  repairs  and  alterations,  and 
authorizations  of  alterations  are  under 
the  cognizance  of  the  same  material 
bureaus  as  for  vessels  of  the  Regular 
Navy. 

Medical  Supplies 

§  6.8501  Allotments  to  the  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery.  The  Bureau  of 
Navigation  will  allot  to  the  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  for  administra¬ 
tion  by  that  Bureau,  the  funds  appro¬ 
priated  for  medical  outfits,  medicine, 
hospital  supplies,  etc.,  for  issue  to  Naval 
Reserve  vessels,  armories,  and  aviation 
bases. 

Government  Property 

§  6.8601  Records  of  invoices  and  is¬ 
sues.  (1)  The  district  accounting  of¬ 
ficer,  or  other  supply  officer  designated 
by  the  Commandant,  shall  be  the  ac¬ 
counting  officer  for  all  material  and 
equipment  issued  for  the  purpose  of 
training  and  instructing  the  Naval  Re- 
j  serve  in  the  district.  All  such  material 
and  equipment  will  be  invoiced  to  the 
Commandant  of  the  district. 

(2)  A  record  shall  be  maintained  at 
district  headquarters  of  all  medical  sup¬ 
plies  of  value  and  all  medical  equipment, 
by  item  and  value,  issued  to  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  units. 

(3)  A  report  shall  be  made  to  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  at  the 
end  of  each  fiscal  year,  indicating  the 
average  complement,  the  total  value  of 
medical  supplies  issued  during  the  year 
and  a  list  of  medical  equipment  on  hand 
for  each  Naval  Reserve  unit  on  June  30. 

(4)  Requisitions  for  and  property 
surveys  of  medical  stores  and  equipment 
from  Naval  Reserve  units,  containing 
the  recommendation  and  consent  of  the 
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Commandant,  shall  be  forwarded  to  the 
Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  for 
approval. 

(5)  Recommendation  as  to  modifica¬ 
tion  in  the  items  of  medical  equipment 
and  quantities  and  kind  of  medical  sup¬ 
plies  furnished  the  various  types  of 
Naval  Reserve  units  shall  be  made  to 
the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  by 
the  Commandant  as  indicated. 

§  6.8602  Accountability  and  responsi¬ 
bility  for  Government  property.  (1)  In 
order  that  Government  property  issued 
to  Naval  Reserve  units  may  be  properly 
safeguarded  and  accounted  for,  a  cus¬ 
todian  for  such  property  should  be  des¬ 
ignated  for  each  armory  or  drill  hall 
where  such  property  is  kept,  and  the 
custodian  shall  give  custody  receipts  to 
the  district  accounting  officer  or  other 
officer  responsible  for  the  rendition  of 
equipage  returns. 

(2)  The  commanding  officer  of  each 
organization  will  be  the  custodian  of  its 
property. 

(3)  The  commanding  officer  shall 
designate  the  supply  officer  to  keep  ac 
count  of  the  Government  property  in  his 
custody.  If  no  supply  officer  is  attached 
to  the  organization,  the  commanding 
officer  will  designate  an  officer  to  act  as 
material  officer. 

(4)  The  supply  officer  or,  if  none  is 
attached,  the  material  officer,  under  the 
orders  of  the  commanding  officer,  shall 
render  quarterly  equipage  returns 
through  the  Commandant,  in  the  man¬ 
ner  prescribed  for  supply  officers  afloat; 
and  in  addition  shall  render  annual  in¬ 
ventory  as  of  March  31  each  year  cover¬ 
ing  all  Government  property  in  his 
custody,  in  the  manner  prescribed  for 
supply  officers  afloat.  These  property 
returns  shall  be  rendered  on  the  regular 
prescribed  forms.  One  copy  of  the  in¬ 
ventory  of  navigation  equipment  shall  be 
rendered  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  on 
Form  N.  Nav.  165,  for  the  files  of  the 
Naval  Observatory.  No  other  lists  need 
be  submitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Naviga¬ 
tion  unless  specifically  requested. 

(5)  Loans  of  pistols,  rifles,  or  other 
armory  equipment,  shall  not  be  made  to 
members  of  the  Naval  Reserve,  on  cus¬ 
tody  receipt  or  otherwise.  All  items  of 
arms  and  armory  equipment  shall  be 
kept  in  the  armory  at  all  times,  except 
when  issued  to  the  organization  for  the 
use  for  which  intended,  or  to  separate 
details  thereof. 

(6)  The  foregoing  paragraph  shall 
not  be  interpreted  as  applying  to  books, 
pamphlets,  and  other  instructional  liter¬ 
ature.  Reservists  should  be  encouraged 
to  draw  these  on  custody  receipt  for 
home  study  and  reading.  Indefinite  re¬ 
tention  of  books  so  drawn  is  not  author¬ 
ized,  and  their  return  shall  be  required 
within  a  reasonable  length  of  time. 

(7)  Reservists  will  be  held  responsible 
for  the  loss  of  Government  equipment  in 
their  possession. 

(8)  Medical  supplies  and  equipment 
shall  be  placed  under  the  control  of  the 


medical  officer  who  shall  be  accountable 
to  the  commanding  officer  for  their 
proper  preservation  and  use. 

(9)  Reports  of  medical  supplies  and 
equipment  required  from  Naval  Reserve 
organizations  shall  be  prescribed  by  the 
Commandant. 

(10)  Requisitions  and  receipted  priced 
invoices  for  medical  supplies  and  equip¬ 
ment,  and  property  survey  reports  shall 
be  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery  via  the  Commandant. 

(11)  Items  of  lost  or  damaged  equip¬ 
ment  shall  be  surveyed  and  reports 
thereon  made  on  the  prescribed  forms. 

§  6.8603  Procurement  of  material  and 
equipment.  Required  articles  of  equip¬ 
ment  necessary  for  the  instruction  and 
training  of  the  organization  are  pro 
curable,  subject  to  the  availability  of 
funds  or  the  availability  of  the  required 
articles  without  exchange  of  funds  be¬ 
tween  appropriations,  from  the  Com 
mandant  of  the  naval  district  or  through 
the  Commandant  from  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation,  or  through  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  from  other  Bureaus.  Re¬ 
quests  for  such  items  should  be  initiated 
by  the  commanding  officer  of  the  organi¬ 
zation  requiring  them. 

§  6.8604  Standard  allowance  list  for 
Naval  Reserve  armories.  (1)  The  follow 
ing  list  of  items,  procurable  against  the 
appropriation  indicated  in  each  case,  is 
prescribed  for  each  armory  of  the  Or¬ 
ganized  Reserve;

(2)  Commanding  officers  of  organi¬ 
zations  will  initiate  the  necessary  action 
toward  procurement  of  items  required 
to  fill  allowance,  where  armory  condi¬ 
tions  are  such  that  use  can  be  made 
thereof.  This  action  should  be  in  the 
form  of  a  letter  to  the  District  Com¬ 
mandant  indicating  the  item  desired, 
number  on  hand  and  number  allowed. 
In  the  event  the  items  desired  are  not 
chargeable  against  the  Naval  Reserve ! 
Appropriation,  the  letter  should  be  for¬ 
warded  with  the  Commandant's  recom¬ 
mendation  to  the  Bureau  o!  Navigation. 
Items  chargeable  against  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  Appropriation  should  be  covered 
on  stub  requisition,  where  thus  procur¬ 
able,  or  open  purchase  requisition, 
chargeable  against  the  district’s  allot¬ 
ment  of  funds  under  the  subhead  con- 
c  e  r  n  e  d.  Requests  for  ammunition 
should  indicate  the  make  and  type  of 
arm  in  which  it  is  to  be  fired. 

(3)  The  standard  allowance  list  here¬ 
in  prescribed  may  be  amended  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Navigation. 

§  6.8605  Navy  training  courses  al¬ 
lowed  for  use  by  Naval  Reserve.  (1) 
From  time  to  time  the  Bureau  of  Navi¬ 
gation  will  prescribe  allowances  of 
Navy  training  courses  for  use  in  in¬ 
structing  the  Naval  Reserve.  These  al¬ 
lowances  will  prescribe  the  number  of 
each  course  apportioned  each  naval  dis¬ 
trict  as  a  whole.  Distribution  within 
any  district  will  be  a  function  of  the 
Commandant. 

(2)  On  March  31  each  year  an  inven¬ 
tory  shall  be  taken  in  each  naval  district 
of  the  number  of  usable  copies  of  each 
course  on  hand,  including  those  in  use. 
As  soon  thereafter  as  practicable  each 
District  Commandant  shall  submit  a  re¬ 
port  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  showing 
for  each  course,  the  District  allowance, 
number  on  hand,  and  number  required  to 
fill  allowance. 

(3 )  The  Bureau  of  Navigation  will  then 
take  the  necessary  action  to  fill  allow¬ 
ances,  insofar  as  courses  for  this  purpose 
are  available,  or  at  such  time  as  they  may 
become  available.  Requests  from  the 
Naval  Districts  to  the  Bureau  of  Naviga¬ 
tion  for  courses  will  not  be  necessary. 
Requests  from  organizations  for  courses 
should  be  addressed  to  the  District  Com¬ 
mandant. 

(4)  Additional  copies  of  any  course  will 
not  become  available  for  filling  allow¬ 
ances  oftener  than  once  every  six  years, 
when  the  course  is  reprinted. 


§  6.8606  Equipment  loaned  to  States 
for  use  of  Naval  Militia.  Such  vessels, 
material,  armament,  equipment,  and 
other  facilities  of  the  Navy  as  are  or 
may  be  made  available  for  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  shall  be  available  in  accordance 
with  regulations  prescribed  by  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Navy  for  issue  or  loan  to 
the  several  States,  Territories,  or  the  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Columbia,  for  the  use  of  the 
Naval  Militia,  but  no  such  facilities  of 
the  Navy  shall  be  furnished  for  use  by 
any  portion  or  unit  of  the  Naval  Militia 
unless  at  least  95  per  centum  of  its  per¬ 
sonnel  belongs  to  the  Naval  Reserve  and 
is  attached  to  or  associated  with  an  or¬ 
ganization  of  the  Organized  Reserve  and 
unless  its  organization,  administration, 
and  training  conform  to  the  standards 
prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
for  such  units. 

Uniforms 

§  6.8701  Uniforms  prescribed.  Officers 
and  men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  shall  wear 
the  uniforms  prescribed  for  officers  and 
men  of  corresponding  ranks  or  ratings 
in  the  regular  Navy. 

§  6.8702  Uniforms  required,  officers. 
(1)  Except  as  noted  in  paragraph  (2) 
hereof,  commissioned  and  warrant  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  are  required 
to  possess  the  following:  Service  dress 
blue,  service  dress  white,  overcoat  (or 
raincoat) ,  leggings,  sword,  swordknot 
(if  commissioned),  undress  belt;  avia¬ 
tion  working  dress  (if  an  aviator).  All 
other  items  of  uniform  prescribed  for 
officers  of  the  United  States  Navy  are 
optional  for  officers  of  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve,  but  such  uniforms  must  be  of 
regulation  pattern. 

(2)  Chaplains  shall  not  wear  the 
cocked  hat,  epaulets,  sword,  sword  belts, 
nor  full  dress  trousers.  They  may  wear 
the  vestments  of  the  church  to  which 
they  belong  on  occasions  requiring  it. 

(3)  Aviation  cadets  shall  wear  the 
uniform  prescribed  for  them  in  Chapter 
10  hereof. 

§  6.8703  When  uniforms  cure  to  be 
worn.  (1)  Except  as  noted  in  para¬ 
graphs  (2)  and  (3)  hereof,  members  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  shall  wear  the  uni¬ 
forms  of  their  ranks  or  ratings  when  at 
drills  and  when  performing  authorized 
training  duty  with  or  without  pay.  They 
may  wear  such  uniforms  at  ceremonies 
and  memorial  services.  They  shall  not 
wear  them  at  unauthorized  times. 

(2)  Civilian  clothes  may  be  worn  when 
in  an  active  duty  status  in  conformity 
with  the  customs  of  the  regular  service. 

(3)  Officers  of  the  Merchant  Marine 
Reserve  employed  on  vessels  requiring  its 
officers  to  wear  uniforms,  may  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  wear  such  uniforms  while  per¬ 
forming  active  or  training  duty. 

§  6.8704  Uniform  allowance  for  offi¬ 
cers,  Organized  Reserve,  Volunteer  Re¬ 
serve,  and  Merchant  Marine  Reserve. 
(1)  In  time  of  peace,  upon  first  reporting 
for  active  or  training  duty  with  pay,  at 
a  location  where  uniforms  are  required 


to  be  worn,  or  after  the  authorized  per¬ 
formance  of  14  drills,  an  officer  of  the 
Naval  Reserve  other  than  an  aviation 
cadet  shall  be  paid  a  sum  not  to  exceed 
$100  as  reimbursement  for  the  purchase 
of  the  required  uniforms,  and  thereafter 
he  shall  be  paid  an  additional  sum  of 
$50  for  the  same  purpose  upon  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  each  period  of  not  less  than  4 
years  in  the  Naval  Reserve:  Provided, 
That  this  latter  amount  of  $50  shall  not 
become  due  any  officer  until  he  has  com¬ 
pleted  not  less  than  150  drills  or  periods 
of  other  equivalent  instruction  or  duty 
or  appropriate  duties  and  56  days’  active 
or  training  duty,  or  75  drills  and  84  days’ 
active  or  training  duty,  or  112  days’  ac¬ 
tive  or  training  duty:  Provided  further, 
That  in  time  of  war  or  national  emer¬ 
gency  a  further  sum  of  $150  for  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  required  uniforms  shall  be  paid 
to  officers  of  the  Naval  Reserve  when 
they  first  report  for  active  duty. 

(2)  The  word  “drills”  as  used  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  is  to  be  interpreted 
as  the  regular  drills  of  the  various  units 
authorized  and  performed  in  accordance 
with  §  6.5302. 

(3)  Reimbursement  in  the  above 
amounts  for  uniforms  purchased  and  in 
the  possession  of  the  officer  will  be  made 
by  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts 
(Retainer  Pay  Section)  upon  certifica¬ 
tion  by  claimant’s  commanding  officer 
and  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  that  the 
prescribed  conditions  have  been  met. 
Form  S.  &  A.  445  will  be  used  for  this 
purpose.  Ip  cases  of  officers  of  the  Vol¬ 
unteer  Reserve  and  the  Merchant  Ma¬ 
rine  Reserve,  two  certified  copies  of  the 
orders  to  active  or  training  duty  en¬ 
titling  them  to  the  uniform  gratuity, 
with  all  endorsements,  shall  accompany 
this  form. 

§  6.8705  Gratuitous  issue  of  uniforms 
to  enlisted  men  of  the  Organized  Reserve, 
Volunteer  Reserve,  and  Merchant  Ma¬ 
rine  Reserve  in  time  of  peace.  (1)  Dur¬ 
ing  each  period  of  4  years’  enlistment, 
men  of  classes  0-1,  0-2,  V-l,  V-2,  and 
V-3,  other  than  hospital  corps  men  as¬ 
signed  to  organizations  of  the  Marine 
Corps  Reserve,  may  be  issued  such  of 
the  below  enumerated  articles  of  uni¬ 
form  as  the  Commandant  of  the  district 
may  deem  necessary  for  their  proper 
drilling  and  training,  having  due  regard 
for  climatic  conditions,  but  the  issues 
shall  not  exceed  during  any  one  4-year 
period  of  enlistment  the  number  of  items 
enumerated  in  the  following  table  nor 
exceed  in  value  the  limiting  amounts 
prescribed  in  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts  Manual:

(2)  Issues  to  men  of  classes  V-4  and 
M-l  will  be  made  in  accordance  with 
such  special  instructions  as  may  be  pro¬ 
mulgated  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  from  time  to  time. 

(3)  All  issues  to  members  of  the  Naval 
Reserve,  when  authorized,  will  be  made 
and  accounted  for  in  the  manner  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts  Manual. 

(4)  The  clothing  so  issued  will  remain 
the  property  of  the  Government.  On 
separation  from  the  service  or  transfer  to 
a  class  for  which  issues  are  not  author¬ 
ized,  the  Reservist  may  be  required  by  his 
commanding  officer  to  return  the  cloth¬ 
ing  so  issued.  Clothing  returned  in  this 
manner  may  be  cleaned  and  repaired, 
and  retained  as  an  emergency  stock,  not 
on  charge. 

§6.8706  Men  required  to  replace  lost 
w  damaged  articles  of  uniform.  Mem- 
ters  of  the  Naval  Reserve  receiving  a 
gratuitous  issue  of  uniforms  are  required 
to  replace  at  their  own  expense  any  lost 
°r  damaged  article  thereof.  For  this 
Purpose,  cash  requisitions  should  be  sub¬ 
mitted  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts  Manual. 

§  6.8707  Stowage  of  uniforms  in  ar- 
rnories.  In  order  to  maintain  proper 
supervision  of  uniforms  and  to  give  in¬ 
struction  in  the  marking,  care,  and  stow¬ 


age  of  them,  as  well  as  to  insure  that  they 
shall  not  be  worn  at  unauthorized  times, 
men  of  the  Naval  Reserve  shall  be  re¬ 
quired  to  keep  their  uniforms  at  ar¬ 
mories,  or  drill  halls,  if  suitable  locker 
facilities  are  available. 

§  6.8708  Issue  of  bedding,  clothes  bags, 
and  buckets.  Clothes  bags,  mattresses, 
pillows,  mattress  covers,  pillow  covers, 
blankets,  buckets,  and  hammocks  with 
clews  and  lashings,  when  required  in  con- 
j  nection  with  the  training  on  shipboard 
of  enlisted  members  of  the  Naval  Reserve, 
are  obtainable  on  requisition  chargeable 
against  the  naval  district’s  allotment  of 
funds  under  the  Construction  and  Repair 
subhead  of  the  Naval  Reserve  Appropria¬ 
tion,  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the 
Bureau  of  Construction  and  Repair  Man¬ 
ual.  They  will  be  issued,  cleaned,  and 
accounted  for  in  the  manner  prescribed 
in  the  Bureau  of  Construction  and  Re¬ 
pair  Manual.  These  items,  except  bags 
and  hammocks,  when  issued  to  organiza¬ 
tions  of  the  Naval  Reserve  will  be  marked 
as  follows:  “U.  S.  Naval  Reserve”;  this 
will  be  in  stencil  black  letters,  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  and  lengthwise  of  the  blanket,  mat¬ 
tress,  etc.;  2-inch  letters  will  be  used  for 
blankets,  mattresses,  and  mattress  covers, 
and  1-inch  letters  for  the  other  items. 

STTBPART  I — FLEET  RESERVE 

Purpose 

§  6.9101  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  the 
Fleet  Reserve  is  to  provide  an  available  I 
reserve  of  ex-officers  and  ex-enlisted  men 
of  the  Regular  Navy  who  may  be  utilized 
without  further  training  to  fill  those  bil¬ 
lets  requiring  experienced  personnel  in 
the  initial  stages  of  mobilization. 

Composition  of  Fleet  Reserve 

§  6.9201  Officers.  The  officer  person¬ 
nel  of  the  Fleet  Reserve  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  ex-officers  of  the  Regular  Navy 
who  have  been  appointed  in  accordance 
with  §  6.9401,  and  designated  as  follows: 

DE-F.  Line  officers. 

SC-F.  Supply  Corps  officers. 

MC-F.  Medical  Corps  officers. 

DC-F.  Dental  Corps  officers. 

CC-F.  Construction  Corps  officers. 

CEC-F.  Civil  Engineer  Corps  officers. 

ChC-F.  Chaplain  Corps. 

§  6.9202  Enlisted  men.  Enlisted  men 
of  the  Fleet  Reserve  shall  be  comprised 
in  the  following  classifications  and  des¬ 
ignations: 

F-2.  Those  who  are  transferred  direct 
from  the  Navy  thereto  after  4  or  more 
years’  naval  service,  and  those  who  after 
an  equal  amount  of  such  naval  service 
have  been  honorably  discharged  and  are 
enlisted  in  the  Naval  Reserve  and  as¬ 
signed  to  this  class. 

F-3-c.  Those  men  who  previous  to  July 
1,  1925,  were  transferred  from  the  Regu¬ 
lar  Navy  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Force  after 
16  years’  naval  service,  and  on  July  1, 
1925,  were  further  transferred  from  the 
Naval  Reserve  Force  to  the  Naval 
Reserve. 


F-3-d.  Those  men  who  previous  to 
July  1,  1925,  were  transferred  from  the 
Regular  Navy  to  the  Naval  Reserve  Force 
after  20  years’  naval  service,  and  on  July 
1,  1925,  were  further  transferred  from 
the  Naval  Reserve  Force  to  the  Naval 
Reserve. 

F-4-c.  Those  men  who  served  in  the 
Regular  Navy  prior  to  July  1,  1925,  who 
were  either  in  the  Navy  or  Naval  Reserve 
Force  on  that  date  and  thereafter  trans¬ 
fer  to  the  Naval  Reserve  after  16  years’ 
naval  service. 

F-4-d.  Those  men  who  served  in  the 
Regular  Navy  prior  to  July  1,  1925,  who 
were  either  in  the  Navy  or  Naval  Reserve 
Force  on  that  date  and  thereafter  trans¬ 
fer  to  the  Naval  Reserve  after  20  years’ 
naval  service. 

F-5.  Those  men  who  first  enlist  in  the 
Navy  after  July  1,  1925,  or  who  reenlist 
with  broken  service  after  that  date  and 
transfer  to  the  Naval  Reserve  after  20 
years’  naval  service. 

Administration 

§  6.9301  Maintenance  of  records  for 
classes  F-2,  F-2,  F-4,  and  F-5,  and  physi¬ 
cal  examinations  of  Fleet  Reserves.  (1) 
Commandants  will  maintain  records 
showing  the  physical  and  professional 
qualifications  of  men  of  classes  F-2,  F-3, 
F— 4,  and  F-5  attached  to  their  districts. 

(2)  Men  will  be  classified  profes¬ 
sionally  in  accordance  with  the  type  or 
types  of  vessels  on  which  they  are  best 
qualified  to  serve. 

(3)  Enlisted  men  transferred  to  the 
Fleet  Reserve  after  16  years’  or  more 
service  in  the  Regular  Navy  shall  be  ex¬ 
amined  physically  at  least  once  during 
each  4-year  period.  The  Bureau  desires 
to  complete  these  examinations  without 
cost  to  the  Government,  with  the  mini¬ 
mum  inconvenience  to  the  men  con¬ 
cerned,  and  insofar  as  is  practicable,  em¬ 
ploying  the  following  plan: 

(a)  Fleet  Reservists  will  be  authorized 
by  commandants  to  undergo  physical  ex¬ 
amination  at  any  time  during  the  fourth 
fiscal  year  following  the  fiscal  year  of 
transfer  to  the  Fleet  Reserve  and  during 
each  fourth  year  thereafter.  No  certain 
time  within  these  fourth  years  will  be 
specified. 

(b)  When  physical  examinations  are 
due,  the  men  should  be  ordered  by  the 
Commandant  of  the  naval  district  in 
which  they  reside  to  report  for  such  ex¬ 
amination  to  the  nearest  Regular  Navy 
activity  where  the  services  of  a  medical 
officer  are  available,  to  the  nearest  Naval 
Reserve  aviation  base,  or  to  the  nearest 
Naval  Reserve  armory.  When  ordered  to 
an  armory  the  men  should  report  only 
on  drill  nights.  Unless  Naval  Reserve 
medical  officers  of  classes  MC-V  (G)  and 
MC-V  (S)  volunteer  for  this  service,  it 
is  not  desired  that  members  of  the  Fleet 
Reserve  be  ordered  to  report  to  such 
officers  at  their  private  offices  for  phys¬ 
ical  examination. 

(c)  To  avoid  inconvenience  in  cases 
where  the  Reservists’  civil  pursuits  re- 
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quire  that  he  be  out  of  the  district  where 
his  records  are  kept,  permission  may  be 
granted  to  use  the  facilities  of  any  other 
district  for  this  examination. 

(d)  Report  of  physical  examination 
will  be  made  in  duplicate  on  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery  Form  Y,  which 
may  be  obtained  from  the  naval  medical 
supply  depot,  Brooklyn,  N.  Y. 

(4)  In  the  case  of  the  failure  of  a  Fleet 
Reservist  of  classes  F-4  and  F-5  to  pre¬ 
sent  himself  for  physical  examination 
during  the  time  mentioned  above,  or 
up  until  such  time  during  the  fourth  year 
as  the  Commandant  may  decide  upon 
with  a  view  to  completing  the  examina¬ 
tion  within  the  4-year  period,  specific 
orders  involving  transportation  and  ac¬ 
tive  duty  pay  will  need  to  be  issued  by 
the  Commandant  concerned. 

(5)  Enlisted  men  who  are  or  have  been 
transferred  to  the  Fleet  Reserve  after 
16  years’  or  more  service  in  the  Regular 
Navy,  and  who  are  found  not  physically 
qualified  upon  such  examination,  shall 
be  transferred  to  the  retired  list  of  the 
Regular  Navy. 

(6)  The  cooperation  of  the  service  is 
enjoined  to  accomplish  the  majority  of 
the  necessary  physical  examinations 
without  the  necessity  of  issuing  orders 
except  in  extreme  cases.  When  orders 
are  necessary,  it  is  desired  that  men  be 
kept  on  active  duty  for  this  purpose  as 
short  a  time  as  possible.  If  practicable 
no  man  should  be  retained  more  than  1 
day  at  the  naval  activity  where  the  in¬ 
spection  and  examination  is  held  nor 
shall  any  man  be  ordered  to  report,  with¬ 
out  prior  reference  to  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation,  whose  probable  period  of 
active  duty,  including  travel  time,  will 
exceed  three  days. 

(7)  Members  of  the  Fleet  Reserve,  re¬ 
porting  for  inspection  in  accordance  with 
orders  issued  as  directed  in  paragraph 
5  will  be  paid  active-duty  pay  by  the 
Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts  direct 
for  such  time  as  they  are  actually  at  a 
naval  activity  for  this  purpose  and  for 
the  necessary  time  to  perform  the  travel 
to  and  from  their  homes.  They  shall  also 
be  furnished  transportation  in  kind  with 
the  necessary  cash  allowances  for  travel 
involved  by  the  naval  districts. 

(8)  In  order  that  the  accounts  of  those 
men  who  report  for  inspection  may  be  so 
adjusted  as  to  allow  active-duty  pay  in 
lieu  of  retainer  pay  for  the  period  of 
active  duty,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the 
Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts  be  fur¬ 
nished  some  authentic  voucher  in  dupli¬ 
cate.  To  the  end  that  the  procedure 
may  be  uniform  in  all  the  districts  the 
order  issued  to  reservists  will  contain 
paragraphs  reading: 

You  will  enter  on  the  back  of  this  order 
the  place  from  which  you  started  to  travel 
and  the  date  and  hour  of  departure  and  the 
place,  date,  and  hour  of  your  arrival  home 
You  will  sign  your  name  after  these  entries, 

The  officer  to  whom  you  report  for  this 
inspection  will  indorse  on  the  back  of  this 
order  and  over  his  signature  the  place 
date,  and  hour  of  reporting  and  the  date  and 
hour  of  release. 


Upon  your  arrival  home  you  will  forward

will  cause  two  copies  of  it  to  be  prepared,  cer¬ 
tified,  and  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  Sup¬ 
plies  and  Accounts  (Retainer  Pay  Section), 
which  bureau  will  make  the  necessary  ad¬ 
justment  in  your  pay  accounts. 


(9)  A  minimum  of  clerical  effort  will 
be  required  and  chance  of  error  reduced 
if  forms  are  printed  on  the  back  of  the 
order  and  the  carbon  copies  (prepared 
when  the  original  orders  are  issued)  as 
follows:

(10)  Failure  of  any  member  to  report 
for  physical  examination  and  inspection 
as  required  by  paragraph  (5),  in  obe¬ 
dience  to  lawful  order,  will  result  in  for 
feiture  of  any  pay  which  may  be  due 
him.  Pay  so  forfeited  shall  be  the  pay 
due  and  unpaid  him  on  the  date  notice

Members  of  the 
Fleet  Reserve  who  desire  to  leave  the 
United  States  or  its  possessions  for  short 
periods  may  obtain  permission  in  the 
manner  outlined  in  §  6.1804. 

§  6.9303  Permission  to  leave  the 
United  Stat  s  for  extended  periods.  (1) 
Members  ol  the  Fleet  Reserve  who  desire 
to  reside  outside  the  United  States  or  its 
possessions  for  periods  in  excess  of  6 


months  should  forward  their  requests  to 
the  Bureau,  via  the  Commandant  of  their 
district;  and  when  such  residence  is  to 
be  in  China  or  the  Philippines  the  re¬ 
quests  should  be  forwarded  via  the  Com¬ 
mander  in  Chief,  Asiatic  Fleet,  in  addi¬ 
tion.  Permissions  thus  granted  are  for 
periods  of  1  year  only,  but  may  be  re¬ 
newed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Bureau 
of  Navigation.  The  records  of  officers 
and  men  granted  permission  to  leave  the 
United  States  for  periods  of  over  6 
months  should  be  forwarded  to  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation  in  accordance  with 
§  6.1809  (3),  and  such  reservists  will  no 
longer  be  considered  attached  to  the 
naval  district  in  which  they  previously 
resided.  Change  of  official  residence 
should  be  reported  to  the  Bureau  of  Sup¬

§  6.1803. 

(2)  Transfers  to  the  Fleet  Reserve  in 
the  Fifteenth  Naval  District  and  Republic 
of  Panama  will  not  be  made  until  ap¬ 
proval  for  residence  therein  has  first  been 
obtained  from  the  Commandant  of  the 
district  or  his  designated  representative. 

Appointment  and  Transfer  to  the  Fleet 
Reserve 

§  6.9401  Assignment  of  officers  to 
Fleet  Reserve.  (1)  Ex-commissioned 
and  ex-warrant  officers  of  the  Regular 
Navy  who  have  been  honorably  dis¬ 
charged  therefrom  after  not  less  than  4 
years’  service  therein,  may,  subject  to 
their  own  consent  and  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  be  ap¬ 
pointed  in  the  Naval  Reserve  in  the  per¬ 
manent  rank  last  held  by  them  in  the 
Regular  Navy,  and  assigned  to  the  Fleet 
Reserve. 

(2)  Officers  appointed  under  the  fore¬ 
going  provision  shall  not,  in  time  of 
peace,  be  ordered  to  active  duty,  except 
with  their  own  consent,  and  shall  be 
under  no  obligation  to  perform  training 
or  drill  duty  during  that  period,  but  shall 
be  paid  in  advance  $20  per  annum. 

§  6.9402  Assignment  to  class  F-2  upon 
termination  of  service  in  the  Regular 
Navy.  (1)  The  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
may  require  any  person,  when  enlisting 
in  the  Regular  Navy,  and  may  authorize 
any  enlisted  man  in  such  service  to  obli¬ 
gate  himself,  to  serve  4  years  in  the  Fleet 
Reserve  upon  termination  of  his  enlist¬ 
ment. 

(2)  Men  who  have  so  obligated  them¬ 
selves  and  are  recommended  for  reen¬ 
listment  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Fleet 
Reserve,  F-2,  upon  termination  of  their 
enlistment  in  the  Regular  Navy,  unless 
they  apply  for  reenlistment  or  extension 
of  their  enlistment  in  the  Regular  Navy, 
in  which  event  they  may  be  reenlisted  or 
may  extend  their  enlistment  in  the  Reg¬ 
ular  Navy. 

(3)  Ex-officers  of  the  Regular  Navy 
and  ex-enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Navy 
who  have  been  honorably  discharged 
therefrom  and  recommended  for  reen¬ 
listment,  after  not  less  than  4  years'  serv¬ 
ice  therein,  may,  subject  to  their  own 
consent  and  in  the  discretion  of  the  Sec- 
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retary  of  the  Navy,  be  appointed  or  en¬ 
listed  in  the  Naval  Reserve  in  the  ranks 
or  ratings  last  held  by  them  in  the  Reg¬ 
ular  Navy,  and  assigned  to  the  Fleet 
Reserve,  Class  F-2. 

(4)  For  all  purposes  of  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  Act  of  1938  a  complete  enlistment 
during  minority  shall  be  counted  as  4 
years’  service  and  any  enlistment  termi¬ 
nated  within  3  months  prior  to  the  ex¬ 
piration  of  the  term  of  such  enlistment 
shall  be  counted  as  the  full  term  of  serv¬ 
ice  for  which  enlisted. 

(5)  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  men 
transferred  or  assigned  to  the  Fleet  Re¬ 
serve  under  the  provisions  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  shall  not,  in  time  of  peace,  be  or¬ 
dered  to  active  duty,  except  with  their 
own  consent,  and  shall  be  under  no  ob¬ 
ligation  to  perform  training  duty  or 
drill  during  that  period,  but  shall  be 
paid  in  advance  $20  per  annum. 

(6)  Upon  assignment  to  the  Fleet  Re¬ 
serve  F-2  entry  shall  be  made  on  back 
of  discharge  certificate  in  upper  left- 
hand  corner  and  on  C.  S.  C.  in  space 
following  entry  of  discharge.  These  en- 
tnes  must  show  ship  or  station  on  which 
assignment*  is  made,  date  of  assignment 
and  rate  in  which  assigned.  This  en¬ 
try  will  be  signed  by  the  commanding 
officer. 

§  6.9403  Restrictions  on  transfers 
and  assignment  to  class  F-2.  (1)  Trans¬ 

fers  to,  or  enlistments  in  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  for  assignment  to  class  F-2  of  the 
Fleet  Reserve  will  be  made  only  when 
procurement  for  this  class  is  authorized 
by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  and  when 
the  applicant  is  in  a  rating  specified  by 
the  bureau  as  desirable  for  the  Reserve. 
Such  instructions  will  be  issued  from 
time  to  time,  depending  upon  the  num¬ 
ber  and  ratings  required  in  the  Reserve 
and  the  funds  available. 

(2)  Men  of  class  F-2  will  not  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  perform  drills,  equivalent  in¬ 
struction  or  duty,  or  appropriate  duty. 

(3)  As  the  assignment  of  enlisted  men 
to  class  F-2  is  for  four-year  periods 
only,  such  men  may  neither  reenlist  in 
class  F-2  nor  extend  their  enlistment 
therein. 

§  6.9404  Applications  for  Fleet  Re¬ 
serve.  (l)  Applications  for  transfer  to 
the  Fleet  Reserve  should  not  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  over 
1  year  in  advance  of  date  of  transfer. 

(2)  Applications  once  submitted  in 
proper  form  may  not  be  cancelled  or 
withdrawn  upon  request. 

(3)  Men  awaiting  disciplinary  action 
or  serving  sentence  of  a  court  martial, 
including  time  on  probation,  will  not  be 
authorized  to  transfer  to  the  Fleet  Re¬ 
serve  until  completion  of  such  discipli¬ 
nary  action.  Where  transfer  has  already 
been  authorized,  the  date  will  be  deferred 
or  the  authorization  cancelled  as  appro¬ 
priate. 

§  6.9405  Transfer  to  class  F-4  of  men 

enlisted  in  Regular  Navy  prior  to 
July  1,  1925.  (1)  Any  enlisted  man  of 

the  Regular  Navy  who  meets  any  one  of

the  following  requirements  is  eligible  for 
transfer  to  the  Fleet  Reserve,  class  F-4, 
on  the  completion  of  16  or  more  years’ 
naval  service  even  though  his  service  has 
not  been  continuous  since  July  1, 1925: 

(a)  Serving  in  the  Regular  Navy  on 
July  1,  1925. 

(b)  Discharged  prior  to  July  1,  1925, 
and  reenlisted  in  the  Regular  Navy  sub¬ 
sequent  to  that  date  and  within  3  months 
of  date  of  discharge. 

(c)  Serving  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Force 
on  July  1,  1925,  in  an  enrollment  entered 
into  within  4  months  from  the  date  of 
discharge  from  the  Regular  Navy  and 
thereafter  reenlisted  in  the  Regular  Navy 
within  3  months  from  the  date  of  dis¬ 
charge  from  the  Naval  Reserve  created 
by  the  act  of  February  28,  1925. 

(2)  Enlisted  men  when  so  transferred 
shall,  except  when  on  active  duty,  be 
entitled  to  receive,  if  they  have  had  16 
but  less  than  20  years’  naval  service,  pay 
at  the  rate  of  one-third  the  base  pay 
they  were  receiving  at  the  time  of  trans¬ 
fer,  plus  all  permanent  additions  thereto, 
and  if  they  have  had  20  or  more  years’ 
naval  service,  pay  at  the  rate  of  one-half 
of  the  base  pay  they  were  receiving  at  the 
time  of  transfer,  plus  all  permanent  addi¬ 
tions  thereto. 

(3)  The  pay  authorized  in  this  section 
shall  be  increased  10  percent  for  all  men 
who  may  be  credited  with  extraordinary 
heroism  in  the  line  of  duty  or  whose 
average  marks  in  conduct  for  twenty  or 
more  years  shall  not  be  less  than  95 
percent  of  the  maximum.  The  deter¬ 
mination  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
as  to  the  definition  of  extraordinary  her¬ 
oism  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  for 
all  purposes. 

(4)  All  requests  for  transfer  to  the 
Fleet  Reserve  must  be  submitted  in  dupli¬ 
cate  on  Form  N.  Nav.  395-A. 

§  6.9406  Transfer  of  citizens  of  insu¬ 
lar  possessions  from  the  Navy  to  the 
Fleet  Reserve.  Enlisted  men  of  the  Regu¬ 
lar  Navy  who  are  citizens  of  the  insular 
possessions  of  the  United  States  are  eli¬ 
gible  for  transfer  to  the  Fleet.  Reserve 
under  the  same  conditions  in  all  respects 
as  are  by  law  and  regulation  applicable 
to  the  transfer  to  the  Fleet  Reserve  of 
enlisted  men  of  the  Regular  Navy  who 
are  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

§  6.9407  Computation  of  service  for 
transfer  to  the  Fleet  Reserve.  (1)  Naval 
service  for  purposes  of  transfer  to  the 
Fleet  Reserve  includes  all  service  either 
as  an  officer  or  enlisted  man  in  the  Regu¬ 
lar  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  active  service 
other  than  training  in  the  Naval  Reserve 
Force,  Naval  Reserve,  Marine  Corps  Re¬ 
serve,  or  National  Naval  Volunteers,  and 
in  the  Naval  Militia  when  in  actual  serv¬ 
ice  of  the  United  States  pursuant  to  a 
call  of  the  President,  and  service  in  the 
Coast  Guard  when  serving  as  a  part  of 
the  Navy  in  time  of  war. 

(2)  In  computing  the  service  of  en¬ 
listed  men  of  the  Navy  for  transfer  to 
the  Fleet  Reserve  deductions  will  be  made 


for  the  following  reasons.  In  indicating 
these  classes  of  deductions  the  abbrevia¬ 
tions  shown  below  will  be  used.

(3)  In  computing  the  service  of  en¬ 
listed  men  for  pay  purposes,  deductions 
will  be  made  on  account  of  nonperform¬ 
ance  of  duty  for  the  following  reasons. 
In  indicating  these  classes  of  deductions, 
the  abbreviations  shown  below  will  be 
used. 

(a)  Time  while  on  furlough  without

(4)  Nonperformance  of  duty  because 
imprisoned  includes  time  under  court- 
martial  sentence  in  a  naval  prison  (or  at 
a  receiving  ship  or  station  designated  as 
a  naval  prison)  and  time  under  arrest 
awaiting  trial  which  results  in  convic¬ 
tion  and  sentence  to  confinement  in  a 
naval  prison  (or  at  a  receiving  ship  or 
station  designated  as  a  naval  prison). 
It  does  not  include  time  in  arrest  await¬ 
ing  trial  by  court  martial  in  case  of 
acquittal. 

(5)  Nonperformance  of  duty  because 
imprisoned  does  not  include  time  spent 
in  confinement  after  trial  under  sen¬ 
tence  of  court  martial  or  deck  courts, 
where  the  punishment  inflicted  does  not 
involve  confinement  at  a  naval  prison 
(or  at  a  receiving  ship  or  station  desig¬ 
nated  as  a  naval  prison),  but  involves 
confinement  only  to  the  limits  of  the 
ship  or  station  to  which  attached  or  con¬ 
finement  in  the  brig  of  such  ship  or 
station. 

(6)  In  computing  service  for  transfer 
to  the  Fleet  Reserve,  complete  enlist¬ 
ments  during  minority  count  as  4  years, 
and  any  enlistment  terminated  within 
3  months  prior  to  expiration  of  the  term 
of  such  enlistment  counts  as  the  full 
term  for  which  enlisted.  Only  actual 
time  served  shall  be  counted  for  pay 
purposes. 

§  6.9408  Transfer  to  the  Fleet  Re¬ 
serve,  class  F-5.  Men  who  enlist  in  the 
Regular  Navy  after  July  I,  1925,  except 
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those  specified  in  §  6.9405,  may,  upon 
their  own  applications,  be  transferred 
to  the  Fleet  Reserve  only  upon  comple¬ 
tion  of  at  least  20  years’  naval  service 
and  provided  they  then  are  found  physi¬ 
cally  and  otherwise  qualified  to  perform 
duty  in  time  of  war.  After  such  trans¬ 
fer,  except  when  on  active  duty,  they 
shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  one-half  of 
the  base  pay  they  are  receiving  at  the 
time  of  transfer. 

§  6.9409  Travel  allowance  for  men 
transferred  to  the  Fleet  Reserve.  En¬ 
listed  men  transferred  from  the  Regular 
Navy  to  class  F-4  and  class  F-5  are  en¬ 
titled  to  travel  allowance  or  to  transpor¬ 
tation  in  kind  as  provided  in  article  2503- 
11,  Navy  Travel  Instructions  (available 
in  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  Navy  De¬ 
partment)  . 

Records  and  Reports 

§  6.9501  Service  records.  Comman¬ 
dants  will  maintain  service  records,  N. 
Nav.  352,  for  all  men  of  the  Fleet  Reserve 
attached  to  their  districts.  Records  will 
be  prepared  and  maintained,  so  far  as 
is  practicable,  in  accordance  with  the  re¬ 
quirements  of  §  6.1807. 

§  6.9502  Record  of  quadrennial  phys¬ 
ical  examinations  and  professional  quali¬ 
fications.  Commandants  will  maintain 
records  showing  the  physical  and  profes¬ 
sional  qualifications  of  men  in  classes 
F-2,  F-3,  F-4,  and  F-5  attached  to  their 
districts,  in  accordance  with  §  6.9301. 
Professional  qualifications  should  be  con¬ 
sidered  after  each  physical  examination 
and  a  short  statement  entered  in  the 
man’s  service  record  indicating  the  type 
of  duty  for  which  he  is  best  fitted. 

Duties  of  Fleet  Reservists 

§  6.9601  Duties,  classes  F  and  F-2. 
In  time  of  peace  officers  and  men  of 
these  classes  shall  not  perform  active 
duty  except  with  their  own  consent,  in 
accordance  with  §  6.9402. 

§  6.9602  Duties,  classes  F-3,  F-4,  F-5. 

(1)  In  time  of  peace  all  enlisted  men 
transferred  in  the  Fleet  Reserve  after  16 
years’  or  more  service  in  the  Regular 
Navy,  in  accordance  with  §§  6.9405  and 
6.9408,  may  be  required  to  perform  not 
more  than  2  months’  active  duty  in  each 
4-year  period.  If  practicable,  one  period 
of  15  days’  active  duty  should  be  per¬ 
formed  each  year. 

(2)  In  accordance  with  §  6.1901,  no 
member  of  the  Fleet  Reserve  shall  be 
barred  from  accepting  civilian  employ¬ 
ment  under  the  Federal  Government, 
with  pay  in  addition  to  his  retainer  or 
retired  pay,  nor  practicing  his  civil  pro¬ 
fession  or  occupation  before  or  in  con¬ 
nection  with  any  department  of  the 
Federal  Government. 

(3)  In  accordance  with  §  6.1902  all 
officers  and  employees  of  the  United 
States  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia  who 
are  members  of  the  Fleet  Reserve  are  en¬ 
titled  to  leave  of  absence  from  their 
respective  duties  without  loss  of  pay, 
time,  or  efficiency  rating  on  all  days  dur¬ 
ing  which  they  may  be  employed  with 


or  without  pay  under  orders  or  authori¬ 
zation  of  competent  authority  on  train¬ 
ing  duty  for  periods  not  to  exceed  fifteen 
days  in  any  one  calendar  year. 

§  6.9603  Release  of  men  of  classes  F-2, 
F-4,  and  F-5  to  inactive  duty.  In  order 
that  Commandants  of  districts  may  make 
suitable  arrangements  for  the  use  of  men 
of  classes  F-2,  F-4,  and  F-5  at  mobiliza¬ 
tion,  it  is  essential  that  the  following 
measures  be  taken  by  commanding  offi¬ 
cers  who  release  such  men  to  inactive 
duty  immediately  following  their  assign¬ 
ment  or  transfer  to  the  Reserve: 

(a)  The  reservist  will  be  instructed  in 
writing  by  his  commanding  officer  of  his 
obligation  to  respond  to  orders  to  active 
duty  in  time  of  war  or  national  emer¬ 
gency,  and  of  the  necessity  of  keeping 
himself  in  readiness  and  physically  fit  for 
service  therefor;  that  he  must  at  all 
times  keep  the  Commandant  of  the  naval 
district  in  which  he  resides  informed  of 
his  home  address;  that  he  must  answer 
promptly  all  letters  addressed  to  him  by 
proper  authority;  and  that  he  must  in¬ 
form  the  Commandant  of  any  change  in 
his  health  which  might  prevent  service 
at  sea  in  time  of  war. 

(b)  The  commanding  officer  will  also 
instruct  in  writing  all  enlisted  men  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Fleet  Reserve  after  16  years’ 
or  more  service  in  the  Regular  Navy  that, 
in  time  of  peace,  they  may  be  required  to 
perform  not  more  than  2  months’  active 
duty  in  each  4-year  period  and  shall  be 
examined  physically  at  least  once  during 
each  4-year  period. 

(c)  The  commanding  officer  will  in¬ 
form  the  reservist  as  to  the  recruiting 
and  other  naval  stations  nearest  his 
home  and  encourage  him  to  maintain 
touch  with  these  stations. 

(d)  The  regular  Navy  record,  N.  Nav. 

1,  will  be  closed  out  and  forwarded  to  the 
Bureau. 

(e)  The  Naval  Reserve  record,  N.  Nav. 
352,  will  be  made  out  and  forwarded  to 
the  Commandant  of  the  district  in  which 
the  reservist  intends  to  reside.  The  com¬ 
manding  officer  will  fill  out  and  attach  to 
the  Naval  Reserve  record  the  form  show¬ 
ing  the  character  of  his  service  and  the 
duty  for  which  he  is  best  fitted. 

(f)  Health  records  will  be  handled  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Manual  for  the  Medical  Department. 

(g)  If  accounts  are  complete,  the  con¬ 
tinuous-service  certificate  should  be 
closed  out  and  returned  to  the  man.  If 
accounts  are  incomplete  upon  transfer 
and  it  is  necessary  for  the  Commandant 
to  make  adjustments,  the  continuous-  j 
service  certificate  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  Commandant  of  the  naval  district 
with  his  Naval  Reserve  record;  when  all 
adjustments  have  been  made  the  con¬ 
tinuous-service  certificate  will  be  re¬ 
turned  to  the  man. 

§  6.9604  Physical  examinations.  (1) 
All  enlisted  men  in  the  Fleet  Reserve  who 
have  been  transferred  from  the  Regular 
Navy  after  16  or  more  years’  service 
therein,  shall  be  examined  physically  at 


least  once  during  each  4-year  period,  and 
if  found  not  physically  qualified  for  all 
the  duties  of  their  ratings  at  sea  they 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  retired  list  of 
the  Regular  Navy. 

(2)  Commandants  of  naval  districts 
will  conduct  the  necessary  examinations 
and  order  boards  of  medical  survey. 

Discipline 

§  6.9701  Members  of  Fleet  Reserve 
subject  to  naval  discipline.  Enlisted  men

the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  when  sen¬ 
tenced  by  civil  authorities  to  confinement 
in  a  State  or  Federal  penitentiary  as  a 
result  of  a  conviction  for  a  felony. 

§  6.9702  Discharge  for  disciplinary 
reasons.  (1)  Discharge  of  officers  and 
men  for  disciplinary  reasons  must  be  for 
full  and  sufficient  cause,  in  the  discretion 
of  such  administrative  authority  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  may  designate. 

(2)  The  discharge  of  officers  for  cause 
shall  be  accomplished  in  accordance  with 
§  6.6202.

Can-  ' 
didates  for  elimination  flight  training 
who  have  been  selected  by  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  as  qualified  for  elimina¬ 
tion  training  btR  who  are  in  excess 
of  prescribed  numbers,  will  be  placed 
on  the  alternate  list  for  possible  later 
assignment  to  elimination  flight  training, 
and  will  be  known  as  alternates.  Candi¬ 
dates  who  have  successfully  completed 
elimination  training  and  are  recom¬ 
mended  as  fully  qualified  for  further 
training  will  be  placed  on  the  eligible  list 
for  possible  future  appointment  as  avia¬ 
tion  cadets  and  assignment  to  Pensacola, 
and  will  be  known  as  eligibles. 

§  6.10305  Applications  and  enlist¬ 
ments.  (1)  Applications  shall  be  sub¬ 
mitted  on  Form  N.  Nav.  373.  All  applica¬ 
tions,  complete  with  required  documen¬ 
tary  evidence,  should  be  submitted  to  the 
Commandants  of  the  naval  districts.  In 
no  case  will  applications  be  considered 
by  the  Navy  Department  unless  individ¬ 
uals  have  been  nominated  by  the  District 
Naval  Reserve  Flight  Selection  Board. 

(2)  Candidates  from  among  qualified 
enlisted  men  of  the  regular  Navy  will 
submit  their  applications,  complete  with 
required  documentary  evidence,  via  offi¬ 
cial  channels,  to  one  of  the  following 
Commandants.  Application  blanks  may 
be  obtained  from  the  same  source: 

East  Coast:  Commandant,  First  Naval 
District,  Boston,  Mass.;  or  Commandant, 
Naval  Air  Station,  Pensacola,  Fla. 

West  Coast:  Commandant,  Eleventh 
Naval  District,  San  Diego,  Calif.;  or  Com¬ 
mandant,  Thirteenth  Naval  District, 
Seattle,  Wash. 

(3)  Each  of  the  candidates  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  paragraphs  will  be  in¬ 
terviewed  personally  by  his  commanding 
officer  in  order  definitely  to  establish  his 
officer-like  and  educational  qualifications, 
as  set  forth  in  §  6.10302.  If  satisfactory, 
the  candidate  will  then  be  examined  by 
a  flight  surgeon,  and  upon  establishing 
his  physical  and  psychological  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  flight  training  and  commission 
in  the  Naval  Reserve,  his  application  shall 
be  forwarded  in  the  manner  indicated 
above.  The  Naval  Reserve  Flight  Selec¬ 
tion  Board  of  the  district  to  which 
application  is  made,  shall  determine 
whether  or  not  the  candidate  is  to  be 
nominated  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
for  elimination  flight  training.  A  per¬ 
sonal  interview  by  the  Board  will  not 
be  required  when  considered  impracti¬ 
cable,  but  is  most  desirable. 

(4)  Application  forms  must  be  prop¬ 
erly  completed  and  accompanied  by  all 


required  data  in  acceptable  form.  Naval 
Reserve  Flight  Selection  Boards  are  re¬ 
quested  to  exercise  particular  care  in 
checking  the  following: 

(a)  Signature.  Application  to  be 
signed  with  full  legal  name  of  applicant, 
in  script,  in  his  own  handwriting. 

(b)  Birth  certificate.  In  all  cases  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  desires  copy  of 
original  birth  certificate,  authenticated 
by  the  registrar  or  other  custodian  of  the 
public  records.  When  birth  has  not 
been  properly  recorded  due  to  lack  of 
records,  or,  when  for  some  other  suffi¬ 
cient  reason  a  birth  certificate  is  not  ob¬ 
tainable,  an  explanation  must  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  with 
the  application.  In  these  instances,  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  may  accept  the 
affidavit  of  either  parent,  or  of  a  third 
person  who  has  known  the  applicant  for 
at  least  20  years  and  who  is  in  a  position 
to  make  such  an  affidavit  from  first¬ 
hand  knowledge.  The  affidavit  of  a 
brother  or  a  sister  may  be  accepted  pro¬ 
vided  the  affiant  is  at  least  4  years  older 
than  the  applicant.  Affidavits  must 
carry  the  notarial  seal  and  should  state 
the  names  of  both  parents,  date  and 
birthplace  of  applicant,  relationship,  if 
any,  of  the  affiiant  to  the  applicant,  and 
length  of  time  he  or  she  has  known  the 
applicant.  Affidavit  by  the  applicant  as 
to  the  place  and  date  of  his  own  birth 
will  not  be  accepted. 

(c)  Foreign  born.  When  the  applicant 
is  not  native  born,  it  will  be  necessary 
that  he  furnish  a  certificate  of  derivative 
citizenship,  unless  he  is  identified  in  the 
certificate  of  citizenship  of  his  parent. 
Certificates  of  citizenship  will  be  re¬ 
turned  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  after 
they  have  served  their  purpose.  The 
provisions  of  §  6.2103  (2)  apply  as  to 
length  of  United  States  citizenship  and 
residence. 

<d)  Photograph.  The  photograph  sub¬ 
mitted  on  Form  N.  Nav.  373  should  be 
a  close-up  showing  head  and  shoulders. 

(e)  Educational  transcript.  The  sig¬ 
nature  and  seal  of  the  registrar  on  tran¬ 
script  of  educational  record  is  required. 
If  summary  of  high-school  credits  ap¬ 
pears  on  college  transcript,  a  transcript 
of  the  high-school  record  will  not  be 
required. 

(5)  In  completing  its  report,  on  reverse 
side  of  Form  N.  Nav.  373,  the  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  Right  Selection  Board  shall  express 
a  concise  opinion  of  the  candidate.  The 
practice  of  using  marks  scaling  from  2.5 
to  4.0  to  indicate  degree  of  desirability 
will  not  be  followed,  as  it  does  not  convey 
sufficient  information.  The  board  shall 
indicate  under  which  subparagraph  of 
§  6.10302  (2)  the  applicant  is  considered 
educationally  qualified.  In  the  event 
subparagraph  (e)  applies,  letters  of  rec¬ 
ommendation  from  present  or  past  em¬ 
ployers  will  be  required,  and  the  Board 
shall  state  what  experience  and  training, 
over  and  above  the  formal  education,  are 
construed  as  providing  the  equivalent  of 
the  college  requirements. 


(6)  When  nominees  are  members  of, 
or  have  had  previous  service  in  other  mil¬ 
itary  organizations,  resumes  should  con¬ 
tain  concise  information  as  to  such 
service,  the  inclusion  of  which  should  be 
checked  by  the  Naval  Reserve  Flight 
Selection  Boards. 

(a)  When  service  in  the  National 
Guard  is  indicated,  the  Board  shall  ob¬ 
tain  statement  of  service  from  the  ad- 
jutant  general  of  the  State  concerned. 

If  possible,  these  statements  should  ac¬ 
company  applications;  otherwise,  they 
should  follow  as  soon  as  practicable,  in 
all  cases  they  must  be  received  in  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  before  appoint¬ 
ment  as  aviation  cadet  will  be  issued. 

(b)  When  applicants  have  had  service 
in  the  Army  Reserve  or  United  States 
Coast  Guard,  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
will  obtain  statements  of  service  directly 
from  the  War  Department  or  Coast 
Guard,  as  the  case  may  be. 

(7)  Applications  shall  be  forwarded 
complete  by  classes,  and  must  be  accom¬ 
panied  by  letters  of  transmittal,  listing 
nominees  in  the  order  of  desirability. 
Only  one  application  form  is  required 
by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  for  each 
nominee.  When  submitting  an  insuffi¬ 
cient  number  of  applications  to  meet  the 
quota  for  a  given  class.  Naval  Reserve 
Right  Selection  Boards  shall  make  a 
statement  as  to  the  reason  therefor. 

(8)  Nominees  shall  be  required  to  cer¬ 
tify  that  they  have  not  previously  failed 
in  flight  training  in  the  Army.  Such 
failures  are  always  detected  through  a 
check  with  the  records  of  the  Army  Air 
Corps,  but  it  is  desired  to  eliminate  them 
in  the  districts  so  that  they  may  not  dis¬ 
place  qualified  individuals  who  would 
otherwise  be  included  on  the  lists  sub¬ 
mitted  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation. 

(9)  Upon  enlisting  selected  candidates, 
recruiting  officers  shall  require  them  to 
fill  out  N.  R.  B.  Form  No.  24  (Application 
for  Enlistment),  and  N.  Nav.  2  (Finger¬ 
print  Records),  which  shall  accompany 
the  shipping  articles,  Form  N.  Nav.  351, 
in  each  case. 

(10)  When  nominees  whose  enlist¬ 
ments  have  been  authorized  fail  to  report 
for  elimination  flight  training,  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation  shall  be  advised  by 
dispatch.  No  enlistments  shall  be  made 
in  class  V-5  of  the  Naval  Reserve  except 
upon  the  specific  authority  from  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation  in  each  case,  which 
in  the  cases  of  alternates  may  be  re¬ 
quested  by  dispatch.  The  Bureau  of 
Navigation  will  return  applications  and 
supporting  documentary  data  to  com¬ 
mandants  only  in  the  cases  of  candidates 
who  for  any  reason  have  not  been  en¬ 
listed,  or  of  nominees  whose  enlistments 
have  been  disapproved.

The  form  of 
insurance  to  be  applied  for  by  aviation 
cadets  shall  be  the  5-year  level  premium 
term  policy,  and,  as  required  by  law,  the 
amount  shall  be  $10,000.  As  the  effective 
date  of  the  policy  will  be  determined  by 
the  date  of  entry  upon  active  duty  un¬ 
dergoing  training,  no  effective  date  of  the 
life  of  the  policy  shall  be  specified.  So 
long  as  the  premiums  are  being  paid  by 
the  Government,  all  policies  shall  be  uni¬ 
form  as  to  benefits.  Therefore,  the  total 
disability  clause  of  the  insurance  appli¬ 
cation  shall  not  be  invoked.  Inclusion  of 
the  total  disability  clause  or  conversion 
to  a  higher  form  of  insurance  may  be 
accomplished  at  the  option  of  the  in¬ 
sured  after  his  status  as  an  aviation  cadet 
has  terminated  by  release  or  acceptance 
of  a  commission  in  the  Naval  Reserve,  j 
Upon  receipt  of  the  application,  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation  will  forward  same  to 
the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts, 
which  in  turn  will  forward  it  to  the  Vet¬ 
erans’  Administration  and  make  arrange¬ 
ments  for  payments  of  premiums  thereon. 

(3)  In  the  event  the  aviation  cadet  so 
insured  should  be  released  from  active 
duty  for  any  reason,  the  Bureau  of  Navi¬ 
gation  will  notify  the  Bureau  of  Sup¬ 
plies  and  Accounts  by  letter  requesting 
that  no  further  premiums  be  paid.  A 
copy  of  this  letter  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  insured  aviation  cadet  who  will  have 
the  option  of  continuing  to  pay  the  pre¬ 
miums  from  his  personal  funds,  or  of 
converting  to  some  higher  form  of  in¬ 
surance  the  premiums  on  which  are  to 
be  paid  from  his  personal  funds,  or  of 
permitting  the  insurance  to  lapse.  The 
Commandant  of  the  Pensacola  Naval  Air 
Station  shall  promptly  notify  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation  by  dispatch,  giving 
dates  of  detachment  and  dates  of  release 
from  active  duty,  allowing  time  for 
travel  home  or  to  place  of  release  via 
the  shortest  usually  traveled  route. 

(4)  When  the  aviation  cadet  so  in¬ 
sured  has  been  commissioned  an  ensign 
in  class  A-V  (N)  the  insurance  shall  be 
continued  in  force,  but  the  premiums 
thereon  shall  be  deducted  from  his  pay 
and  paid  to  the  Veterans’  Administration 
by  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and  Accounts. 
If  the  officer  desires  to  carry  a  higher 
form  of  insurance,  he  may  do  so  upon 
making  proper  application  therefor  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Veterans’ 
Administration,  at  any  time  after  being 
commissioned  in  class  A-V  (N)  and  prior 
to  the  date  of  expiration  of  the  policy. 
The  5-year  level  term  policy  automati¬ 
cally  expires  5  years  after  its  effective 
date  of  issuance.  Prior  to  its  expiration, 
officers  of  class  A-V  (N)  shall  be  required 
to  make  application  for  its  renewal,  or 
for  some  other  form  of  insurance,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  the  Veterans’  Ad¬ 
ministration.  Officers  of  class  A-V  (N) 
shall  be  required  to  make  allotments 
from  their  pay  to  the  Veterans’  Admin¬ 
istration  to  cover  the  premiums  on  their 
insurance  policies. 


(5)  Aviation  cadets  who  at  time  of 
appointment  as  such  may  be  holding 
United  States  Government  life-insurance 
policies,  shall  be  required  to  surrender 
such  policies  when  applying  for  the  new 
policy.  Such  individuals  will  receive 
whatever  cash  surrender  value  may  have 
accumulated  upon  their  old  policies. 
Since  there  is  no  surrender  charge,  the 
surrender  value  of  such  old  policy,  after 
the  first  year,  will  be  the  full  reserve, 
unless  there  is  an  indebtedness  on  the 
policy. 

(6)  Candidates  in  an  enlisted  status, 
undergoing  flight  training,  are  not  en¬ 
titled  to  the  above  described  special  Gov¬ 
ernment  insurance,  but  are  privileged  to 
make  application  for  the  regular  Gov¬ 
ernment  insurance  on  the  same  basis  as 
other  persons  in  the  naval  service.  How¬ 
ever,  it  is  pointed  out  that  Government 
life  insurance  policies  issued  to  such  in¬ 
dividuals  will  have  to  be  surrendered 
upon  appointment  as  aviation  cadet,  as 
set  forth  in  paragraph  (5) .  Applications 
for  such  insurance  shall  be  submitted 
through  official  channels  to  the  United 
States  Veterans’  Administration,  Insur¬ 
ance  Service  Division,  Washington,  D.  C., 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Bureau 
of  Supplies  and  Accounts  Manual. 

(7)  Aviation  cadets  and  officers  of 
class  A-V  (N)  will  not  be  permitted  to 
borrow  against  their  insurance  policies. 
Officers  of  class  A-V  (N)  will  not  be  per¬ 
mitted  to  stop  their  allotments  to  the 
Veterans’  Administration  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  premiums  on  their  policies. 
All  correspondence  with  the  Veterans’ 
Administration  relative  to  these  policies 
shall  be  addressed  via  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation. 

§  6.10604  Travel  under  orders.  (1) 
Aviation  cadets  while  traveling  under 
orders  will  be  furnished  transportation, 
Pullman,  and  cash  for  subsistence  and 
transfers  as  provided  in  2506-2,  Navy 
Travel  Instructions  (available  in  the  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Navigation,  Navy  Department). 

(2)  Travel  by  privately  owned  convey¬ 
ance  may  be  authorized  subject  to  reim¬ 
bursement  at  the  rate  of  3  cents  per  mile 
by  the  shortest  usually  traveled  route,  in 
lieu  of  transportation  in  kind.  Such 
travel  by  privately  owned  conveyance 
must  be  authorized  in  advance  or  ap¬ 
proved  after  travel  has  been  completed. 
When  an  aviation  cadet  desires  to  travel 
by  privately  owned  conveyance,  appro¬ 
priate  endorsement  authorizing  such 
travel  shall  be  placed  on  his  orders  by 
the  Commandant  of  his  naval  district,  or 
by  his  commanding  officer. 

(3)  Officers  of  class  A-V  (N)  while 
traveling  under  orders  are  entitled  to 
the  same  allowances  as  are  officers  of 
the  Regular  Navy  performing  similar 
travel  under  like  conditions. 

§  6.10605  Uniforms.  (1)  While  serv¬ 
ing  on  active  duty  undergoing  training, 
aviation  cadets  will  be  issued  such  items 
of  uniform  clothing  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation,  not  to 
exceed  $100  in  value. 


(2)  Upon  being  commissioned  in  class 
A-V  (N) ,  officers  are  entitled  in  addition 
to  a  cash  uniform  allowance  of  $150, 
unless  they  have  already  received  this 
allowance  as  aviation  cadets  upon  com¬ 
pletion  of  duty  undergoing  training  at 
Pensacola.  This  allowance  will  be  paid 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  Bureau 
of  Supplies  and  Accounts  Manual. 

§  6.10606  Injuries — Eligibility  for  com¬ 
pensation.  Aviation  cadets  on  active 
duty  and  officers  of  class  A-V  (N)  on 
active  duty  are  entitled  to  compensation 
for  injuries  or  pension  for  disability  in 
accordance  with  §§  6.7301  or  6.7302.  All 
injuries  so  incurred  shall  be  made  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  record  and  reported  promptly  to 
the  United  States  Employees  Compensa¬ 
tion  Commission  on  special  forms  pro¬ 
vided  for  that  purpose,  in  accordance 
with  §  6.7301. 

§  6.10607  Lump  sum  payments.  (1) 
After  the  completion  of  4  years  active 
duty,  officers  of  class  A-V  (N)  who  had 
completed  active  duty  as  aviation  cadets 
undergoing  training,  prior  to  June  13, 
1939,  become  entitled  to  a  lump-sum  pay¬ 
ment  determined  as  $1,000  minus  the 
excess  of  the  pay  and  allowances  received 
by  them  prior  to  the  date  of  such  com¬ 
pletion  of  duty  over  the  pay  allowances 
(including  Government-paid  insurance 
premiums),  which  they  would  have  re¬ 
ceived  as  aviation  cadets  had  they  not 
been  commissioned.  No  person  shall  be 
held  to  be  indebted  to  the  United  States 
as  a  result  of  the  provisions  hereof.  The 
payment  herein  authorized  is  in  addition 
to  the  payment  authorized  in  paragraph 
(2)  hereof. 

(2)  When  officers  of  class  A-V  (N)  are 
released  from  active  duty  that  has  been 
continuous  for  a  period  of  4  years  or 
more,  including  active  duty  both  as  avia¬ 
tion  cadets  and  as  commissioned  officers, 
they  become  entitled  to  a  lump-sum  pay¬ 
ment  of  $500. 

(3)  The  payments  authorized  in  this 
article  are  in  addition  to  any  pay  and 
allowances  otherwise  prescribed.  The 
payments  will  be  made  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  the  Bureau  of  Supplies  and 
Accounts  Manual. 

Miscellaneous 

§  6.10701  Promotion.  (1)  Ensigns  of 
class  A-V  (N),  after  3  years  of  service 
as  such,  may  be  commissioned  as  lieu¬ 
tenants  (junior  grade) ,  provided  they  are 
found  qualified  therefor,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  §§  6.1606  and 
6.3604  hereof.  Active  duty  as  aviation 
cadets  subsequent  to  completion  dates  of 
their  respective  classes  undergoing  train¬ 
ing,  as  determined  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy,  will  be  credited  as  commis¬ 
sioned  service  in  class  A-V  (N)  for  this 
purpose. 

(2)  Ensigns,  class  A-V  (N)  who  actu¬ 
ally  complete  a  total  of  4  years  of  con¬ 
tinuous  active  duty,  including  duty  un¬ 
dergoing  training,  may  be  continued  in 
class  A-V  (N)  for  such  period  beyond 
the  dates  of  release  from  active  duty  as 
may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  total 
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of  3  years  of  commissioned  service  in 
that  class  required  for  promotion  to  lieu¬ 
tenant  (junior  grade). 

§  6.10702  Orders — Officers,  Class  A-V 
(N).  (1)  Officers  of  class  A-V  (N)  who 
do  not  request  orders  for  continuation 
on  active  duty  beyond  the  4-year  period, 
will  be  issued  detachment  orders,  effec¬ 
tive  on  the  dates  of,  or  as  soon  as  prac¬ 
ticable  after,  the  expiration  of  the  4-year 
period.  New  orders  will  not  be  neces¬ 
sary  for  those  selected  to  continue  on 
active  duty.  Their  existing  orders  will 
remain  in  effect  until  such  time  as  they 
receive  orders  for  change  of  station  or 
release  from  active  duty.  At  the  earliest 
practicable  dates,  the  Bureau  of  Naviga¬ 
tion  will  notify  officers  selected  for  con¬ 
tinuation  on  active  duty. 

(2)  Immediately  upon  detachment  of 
an  officer  of  class  A-V  (N) ,  with  orders 
to  proceed  to  his  home  for  release  from 
active  duty,  his  commanding  officer  shall 
advise  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  and  the 
Commandant  of  the  naval  district  in 
which  such  officer  resides,  of  the  dates 
of  detachment  and  release  from  active 
duty,  allowing  time  for  travel  to  his  home 
by  the  shortest  usually  traveled  route, 
plus  such  leave  as  may  be  granted  by 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation.  The  officer  so 
detached  shall  be  instructed  that  after 
arrival  at  his  home  and  upon  termination 
of  leave,  he  must  submit  promptly  to  the 
Bureau  of  Navigation  Form  N.  Nav.  17, 
showing  date  of  detachment,  date  of  ar¬ 
rival  at  home,  and  date  of  termination 
of  leave  and  release  from  active  duty.  If, 
for  the  purpose  of  accepting  civilian  em¬ 
ployment  or  for  other  good  and  sufficient 
reasons,  such  officer  should  desire  to 
proceed  to  some  point  within  the  conti¬ 
nental  limits  of  the  United  States  other 
than  his  currently  listed  official  residence, 
i  6.1802,  it  will  be  necessary  that  he  sub¬ 
mit  a  request  to  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
for  authority  to  change  his  official  resi¬ 
dence,  which  in,  turn  must  be  approved 
by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation  prior  to 
detachment. 

(3)  Provided  the  availability  of  funds 
and  other  conditions  permit,  the  Bureau 
of  Navigation  will  grant  accrued  leave, 
not  to  exceed  45  days,  to  officers  of  class 
A-V  (N)  upon  release  from  active  duty 
tfter  4  or  more  years  of  continuous  active 
duty.

determined  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
ond  shall  be  assigned  dates  of  rank  in 
ineir  commissions  accordingly. 

AN  aviation  cadets  who  enter  upon 
octive  duty  undergoing  training  in  the 
^me  class  have  the  same  date  of  prece¬ 
dence. 


(3)  At  the  time  of  completion  of  active 
duty  undergoing  training,  designation  as 
naval  aviator  and  appointment  as  en¬ 
sign,  those  having  the  same  date  of 
precedence  will  be  assigned  relative 
precedence  among  themselves  based  upon 
their  relative  standing  in  fight  training. 

§  6.10704  Records.  (1)  The  records 
of  aviation  cadets  undergoing  training 
shall  be  maintained  by  the  Commandant 
of  the  air  station  at  which  such  training 
is  being  conducted.  If  an  aviation  cadet 
is  discharged  while  performing  such  duty, 
his  records  shall  be  closed  out  with  ap¬ 
propriate  entries,  his  file  forwarded  to 
the  Bureau  of  Navigation  and  his  health 
record  to  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery. 

(2)  Upon  the  completion  of  active  duty 
undergoing  training,  the  records  of  avia¬ 
tion  cadets  commissioned  as  ensigns  class 
A-O  or  class  A-V  (G)  shall  be  forwarded 
to  the  Commandant  of  the  naval  district 
in  which  they  reside.  The  records  of 
those  commissioned  in  class  A-V  (N) 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  Navi¬ 
gation,  except  their  health  records,  which 
shall  be  forwarded  to  the  next  duty 
station. 

(3)  Fitness  reports  on  Bureau  of  Navi¬ 
gation  Form  443  shall  be  submitted  on 
aviation  cadets  upon  completion  of  active 
duty  undergoing  training  or  upon  release 
therefrom.  Fitness  reports  on  officers  of 
class  A-V  (N)  shall  be  submitted  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  provisions  of  article 
137,  United  States  Navy  Regulations. 

(4)  When  an  officer  of  class  A-V  (N) 
is  detached  with  orders  to  proceed  to  his 
home  for  release  from  active  duty,  his 
commanding  officer  shall  notify  by  letter 
the  Commandant  of  the  naval  district  in 
which  official  residence  of  the  individual 
is  located,  with  copy  to  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation.  This  letter  shall  state  the 
date  of  detachment,  number  of  days  of 
leave  granted,  date  of  release  from  active 
duty,  and  the  official  residence;  and  is 
for  the  purpose  of  providing  the  Com¬ 
mandant  with  information  on  the  basis 
of  which  the  individual  may  be  taken  up 
on  the  district  rolls  as  a  Reserve  officer 
on  inactive  duty. 

SUBPART  K — NAVAL  RESERVE  NURSE  CORPS 

Purpose 

§  6.11101  Purpose.  The  purpose  of 
the  Naval  Reserve  Nurse  Corps  is  to  pro¬ 
vide  additional  qualified  nurses  to  be 
readily  available  for  service  in  time  of 
war  or  national  emergency. 

Composition 

§  6.11201  Composition  of  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  Nurse  Corps.  The  Naval  Reserve 
Nurse  Corps  shall  be  composed  of  grad¬ 
uate  registered  unmarried  female  nurses, 
who  are  citizens  of  the  United  States  or 
of  the  insular  possessions  thereof,  and 
who  by  accepting  appointment  in  the 
Naval  Reserve  obligate  themselves  to 
serve  in  the  Navy  in  time  of  war  or  when 
in  the  opinion  of  the  President  a  national 
emergency  exists,  and,  if  required  to  do 


so,  throughout  the  war  or  until  the  na¬ 
tional  emergency  ceases  to  exist. 

Organization  and  Administration 

§  6.11301  Organization  of  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  Nurse  Corps.  Nurses  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  in  the  Naval  Reserve  Nurse 
Corps  for  service  in  time  of  war  or  na¬ 
tional  emergency,  in  accordance  with 
article  1649,  United  States  Navy  Regula¬ 
tions  (available  in  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
of  Naval  Operations,  Navy  Department) . 

§  6.11302  Administration  of  Naval 
Reserve  Nurse  Corps.  Naval  Reserve 
nurses  are  under  the  immediate  cog¬ 
nizance  of  and  administered  directly  by 
the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery,  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation  insofar  as  pertains  to  any 
expenditures  or  obligations  in  connection 
with  their  recruiting,  administration, 
training,  or  mobilization. 

§  6.11303  Addresses  of  nurses  and 
changes  in  marital  status.  A  Naval  Re¬ 
serve  nurse,  when  first  appointed,  is  re¬ 
quired  to  inform  the  Bureau  of  Medi¬ 
cine  and  Surgery  of  her  official  residence, 

§  6.1802,  and  that  of  her  next  of  kin,  and 
to  keep  the  Bureau  of  Medicine  and 
Surgery  promptly  informed  of  any 
change  of  official  residence  or  next  of 
kin,  and  of  any  change  in  her  marital 
status. 

§  6.11304  Subject  to  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions.  Naval  Reserve  nurses  having  re¬ 
ported  for  active  duty,  are  subject  to  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  as  prescribed 
for  nurses  of  the  Regular  Navy. 

§  6.11305  Annually  to  report  to  bureau 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery.  The  Bureau 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  will  forward  to 
each  Naval  Reserve  nurse  in  January  of 
each  year  M.  &  S.  Form  OG5  “Question¬ 
naire  for  Naval  Reserve  Nurses.”  Upon 
receipt  of  this  form  each  nurse  shall 
promptly  supply  the  information  called 
for  and  return  the  form  to  the  Bureau 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  in  accordance 
with  the  printed  instructions  contained 
thereon. 

Procurement 

§  6.11401  District  quotas.  (1)  The 
Commandants  of  the  several  naval  dis¬ 
tricts  are  charged  with  the  procurement 
of  nurses  for  appointment  in  the  Naval 
Reserve,  in  such  numbers  as  may  be  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Bureau  of  Navigation 
from  time  to  time,  to  meet  mobilization 
needs. 

(2)  Each  application  for  appointment 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  report  of 
physical  examination  in  duplicate,  on 
N.  M.  S.  Form  Y  and  all  other  papers 
pertaining  to  the  professional  and  other 
requirements,  together  with  the  Com¬ 
mandant’s  endorsement  relating  thereto, 
shall  be  forwarded  direct  to  the  Bureau 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  for  approval 
and  final  recommendation. 

§  6.11402  Term  of  appointment. 
Naval  Reserve  nurses  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Surgeon  General  of  the  Navy  sub¬ 
ject  to  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy.  Such  nurses  shall  serve  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy, 
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unless  sooner  discharged  as  provided  in 
§  6.11601. 

§  6.11403  Qualifications  for  appoint¬ 
ment.  (1)  For  appointment  as  a  Naval 
Reserve  nurse,  the  applicant  must  be  a 
female  citizen  of  the  United  States  or  of 
the  insular  possessions  of  the  United 
States,  of  good  character,  and  between 
22  and  45  years  of  age.  She  must  be  un¬ 
married,  widowed,  or  legally  separated  if 
married  and  not  widowed.  She  must  be 
a  graduate  of  an  accredited  high  school 
and  an  accredited  school  of  nursing  hav¬ 
ing  a  daily  average  of  not  less  than  50 
patients,  and  shall  be  a  registered  nurse. 
In  this  connection,  the  following  papers 
and  certificates  will  be  required: 

(a)  Satisfactory  evidence  of  citizen¬ 
ship. 

(b)  Certificate  of  graduation  from  an 
accredited  high  school. 

(c)  Certificate  of  graduation  from  an 
accredited  school  of  nursing. 

(d)  Certificate  of  registration  as  a 
graduate  nurse. 

(e)  Letters  of  recommendation  from 
three  or  more  reputable  persons  testify¬ 
ing  from  personal  knowledge  as  to  the 
good  habits  and  moral  character  of  the 
applicant. 

(f)  If  the  applicant  has  special  edu¬ 

cational  or  professional  training,  such  as 
anasthetist,  dietitian,  etc.,  certificates  to 
this  effect  signed  by  the  proper  authori¬ 
ties.  ' 

(g)  Recent  photographs  of  candidate, 
profile  and  full  face,  in  uniform. 

(h)  Fingerprint  records,  N.  Nav.  2. 

(2)  The  physical  requirements  for  ap¬ 
pointment  of  Naval  Reserve  nurses  shall 
be  the  same  as  prescribed  in  the  Manual 
for  the  Medical  Department  for  nurses 
of  the  Regular  Navy.  But  the  opening 
of  the  health  record  will  be  deferred  until 
such  time  as  the  nurse  is  ordered  to 
report  for  active  duty. 

§  6.11404  Physical  examinations.  (1) 
Upon  reporting  for  active  duty,  Naval 
Reserve  nurses  are  examined  to  deter¬ 
mine  their  physical  qualifications  for 
performance  of  such  duty.  The  report  of 
such  examination  is  submitted  to  the 
Bureau  of  Medicine  and  Surgery  on  N. 
M.  S.  Form  Y  in  duplicate.  A  health 
record  is  prepared  at  this  time  for  each 
nurse  who  may  be  found  physically  qual¬ 
ified  for  the  performance  of  active  duty, 
and  is  kept  in  the  same  manner  as  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Manual  of  the  Medical 
Department  for  nurses  of  the  Regular 
Navy. 

(2)  Naval  Reserve  nurses  are  exam¬ 
ined  physically  upon  release  to  inactive 
duty  as  similarly  provided  for  other 
members  of  the  Naval  Reserve.  Entry 
of  this  examination  is  made  in  the  health 
record,  following  which  the  health  record 
is  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of  Medicine 
and  Surgery. 

(3)  (a)  Each  Naval  Reserve  nurse  shall 
be  examined  physically  at  least  once 
every  4  years  or  oftener  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary:  Provided,  That  a  Naval  Re¬ 


serve  nurse  who  is  found  not  physically 
qualified  for  active  duty  upon  examina¬ 
tion  for  any  purpose,  and  upon  approval 
of  such  examination  by  the  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery,  may  be  honorably 
discharged  from  the  service,  with  a 
“Good  Discharge.” 

(b)  For  the  purpose  of  the  quadren¬ 
nial  physical  examination,  the  Bureau 
of  Medicine  and  Surgery  notifies  the 
nurse  concerning  such  physical  examina¬ 
tion.  Where  practicable,  the  examina¬ 
tion  shall  be  conducted  by  a  medical 
officer  of  the  Regular  Navy  or  of  the 
Naval  Reserve.  However,  since  travel 
for  the  purpose  of  such  examination  may 
not  be  made  at  Government  expense,  and 
in  order  to  avoid  undue  inconvenience  to 
the  nurse  concerned,  when  the  services 
of  a  medical  officer  of  the  Regular  Navy 
or  of  the  Naval  Reserve  are  not  reason¬ 
ably  obtainable,  the  examination  may  be 
conducted  by  a  medical  officer  of  the 
Regular  Army  or  of  the  Army  Reserve,  a 
medical  officer  of  the  United  States  Pub¬ 
lic  Health  Service  or  of  the  Veterans’ 
Administration,  or,  in  special  cases,  by  a 
reputable  physician.  The  report  of  such 
examination  shall  be  made  on  N.  M.  S. 
Form  Y  and  forwarded  to  the  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery  in  duplicate. 

§  6.11405  Assignment  to  active  duty. 
(1)  In  time  of  peace,  Naval  Reserve 
nurses  may  not  be  assigned  to  active  duty 
or  training  duty  except  with  their  own 
consent. 

(2)  In  time  of  war  or  national  emer¬ 
gency,  Naval  Reserve  nurses  may  be  as¬ 
signed  active  duty  as  provided  for  other 
members  of  the  Volunteer  Reserve. 

Pay  and  Allowances 

§6.11501  Active  duty  pay  a nd  allow¬ 
ances.  While  serving  on  active  duty  with 
pay.  Naval  Reserve  nurses  are  entitled 
to  the  same  pay  and  allowances,  includ¬ 
ing  quarters  and  subsistence,  to  which 
nurses  of  the  same  length  of  service  of 
the  Regular  Navy  are  entitled. 

§  6.11502  Travel  under  orders.  Na¬ 
val  Reserve  nurses  while  traveling  under 
orders  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  privi¬ 
leges  and  travel  allowance  as  are  pro¬ 
vided  for  nurses  of  the  Regular  Navy. 

§  6.11503  Uniform  allowance.  Naval 
Reserve  nurses  assigned  to  active  duty 
upon  reporting  for  such  duty,  are  pro¬ 
vided  with  the  same  articles  of  uniform 
as  are  similarly  prescribed  for  issue  to 
nurses  of  the  Regular  Navy. 

§  6.11504  Medical  treatment  and  ben¬ 
efits  for  injury.  Naval  Reserve  nurses 
who  have  been  physically  injured  in  the 
line  of  duty  while  performing  active  mili¬ 
tary  or  naval  service  or  die  as  the  result 
of  such  injury,  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
benefits  provided  in  such  case  for  other 
members  of  the  Naval  Reserve. 

§  6.11505  Medical  treatment  and  hos¬ 
pitalization  for  sickness  and  disease. 
Naval  Reserve  nurses  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  same  privilege  of  medical  and  hos¬ 
pital  treatment  for  sickness  and  disease 
contracted  in  the  line  of  duty  while  per¬ 


forming  active  duty  or  training  duty  as 
are  prescribed  for  other  members  of  the 
Naval  Reserve. 

Discharge 

§  6.11601  Discharge  in  time  of  peace. 
In  time  of  peace,  Naval  Reserve  nurses 
may  be  discharged  with  the  approval  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  for  the  follow¬ 
ing  reasons: 

(a)  At  own  request  (for  sufficient 
cause  or  reason). 

(b)  For  change  of  marital  status 
(marriage) . 

(c)  For  failure  to  keep  the  Bureau  of 
Medicine  and  Surgery  informed  of  their 
official  residences. 

(d)  Failure  to  reply  to  communica¬ 
tions. 

(e)  Failure  to  pass  prescribed  physical 
examination. 

(f)  Upon  reaching  50  years  of  age. 

(g)  For  other  full  and  sufficient  cause 
in  the  discretion  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Navy. 

§  6.11602  Discharge  for  inaptitude. 
Having  reported  for  active  duty,  Naval 
Reserve  nurses  are  observed  as  to  char- 
|  acter,  professional  ability,  and  general 
aptitude  for  the  service.  When  in  the 
opinion  of  the  commanding  officer,  a 
Naval  Reserve  nurse  does  not  meet  these 
requirements  of  the  service,  he  is  required 
to  report  the  facts  to  the  Surgeon  Gen¬ 
eral  of  the  Navy  who  may  recommend 
the  discharge  of  the  nurse  by  reason  of 
inaptitude,  or  take  such  other  action  as 
he  may  deem  necessary.
